APPEAL. 


The Vestry of the Free Church of the 
Crucifixion, in presenting their Annual 
Report, again respectfully and urgently 
ask their Christian brethren to hold up 
their hands, by liberal contributions. In 
this, our appeal, we can offer no new 
arguments. The work ever remains the 
same. The Church was planted where it 
is “to do what it could towards leaven- 
ing this impure mass of humanity with 
the gospel of Jesus Christ." That it has 
been doing this work nobly is notorious. 
Those who know what that neighborhood 
was, say twenty years ago, and what it is 
to-day, can testify to this fact. As such, 
it appeals to the philanthropy and Chris- 
tianity of all. Money spent in this work 
is well invested. It helps to keep the city 
in safety by enabling us to instil some 
knowledge of law, of order, of right and 
wrong in the minds of this class that is 
evidently the most dangerous to the peace 
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of society. The good that is being done 
in this community is to be felt in its nega- 
tive rather than seen in its positive re- 
sulis. For where there is so much vice, 
poverty, and degradation, were it not for 
the pure stream of Christianity that is 
ever flowing in their midst, crime would 
be greater than it really is, and property 
more insecure throughout the city. 

It is the gospel of Jesus Christ that 
alone can have any effect on the unruly 
wills of such as live in the “ Five Points? 
of the city of ‘‘Brotherly Love." The 
safety, then, of the city, and above all, 
the fact that these people have souls for 
whom Christ died, should put it into the 
hearts of ovr Christian brethren to give 
us the small amount that we need to suc- 
cessfully carry on our work in this be- 
nighted neighborhood. 

This work must always be done over 
and over again ; foras soon as the blessed 
light of Christianity has entered into the 
houses of some degraded ones and a start 
is giveh them to a more elevated position, 
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others come in to take their place, and 
the same thing must be repeated again. 


At this time especially, when Chris- 
tians are so alive to the duty of preaching 
the Gospel to the poor, may it not be con- 
fidently hoped that this Church which 
has been striving for many years to do 
this very thing, will receive a liberal sup- 
port, during the coming year ? 

We would ask especially for annual 
subscriptions. We need $3,000 for the 
coming year, and appeal most earnestly 
to our sister Churches. 


If our friends prefer giving with the 
condition that the money be invested, 
and only the interest used for this work, 
we will gladly receive such donations. It 
is our earnest wish that in time a suffi- 
cient sum may be invested, so as to put 
our work upon a sure basis, financially.

The Sewing School continued its ses- 
sions until April 13th, under the superin- 
tendence of Miss Gertrude Farr. She 
reported, at its close, 60 girls (most of 
them sent to her in rags), taught by six 
teachers. The benefit that is conferred 
on these little ones, by teaching them to 
sew, cannot be overrated. 

The Mothers’ Meeting was held as usual 
during the year. Its work is the same as 
has been reported in former years. Its 
design is to help, without making paupers. 
Articles are often sold to the members at 
half-price, and many are taught to make 
their own garments. Mrs. H. Porter, 
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Mrs. М. Sanders, and Miss 8. Smith are 
at the head of this good work, and show 
no abatement of zeal. These ladies, who 
are all members of the Church, also labor 
directly for the spiritual good of those 
whom they are striving to benefit tempo- 
rally. 


Temperance Lectures (once a week and 
sometimes oftener) also form a part of 
our work. The block on which the 
Church stands has been literally sur- 
rounded by drinking dens. There is yet 
much to be done in this neglected field.

A renewed interest has been manifest- 
ed in the services of the Church. This is 
seen in the increased attendance on Sun- 
days and on the week-day lecture. Never- 
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theless, the hard times affect the attend- 
ance. Many of our members cannot 
come to the House of God decently clad, 
and therefore stay away. The most com- 
mon complaint is the want of shoes. The 
coming winter will no doubt bea very 
hard one for the very poor, and any 
thing that can be done to help them will 
be thankfully received. 


The congregation is also very willing 
to do its part in helping to support the 
Church. I mention, e. g., the $56 given 
as an Easter offering. It appears but a 
small sum, no doubt, yet when it is re- 
membered that our people are very poor, 
and that at the time when the offering 
was made, many had nothing to do, and 
had been unemployed for months before, 
we can truly say that they gave willingly. 
They did what they could. 


The Church needs some important re- 
pairs at present. Could the floor be rais- 
ed, we would be able to keep it warm in 
winter. Could the inside be made more 
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pleasant to the eye, I think it would have 
a happy effect on the worshipers. 
Trusting that Providence will still con- 
tinue to bless the good work that this

Appeal from f. Vestry of the Church of 
the Crucifizion. 

To those friends of this work from 
whom for years its appeal has received a 
generous response, it is unnecessary to 
repeat the story of its needs, but there 
are those whom this report may reach to 
whom it is not so familiar. The Mission 
was organized in 1840, and from that time 
to the present those interested in it have 
steadily prosecuted the work then begun. 
The field is one in which much has been 
done, but far more remains to be accom- 
plished. The race for whom it is especi- 
ally intended, and the circumstances in 
which they have been placed with regard 
io this nation, surely merit whatever at- 
tention we can bestow ; their debtors we 
are to make geod the evils which we 
brought upon them, and many a long day 
must yet ensue before the wrong shall 
have been repaired. If this debt is to be 
repaid, certainly no more practical method 
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of payment can be adopted than to begin, 
at our own doors, to help them combat 
their deadly enemies of ignorance and 
unbridled passion. 
tion of the city numbers about thirty 
thousand souls, and of these, by far the 
larger part live within that section in 
which the Church of the Crucifixion is 
placed, while in its immediate neighbor- 
hood the most vicious and degraded of 
their race drag out a miserable existence. 

Happily for our city there are but few 
places in which crime and poverty are 
huddled together in quarters where they 
can breed their vicious offspring unmo- 
lested, and if we rightly look to our own 
interests they shall be fewer ; but they do 
exist to some extent, and in this very 
spot are perhaps the worst. To this Alsa- 
tia flock continually reinforcements to the 
ranks of crime, both white and black. It 
would be bad enough that men and wo- 
men steeped in wickedness should seek 
to drown themselves in such a fatal pool, 
and so end their evil lives ; but by an in- 


The colored popula- 
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exorable law the sins of the fathers must 
be visited upon the children and within & 
square from the Church’s door swarm the 
unfortunate descendants of such ancestry, 
who begin their lives under the baneful 
influences under which their fathers only 
end them, unless indeed they may be res- 
eued by some helping hand. 

As citizens of the Commonwealth we 
cannot but recognize the terrible danger 
that we run lest the spread of such seed 
may materially weaken a government 
whose stability depends entirely upon the 
intelligence and uprightnessof its citizens. 
Dangerous as merely intellectual igno- 
rance is, it is but slight compared with 
that moral ignorance which knows not 
even the first principles of right and 
wrong, of justice and of honor. As Chris- 
tiaps we cannot but be impressed with 
the solemn responsibility imposed upon 
those who are charged with the Divine 
Mission of spreading the Gospel through- 
out all the world, to give to these their 
wounded and heartsore neighbors the 
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healing message of reconciliation. In a 
most imperfect way, it is allowed, but 
earnestly this Church has tried for thirty 
years to stem the tide of ignorance and 
bring these erring souls to Christ. The 
report of the faithful minister-in-charge 
shows what has been done and what he is 
do'ng every day. Although, as may be 
seen from the statistics, there is a perma- 
nent congregation of respectable commu- 
nicants to whom he ministers, even this 
work is not lost upon those for whom his 
ministrations are peculiarly intended, 
notwithstanding so many of these cannot 
be formally gathered in, for through the 
better class a healthful moral influence is 
constantly being exerted from above, 
downwards. The annual expenses are 
very slight in view of the labor performed, 
the total expenditures for the past year 
amounting to but $1146; and the ex- 
penditures are always kept within the 
limit of our income, but we ought to have 
an ensured income of at least $2000 ; and 
never did we more urgenily need assist- 
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ance. The work has at no timg been self- 
supporting (from the nature of the case it 
cannot be), but recently many of those 
who for years contributed have died, or 
suffered pecuniary losses, and the revenue 
from subscribers is at best precarious. 
If this is to continue a free Church 
amongst the poor, some permanent en- 
dowment fund must be provided for this 
purpose. Steps are being taken to secure 
this most desirable end, and it is earnest- 
ly hoped that some who may read this 
appeal in connection with the report, will 
find it in their hearts to give according to 
their ability towards it, while contribu- 
tions to any portion of the work will be 
most welcome.

The Sewing School (superintended by 
Miss Gertrude Farr and assisted by a 
number of teachers), continued its work 
of love during the year. Number of 
scholars, 50.

After these children have been in School 
for a short time, a wonderful change can 
often be seen in them. They become 
neater in their habits and more orderly 
in their conduct. The benefit that they 
receive is not only that of immediate help 
in the way of wearing apparel, which they 
obtain for a very small sum, but the 
coming in contact with ladies of culture 
and refinement; learning how to help 
themselves, and committing to memory 
portions of God’s Word. Our power to 
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do good is limited only by the number of 
teachers and means to carry on the work. 

The Mothers’ Meeting, President, Mrs. 
Н. Porter, was held as usual, from Dec, 
1879 to April 1880. Here old members of 
the Church are taught to assist them- 
selves by making their own clothes, or by 
buying garments already made up, much 
below the actual price. During the year 
they made up 52 garments, all of which 
were purchased at a nominal sum. These 
meetings are always opened with the 
reading of a portion of the word of God, 
followed by prayer. While the women 
are sewing, one of the ladies read from 
some religious paper or tract, and all seem 
perfectly delighted with this arrangement. 
As it is necessary always to have goods 
on hand to begin the winter’s work, con- 
tributions are earnestly solicited for this 
branch of the Mission. 

The Mite Society of the Church has 
done a good work during the past year. 
It has spent $60.75 in works of love and 
deeds of mercy. It gave to the Home 
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for the Homeless, $15, and $10 to assist 
at funerals. This is a sample of the way 
in which the Church, while receiving, is 
trying to give. Most of the members 
willingly give of the little with which they 
have been blessed.

To speak more of the work of the 
Church, would simply be to repeat what 
has been often said before; the sick and 
afflicted visited; the fatherless and widows 
looked after; the poor and needy coun- 
selled and helped. I find so much to do 
that sometimes I scarcely know where to 
begin. I thankfully acknowledge the help 
that the Bible reader has rendered. Be- 
ing thus enabled to make a smaller num- 
ber of visits, J can give more time to each 
individual visited. 

It is probable that two Kindergarten 
schools will be opened in the Sunday 
School rooms of the Church about the 
first of the year. This was not the kind 
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of school contemplated in my last report ; 
but it may be the stepping-stone to the 
other. The teachers that are being 
trained for this work are members of the 
Church, and will be able to exercise a 
Christian influence on the parents 
(mothers especially), of the little ones 
that are taught. Besides many of these 
little Arabs, gathered from the streets, 
will then be trained in the right way, 
before they have received a street educa- 
tion which is so hard to unlearn. If with 
our Kindergarten schools we should be 
able to establish a school for larger girls 
and boys, somewhat after the pattern of à 
ragged school, we would then be in a po- 
sition to do much more good.

While Churchmen of the 
Diocese are giving so liberally to Domes- 
tic and Foreign Missions, may it not be 
hoped that this work which is so near at 
home and deserves so much at their hands, 
may be more liberally supported? To 
those who feel the sense of national and 
individual responsibility, it is needless to 
reiterate the claims of the colored race 
upon us. We can only say to them, that 
here is a field in which, by faithful labor, 
it is possible to cancel at least some of 
that indebtedness, which is owing ; while 
for all, there is to incite them the most 
powerful of all arguments, necessity—the 
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necessity of grappling with the vice which 
unmolested would undermine all of our in- 
stitutions. Happily, this and a thousand 
other agencies serve to check if not to 
eradicate it. 

It is still hoped that a permanent En- 
dowment Fund will eventually be provid- 

- ed by means of which. а regular income 
will be secured, and the uncertainty at- 
tending a mere subscription list in a meas- 
ure removed. Any contributions to this 
Fund wil be most welcome. It should 
be added also that the Church is old and 
fast becoming unfit for use, and the Ves- 
try are making an effort to rebuild it, in 
order to render both more useful and 
more attractive the services of a Church 
whose boast is that she offers a home to 
rich and poor alike.

The Mothers! Mecting, President, Mrs.

It helps 
the members to make their own clothes, 
sometimes furnishing the material, too; 
it sells ready-made garments much below 
the real cost to those who can buy, and 
uses the money to purchase material for 
other clothing needed ; it also looks after 
the spiritual welfare of the members. The 
President’s report for the year was very 
encouraging. 

The Mite Society of the Church con- 
tinued its important work, and in vari- 
ous ways expended $70 during the year. 

The Kindergarten School in the Church, 
under two teachers, hs been very suc- 
cessful, It was kept open during the 
summer months. The children are gath- 
ered from the immediate neighborhood of 
the Church. | 

A flourishing Association, consisting 
of young people is connected with the 
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Parish. It is not confined to those who 
belong to or attend the services of the 
Church. The good that may grow out 
of such an Association of young people, 
meeting under the roof of the Church, 
is too evident to need comment. But 
when it is known that many of the men 
and women whom we make strenuous 
efforts, often unsuccessfully, to lift out of 
the pit into which they have fallen, have 
come down from what is known as the 
better and educated class, it will at once 
beseen that it is not only our duty to 
lend a helping hand to those who are 
down, but it is wise to strive to keep 
others from falling into the same pit.

Last winter was the most diseouraging 
one that I had in the Parish, since I took 
charge of the work. Among those to 
whom most of my visits were made, there 
was but one song all the time, viz: 
clothes, shoes, coal, and there was very 
little desire among such, to listen to spirit- 
ual things, until their physical wants 
were attended to. The meeting, almost 
daily, with poverty and sickness in their 
most frightful forms, with very little 
power to help, had nota very cheerful 
effect on my own mind. There were times 
when J dreaded to go out, because I 
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knew just what the day’s experience 
would be. 

It was not only because these people 
are often very improvident why they suf- 
fered so much, but as small pox was 
raging so fearfully, very little employ- 
ment could be obtained by those who had 
any one in the family sick of this disease, 
or even when it was in the immediate 
neighborhood. Then many who had been 
accustomed to live by working along the 
wharves, had nothing to do during the 
most severe part of the winter. 

It is no pleasant matter to go into a 
house on a cold day in winter, and finding 
no fire, listen to a tale of woe, while 
children are crying around from hunger 
and cold, to talk about the love of a 
Saviour who came to make people happy, 
and leave the cold hungry ones just as 
they were found. It seems to be a kind of 
solemn mockery, not calculated to make 
the pastor's visit very desirable. 

'The elergyman who begins his winter's 
work among such a mass of poverty, 
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sickness, and suffering, ought to have at 
the least $100 placed at his disposal to use 
in cases of necessity. 

The more I become acquainted with 
the parish and the work that ought to be 
done, the more I feel the need of much 
more money than we have yet been able to 
spend in this work. Of what could be 
done we do so little that sometimes our 
labor seems lost in the great sea of misery 
and iniquity in which our work lies. 
Among other things, we do- need some 
cheerful room or rooms in which the men 
and women whom we visit might be in- 
vited to come, and spend their evenings, 
instead of passing them in gambling dens 
and bad houses, because they are more 
comfortable and more attractive than 
their own places of abode. It is a mis- 
take to believe that all those who are thus 
destroying soul and body, started out with 
this end in view. The want of everything 
that could make the home or lodging place 
comfortable or attractive, is often the in- 
ducement to take the first step in the 
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wrong direction; and even though we 
could not make the homes of everybody 
cheerfuland attractive, we would do much 
good, could we offer places of resort, not 
hemmed in by temptations. Besides, 
when many persons come together, it is 
easier, by the encouragement they give 
to one another, to persuade them to do 
what is right, than when they are spoken 
to individually. To bring directly into 
the Church very many of those whom we 
visit is probably an impossibility. The 
steps must be more gradual. There is 
much more visiting done than what has 
been reported, and all the visitors agree 
in saying that counter attraction seems 
to be what is most needed to begin with. 

Could those in our own Church, who 
have much of this world’s goods, see 
these people as we see them, and know 
their wants as we do, probably we would 
then have all the money that is needed to 
carry on our work among the many thou- 
sands who are as poor as it is possible to 
be, and often as degraded as they are poor; 
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and especially in efforts to take hold of 
the children and keep them from follow- 
ing in the footsteps of their parents. 

Amidst much that is of a discouraging 
nature, I am thankful to report an in- 
creasing congregation, and much spiritual 
life, among the members of the Church. 

Thanking you for the interest you have 
shown in the work, and praying for greater 
success in your future efforts,

The Vestry herewith present the report 
of another year's work at the Church of the 
Crucifixion, and ask that they may again be 
entrusted with the privilege of directing the 
contributions of the Church through the 
channel of its organization. They never 
expect to say that the need for this work 
has ceased, because the influences which 
render it necessary are themselves never 
idle; at best we are but “© going down into 
the lowest state of society, and bringing up 
the degraded ones, giving them a start, if 
possible, in a more elevated position, then 
going down again for others." This is done 
not so thoroughly, nor so successfully as 
could be wished, and yet as thoroughly and 
successfully us the resources at our command 
will allow. 

The congregation is steadily increasing 
through the faithful offices of the Minister- 
in-charge, but it could be made much larger 
and it is believed more truly composed of 
the residents of the neighborhood, were it 
possible to render the Church building and 
its surroundings more attractive. The pres- 
ent building is now very old and not worth 
the expenditure of any considerable sum for 
repairs, while the Sunday School-rooms are 
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etitirely inadequate for the successful prose- 
cution of that partion of the work. The 
Bible Class for women, which has an average 
attendgnce of forty members is most un- 
comfortably crowded into the only room at 
all adapted to such a purpose; and it will 
soon quite out-grow these quarters, or else 
cease to grow atall, because no new members 
can be admitted—a most unfortunate result, 
should it take place, for many of its mem- 
bers are the poorest and most unfortunate of 
those connected with the Church. 


The Vestry have undertaken to make ће 


needed changes in both these respects, by 
erecting a new Church and parish building 
on a more spacious lot and in the same 1о- 
cality, if they can obtain the amount of 
money necessary for this purpose. It is 
calculated that at least $20,000 will be 
tequired, before any work can be com- 
menced, and already more than one-fourth 
of this amount has been raised. May they 
not hope that the ensuing spring will find 
them in possession of the whole amount, 
without which they do not propose to begin ? 

Tt is not deemed useless that the Churches 
of those whose every motive leads them to 
the House of God, should be made comfort- 
able and attractive, and surely 1t is not 80, 
when the persons who are asked thither, be- 
long to a class, whose every motive leads 
them to stay away. 
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It should be remembered also that the in- 
fluence of this Church's teaching is not con- 
fined to the immediate neighborhood, but it 
is felt through the entire community of 
those for whose race it is primarily intended, 
and its conservative teaching and exacting 
standards of morality are of no little value 
to a people who are too apt to partake of the 
enthusiasm of religion, without in the least 
appreciating its redeeming power. upon the 
lives of men. 

The current expenses of the parish are 
placed at as low a figure as is possible, 
but there ought to be a fund of atleast $2000 
for this purpose. The response to ourannual 
appeal has always been generous enough to 
enable us to work without fear of want, but 
there is much which could be better done 
had wë larger means at our disposal,

ways, especially in the entire support of a 
consumptive until his death. 


In the above report I have tried to give 
some idea of what we have been doing in 
the parish during the past year. Of course, 
much of the real work cannot be made 
known in this manner, and will never be 
seen here. 

We need many more workers, and since 
we cannot get very much efficient aid from 
the members of the parish we must look to 
friends outside, not only for contributions 
but for personal service. We know of no 
better field in the Diocese in which an oppor- 
tunity can be given to test one’s love for the 
Master. 

I especially thank those who so kindly 
answered my appeal for aid for the poorand 


needy in the parish. Through their assist-: 


ance, I was able to do my work more cheer- 
fully and to give some aid to those whom 
we know were needy and deserved tobe helped. 
Drunken men, half clad mothers, ragged 
children erying from fear and hunger ; pov- 
erty and every form of misery that often 
need immediate aid, we must still daily meet 
with, while looking for souls for the Saviour, 
And could those who give to relieve, physi- 
cal wants sometimes hear the words or see 
the tears of gratitude, they would indeed 
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feel, as no words can describe, that it is a 
lessed thing to give. ў 
p Of the E RAON, of the parish, there 
is every reason to believe that the money 
spent is not wasted, nor is the time lost. 
Even among those who once seemed to be 
as low and degraded as it is possible for 
human beings to be, “the Gospel of Christ 
has often proved itself “the power of God 
unto salvation." Of those who are con- 
firmed and remain in the parish, only à 
small number return again to their old ways. 
There is not unfrequently, a desire on the 
part of those who are brought,into the 
Church, to remove from the old neighbor- 
hood, and thus to get rid of former com- 
panions in sin ; and whenever tliis is done, 
the change in their manner of living and 
outward appearance is noticeable and sur- 
prising. А z

APPEAL. 


The Church of the Crucifixion again pre- 
sents its annual report and appeal to those 
who have contributed to its work in the past 
and to those others who possibly will here- 
after become contributors. The year has been 
marked by signal blessings to the parish, and 
we trust by a corresponding improvement in 
its spiritual welfare. 'The new Church, only 
the picture of which we were enabled last 
year to eall attention to, is now complete and 
in constant, almost daily, use ; and it is hoped 
that those who so generously contributed to 
its erection, if they have not already done so, 
will personally visit it, and if possible attend 
aservice. The work in the parish is being 
earnestly and faithfully performed by the 
Minister-in-charge, the Rev. H. L. Phillips, 
and the report appended shows, so far as sta- 
tistics can, that there has been no retrogres- 
sion, and in some respects a marked advance 
in the amount of work accomplished. Г 

This year, also, the completion of the new 
Church enables us to utilize the old building 
to much better advantage for the purposes of 
the Sunday School and parish work. Yet at 
best its arrangements are most inadequate ; 
but two separate rooms are obtained even by 
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boarding up the gallery for the use of the 
Infant School, and one Bible Class, with an 
average attendance of nearly fifty members, 
is obliged to meet in the Church, where it is 
necessarily subjected to considerable annoy- 
ance by the preparations and assembling of 
the congregation for afternoon service. It is 
the earnest hope of the Vestry, with your co- 
operation, to be enabled in the coming spring 
and summer to put up the much needed 
parish building. It will require at least $10, - 
090 to construct such a building as they have 
in view. In addition to separate apartments 
for the Infant and Intermediate Sunday 
Schools, provision must be made for several 
large Bible Classes, and there should also be 
two or three additional apartments suitable 
for the Kindergarten, and possibly a Kitchen- 
garden and an Industrial School for Girls, 
with facilities also for a Reading Room and 
Game Room for the men and boys of: the 
neighborhood, whose welfare during the 
week it is quite as important to look after, as 
their simple attendance upon the Sunday 
services. All of this requires a considerable 
outlay, particularly as it is desirable, if pos- 
sible, to make the exterior of such a building 
in some measure as attractive as the Church 
itself. Plans have already been submitted, and 
the only thing remaining to be done is to put 
the scheme into successful operation. The 
present building is now oecupied during the 


5 


week by the Sub-Primary School Society for 
a Kindergarten, and, without doubt, the other 
agencies contemplated could soon be brought 
into play were the conveniences furnished 
for them. Even now the present building is 
very constantly used by the various societies 
connected with the parish work. 

It must at the same time be borne in mind 
that while the congregation do what they can 
toward defraying the current expenses of the 
parish, they can assume but a small share, 
and that we must therefore look to the Church- 
at-large for almost our whole support in this 
direction also. 

The Vestry cannot permit the occasion to 
pass without placing upon record their keen 
sense of the loss which they and the work of 
the parish have sustained in the death of Mr. 
Theodore Starr in June last. He was person- 
ally better acquainted with the needs of the 
class for whom we labor than any of our 
number, and his energy and zeal in their be- 
half were proportionately great. Weelected 
to fill the vacancy occasioned by his death, 
Mr. W. W. Frazier, Jr. 

Trusting that the record of the work may 
speak more eloquently than any appeal which 
we can write on its behalf, the Vestry com- 
mend the Church and its work to the thought- 
ful consideration of all those who would heed 
the Master's injunction to preach the Gospel 
to the poor.

The usual pre-Lenten services, in which 
many of the clergy of the city took an active 
part, were held, and I think much good has 
resulted from them. 


A Mission was also held, a few weeks ago, 
by the Rector of the Church of St. John the 
Evangelist, for one week, without any re- 
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muneration for his services. 'The object of 
these special efforts, of course, is to stir up 
the spiritual lifeof the members and to draw 
into the Church non-church-goers. On Sep- 
tember 26th the new Church was formally 
opened. Тһе congregation show their appre- 
ciation of their handsome building by trying 
to do what they can towards its support and 
by endeavoring to bring others intoit. Much 
hard work is being done by them in this way. 

In addition to the services in the Church, 
the Home for the Homeless, 708 Lombard St., 
is used twice a week as a preaching station. 
While, nodoubt, the whole neighborhood has 
been much improved, yet any one who would 
take the trouble to visit Spafford, Baker, St. 
Mary's Streets, Middle Alley, Bay and Buck- 
ley Streets, Acorn and Currant Alleys, Du- 
ponceau Street, and the numerous little courts 
running off from them, would be convinced 
at once that there is stilla very great need 
for missionary work in these places. The fact 
that there is more education and general in- 
telligence in them, seems in some instances 
to make the viciousness, the want of decency, 
and the brazen-faced immorality of the people 
more prominent. For such there is the same 
need of simple services as when the mission 
was started. The great improvement of those 
brought into the Church years ago makes it 
somewhat difficult now to bring persons from 
this low class directly into the Houseof God. 
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Hence the great usefulness of such a place 
as the Home for the Homeless, admire у 
situated as it is for holding services. There 
are also the same opportunities and the same 
need for lay agencies in carrying on this 
workvas there was thirty years ago. Although 
T have as many services as I can possibly at- 
tend to, in connection with incessant visiting, 
yet considering how large is the field, and 


how low and degraded some places are, very 


little is being done. 

The amount of money received during the 
year for the poor was not very large. No one 
can do the work of the parish, without being 
able to aid, from time to time, those whom he 
finds suffering in various ways. While indis- 
criminate giving is to be avoided, yet helping 
the very needy, in their hour of need, is not 
only a Christ-like act, but often is the only 
way in which a minister can find a welcome 
into the houses of those whom he would 
most gladly visit. It is always to be remem- 
bered that those whom we try especially to 
reach, those for whom the Church is built and 
kept open, are by no means saints, longing to 
come to the House of God. "They are those 
who take a special delight in breaking every 
command of God, and who sometimes seem 
to have no moral sense to which an appeal 
can be made. It is often only in the hour of 
deep aflliction, when the minister's visit can 
be of any material aid to the body, in some 
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way, that a listening ear will be lent to the 
Words of Life. Money judiciously spent in 
this manner, is not buying people, but it is 
opening the way by which a soul may event- 
ually be saved. à 

Hoping that the coming year will see the 
much-needed Parish Building beside the new 
Church, and thanking you for your continued

APPEAL, 


A twice-told tale is apt to become weari- 
some if too often rehearsed, even though it 
be to willing ears, and the daily wants of 
such a mission as that of the Church of the 
Crucifixion might become likewise monoto- 
nous to those who so cheerfully contribute to 
its support, were it not that every year some 
new want enables us to accent it in our 
appeal for help. Last year we wanted to 
complete and pay for the new Church build- 
ing; this year the Church is built and paid 
for, and a small fund is already secured for 
the Parish building, but it is hardly more 
than a tenth part of the $10,000 that is re- 
quired for the purpose, and which we hope 
to have by Easter. Some of the donations 
which have been used to pay for the Church 
were originally intended, and it was hoped 
that they might be devoted to this purpose, 
but rather than permit any debt to remain 
upon the new building, théy were, with the 
full consent of the donors, expended in the 
final payments for the Church. The need of 
a Parish building can be best appreciated by 
visiting the old Church on Eighth street, 
which is now used for that purpose. "There 
в but a single room on the first floor, and as 
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there is a cellar only under a small part of 
it, it is at times exceedingly damp. The 
only other room that can be secured is the 
old organ-loft, which has been boarded up, 
and forms a temporary refuge for the Infant 
School, but it is very poorly ventilated, and 
the thin partition afforded by the boards sig- 
nally fails to cut off the sound of either 
school from the other, greatly to the detri- 
ment of both. Itis our intention just so soon 
as the means in hand will justify it, to tear 
down the present building and put up a 
suitable structure, especially adapted to the 
needs of the work; with a large Sunday 
School room and Infant Department sepa- 
rate from each other, and several Bible 
Class rooms, not one of which we now pos- 
sess, while there will also be one or two 
rooms to be utilized as free reading-rooms in 
the evening, to supply a possible place of 
comfort and amusement apart from the in- 
fluences of the taverns of the neighborhood, 
which now furnish the only means of grati- 
fying those wants. In the awakening of the 
missionary spirit throughout the land, the 
Vestry beg their fellow-Christians in this 
city to remember the grave need of the 
work in which this Church is engaged, and 
the increase of good which may be looked 
for in proportion to the means and methods 
placed at their disposal. We need, besides 
contributions for current expenses, $10,000

Besides the regular Sunday and Week- 
Day Services in the Church, all of which are 
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very well attended, with the aid of a layman, 
other services have been held at the Home 
for the Homeless, 708 Lombard St. With 
the assistance of the Bible Reader and some 
faithful members of the congregation, the 
work of visiting, teaching and comforting 
from house to house, has been done so far as 
time and circumstances would permit. 
Much has been done that never appears in 
a Church congregation. I wish it were 
otherwise. But I do not see that it can be 
helped. А glimpse of the work done may, 
however, be seen in the fact that of the 92 
persons baptized during the year less than 
20 were brought to Church. Parents will 
not bring their children. The clergyman is 
not often sent for, except in case of sickness. 
We must go and look them up. The adults 
will not come in any large numbers, but.the 
services of the Church can be taken to some 
of them at least. And when one sees so 
many thousands, hemmed in on every side 
by the most formidable temptations, and 
forced to ask every day, what shall I eat? 
what shall I drink? is it not a privilege to 
carry the comforts and consolations of our 
holy religion to such, even though they may 
never become devout Church members? 
The service at the “Ноте” on Thursday 
evenings, is especially intended for children 
and youths, One little incident which I give 
below, will help to show how necessary it is 
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to try to continue doing something to coun- 
teract their early training in evil ways. 

At one of these services I was speaking to 
them about Joseph's dreams. To the ques- 
tion, do you ever dream ? a chorus of voices 
answered, O, yes! I said, your dreams have 
no special meaning, you know. О, yesthey 
have, came the prompt response from many 
interested spectators. A little questioning 
brought out this startling fact. The most of 
those children (there were about 50 present) 
are expected to dream very often. Every 
dream means a certain policy number. If 
one dreams of a white pig, a black kitten, a 
chicken, etc., he goes to somebody who has 
a dream book and finds out what number he 
ought to buy. Every effort, of course, is 
made to get money for this purpose. 

For the sake of encouragement, every now 
and then, the child is allowed to win a few 
dollars. It is thus that from very infancy 
the children are taught to gamble. When 
such teaching begins so soon, who can 
wonder that the progress of the Gospel is so 
slow, who can wonder that criminals of 
every description continually graduate from 
such a school. And yet, just such a state 
of things in a city like this calls the more 
importunately upon all who love the Lord 
Jesus Christ, nay, upon all lovers of law and 
order, to assist heartily in the work that the 
Church is trying to do. f 
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The question has been asked again, “When 
is the Church of the Crucifixion going to 
become self-supporting?” In an appeal put 
forth by the Bishop of the Diocese, some 
years ago, in behalf of this work, these 
words occur: ‘‘This із а free Church. It 


is the aim of the Vestry to keep it зо. It- 


would be unwise and wrong to make it other 
than free. In the language of one of the 
Wardens of the Church, ‘It does not enter 
into our plans to make it self-supporting, we 
rather aim to be an endless’ chain of Faith, 
Hope, and Charity, going down into the 
lowest state of society and bringing up the 
degraded ones, giving them a start, if possi- 
ble, in a more elevated position, then going 
down again for others.’ It is thus a work 
that is ever repeating itself, that is never 
finished, that will always be a claimant for 
the help and sympathy of fellow-Chris- 
tains.” 

This is the true statement of the case. 
The Church can be made self-supporting 
only by abandoning the special work for 
which it was built. Who would desire to 
sce this? Of course, I know that the Vestry, 
who give, laborand pray for the work, would 
not. 

In the work of the Parish, I do what I 
suppose others have done before me. I 
teach people that God has made their bodies ; 
that they have no right to abuse them ; that 
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they ought not to go to places of low amuse- 
ments or to places hemmed in by innumer- 
able temptations. That, I suppose, is all 
right. But just suppose one of these same 


- persons for whose souls we are so very во. 


licitous should say to me, ** You make pro- 
vision for my spiritual wants, I do not 
know and I do not care whether I have asoul. 
But I know that I have a body. What pro- 
vision have you made to help that body 
which you say is God's? Where shall I go 
in the evenings? Where shall I go for 
amusements of an allowable kind, if not to 
those places that you speakagainst? If you 
believe what you teach, why not take the 
same interest in the whole man?" How 
shall I answer such a question, the substance 
of which has been asked? When shall we 
have, say two rooms in close proximity to 
the Church—one for men, one for women— 
thrown open every evening, во that we can 
say to those who really need such places (and 
if such are not in the neighborhood of the 
Church of the Crucifixion, where else can 
they be found?) Come here, and not always, 
Do not go there!

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APPEAL. 


The Church of the Crucifixion again sends 
out its appeal to its sister Churches in this 
city, with no new facts to present to them, 
but simply pointing to its nearly fifty years 
9f labor amongst the poor, the suffering and 
degraded. The work goes on as usual, with 
but little change in the results accomplished 
last year; but materially benefited by the 
advantages of a neat and attractive Church 
building, such as for two years past we 
have enjoyed. The one great want at pres- 
ent is the Parish building that it has been 
hoped for some time past we might put up 
in the place of the old Church that is liter- 
ally beyond the hope of mending. It was 
thought that it might be possible to raise as 
much as $10,000 for this purpose, but when 
spring came and passed and it was found 
impossible to obtain this sum, the architect’s 
plans. were materially modified, so as to 
utilize, so far as possible, the existing struc- 
ture. This having been done, new propo- 
sals were sought, but they did not in an 
instance, notwithstanding the curtailment 
in the plan, come within the limit of the 
amount which the Vestry felt justified in ex- 
yw It was, therefore, necessary to 
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let the matter rest for another six months, 
to the deep regret of every one connected 
with the work. It is earnestly hoped that 
before the next appeal is written this end 
may be accomplished. Only those familiar 
with the many and varied requirements of 
a successful Mission work in a great city can 
fully appreciate the need of a building dis- 
tinct from the Church itself, adapted to the 
exigencies of many forms of work. Several 
liberal donations have this year been made 
to the Building fund, and we ean only hope 
that enough will soon follow to justify this 
important step. There are, moreover, the 
daily expenses which are entailed upon the 
Vestry, and we must emphasize, even at the 
risk of diverting attention from the Building 
fund, the necessity for liberal and regular 
support to mect the current expenses. With 
some few exceptions of long-tried friends 
and the allowance made by the Board of 
Diocesan Missions, we have nó regular in- 
come and must depend for support upon 
the chance offerings of individuals or con- 
gregations. We cannot better show our ap- 
preciation of the value of these, however, 
than by most earnestly begging both indi- 
viduals and congregations to continue those 
contributions without fail this year, and we 
venture to hope that the example thus set 
may be followed by others. The expenses 
are kept down to as low a point as is com- 


patible with the absolute needs of the Parish, 
but there are some expenditures which must 
be borne. While we are earnestly begging 
for financial assistance, we feel that our 
duty is not more than half done unless we 
also emphasize as strongly as we can the 
need of the moral support which working 
in the field will give. It has always been a 
difficult matter to get teachers from without 
¿the limits of the congregation, and yet the 
good that earnest teachers from other con- 
gregations have done and can do in the Sun- 
day-school is almost incalculable. We earn- 
estly beg that some.of those who read this 
appeal and find themselves at leisure on Sun- 
day afternoons, between half-past two and 
four o’clock, will consider this as a call to 
them to help. Тһе schoJars can always be 
had, but there must be teachers who can 
keep them there, and there is still room for 
a good many more if they could be brought 
in,

I beg leave to call the attention of the 
Vestry to the fact that we are very far from 
being well provided with suitable rooms in 
which the work of the Parish can be carried 
on. Weare, for general work, in a worse 
condition now than before the new Church 
was erected, for then we had three rooms 
that have been taken down to give more 
space to the new building. In cold weather 
it is not often that the old Church can be 
comfortably heated. The whole building 
is in an unhealthy condition. Teachers 
complain loudly of the injury done to health. 
Then, for small gatherings, the old Church 
is unsuitable. Put a dozën persons in such 
a large place, and there is always a feeling 
of emptiness which has the effect of damp- 
ing enthusiasm. Yet these small meetings 
at night, during the week, are absolutely 
necessary for the greater success of the 
work. 'lhrough them the education that 
prepares for Sunday attendance and Church 
membership must be given. "These things 
may seem of little importance; but, if the 
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peculiarities of the work are considered, it 
will be seen that they are very necessary. 

Iam sorry to have to report that the Kin- 
dergarten school has been withdrawn. But, 
in justice to the teachers and scholars, the 
superintendent of the schools felt bound to 
do so because of the unhealthy condition of 
the building. 

Besides attending to the regular wants of 
the congregation, so far as time will permit, 
visits are made among those who seem most 
careless and degraded. The influence of 
evil and old associations cause the light of 
the Gospel to make slow progress. Yet, 
again and again, one meets with proof that 
it was not all labor in vain, even among 
those who seem most careless and indifferent. 

While our progress is slow, yet I can bear 
testimony to the Christian lives of the mem- 
bers of the Church as a whole. Every year 
many of the communicants, from different 
causes, leave the city, but even among these 
the Church of the Crucifixion is not always 
forgotten. Some, by words and actions, 
continue to testify that they have a special 
love for the Church through whose ministry 
they were brought to a knowledge of the 
truth. А А 

That the labor is not in vain the Vestry

The Vestry feel that they need only 
supplement the Annual Report of the 
Minister-in-charge by emphasizing the 
present greatest need, while asking, too, 
for a continuation of contributions for 
current expenses. 

The Parish Building, which has been so 
long needed, and toward which many 
kind friends have contributed, is now 
actually in the course of erection, The 
corner-stone was laid by the Bishop on 
September 20, and the roof is now 
nearly completed. The contract price for 
the building, without plumbing and fur- 
nishing, is $11,000, of which all but $1,000 
has been subscribed ; some subscriptions, 
however, are conditional upon the whole 
amount being raised. As it will require 
about $2,000 more to furnish and put in 
the plumbing, we will still need $3,000 in 
addition to the amount subscribed. 

It is most desirable that no debt should 
remain on the building, and since some 
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of the subscriptions are conditional, it is 
necessary that the requisite $3,000 should 
be obtained as soon as possible, without 
interfering with the annual contributions 
needed for the constant support of the 
Mission. ] 

The Vestry confidently appeal to all 
those interested in this most important 
field of labor to complete the work, and 
enable us to accommodate the Sunday- 
school of 300 scholars, the mothers' 
meeting, the guild and other agencies 
which are now actively at work, but 
sorely in need of better accommodations.

Sewing School.—Miss Gertrude Farr is 
the efficient Superintendent. Many of 
the evils of life among the poor arise from 
their inability to help themselves. Those 
who are willing to work among poor girls, 
teaching them not only the Creed or Cate- 
chism, but how to use their fingers, how 
to mend or make their clothes, are to be 
classed among the city’s quiet benefactors. 
Without much noise they are carrying 
streams of light and comfort into many 
homes, helping to make life brighter and 
happier, lessening the deep murmur of 
discontent and helping to put upon a firmer 
basis the safety of the city. The Sewing 
School, with its many little opportunities 
for imparting moral and spiritual truths, 
or for finding out how the worthy poor 
are living, in order to minister to them in 
the Masters name, is a very inviting 
field for women of the Church, touched 
with Divine love and desirous of being a 
benediction to the poor. 

Mothers’ Meeting —Mrs. H. F. Porter, 
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President. Here we try to do for the old 
what is done for the young in the Sewing 
School, Here the spirit of self-help is 
inculcated. Here sympathy, aid and en- 
couragement are given. Here the op- 
portunity is often afforded to combine 
material aid with spiritual instruction. 
Through this agency much good can be 
done, and the teachings of the Saviour 
carried into godless households.

At present the Sunday-school is being 
held in a hall at Tenth and South Streets, 
subject to some inconveniences, but both 
teachers and scholars are willing to bear 
them, because of the joyful thought of 
going into our own building before many 
months have passed. Owing to a change 
of residence, our Superintendent, N. 
Dubois Miller, Esq., who had done his 
work so faithfully and so successfully for 
ten years, was obliged to resign. At 
present I am superintending the school 
myself, but I sincerely hope that ere 
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long God will put it in the heart of 
some one who is able to do this work to 
offer himself for it, so that I might be left 
free to do other things that I am better 
fitted to do, or that I might be able to 
come to my night service fresher than I 
can at present. 

Again we must make our wants known 
as to teachers. A half a dozen good Sun- 
day-school teachers would receive a 
hearty welcome, and would find a large 
field in which to do something for the 
Master. There are young feet to be 
trained; there are young hearts to be 
cultivated for the Master's service. Who 
will come ? 

Since the 25th of June last, at the re- 
quest of the Southeastern Convocation, 
the Bishop of the Diocese appointed the 
Rev. Peter A. Morgan as a house-to- 
house visitor among the colored people 
of the Southeastern Convocation, resid- 
ing in a specified district. That district 
being in the neighborhood of the Church 
of the Crucifixion, Mr. Morgan is really 
assisting me at present. І gladly bear 
testimony to the good work he is doing. 
The Parish is being worked as it has not 
been since I have had the charge of it. 
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The house-to-house visiting, in places 
most needing such work, is being done 
in such a systematic way as I, with the 
many duties of the Parish to attend to, 
could not possibly do it. Thus, wherever 
an opening is found, an effort is being 
made to direct some soul to the Saviour, 
and call attention to the church and Sun- 
day-school. Not only does he try to help 
the sick in soul, but the sick in body too. 
In cases where such have no one to send 
for the nourishment that is needed, ex- 
cept by paying somebody to go, and 
there is no money to use in this way, he 
is perfectly willing to take it to them 
from the Home for the Homeless, 708 
Lombard Street, where suitable diet for 
the sick is prepared every day. And this 
is a most important part of our mission- 
ary work. A sick person, living alone, 
cannot always depend upon others to go 


. regularly for his meals. Neighbors may 


be kind, but often they have to be away 
from home all day; or children must go 
to school at the time when meals ought 
to be sent for. It is to be sincerely hoped 
that the Convocation may long be able to 
keep such a missionary at work ; or, inthe 
event of their not being able to do so, 
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that other friends will come to the rescue 
and permit the Vestry to do it. 

In a work like that which the Church 
of the Crucifixion is trying to do, while 
the usual Parish duties must be per- 
formed from week to week, there is also 
that class of the poorest of the poor who 
must be looked after both in body and 
soul. This is missionary work, pure and 
simple. It cannot appear in statistics 
nor be very largely seen in Sunday con- 
gregations. Even the clergyman him- 
self, who is most familiar with the facts, 
cannot always see the fruits of his labors. 
It is only a question of doing one’s best 
and leaving the result with the Master. 1 
will give one example of what is going 
on in the Parish continually, I was 
requested to go to No. to visit a sick 
woman. I found her in the third story in 
a small room with very low ceiling. The 
floor was bare; one chair, a trunk and 
the bed on which she was lying consti- 
tuted all the furniture of the room. Some 
days she was able to drag herself out of 
bed and sit on the chair. Whatever 
there was of bed-clothing was in rags 
and had not been washed for a long time. 
Who was to wash them? Or what was 
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she to do while they were being washed ? 


‘Had she a husband? Yes. The typical 


kind. In days gone by he had worked 
hard, but spent nearly all bis earnings for 
liquor. The wife had to make enough to 
pay for shelter and other necessaries. 
Now the husband was almost blind and 
could not earn a living. Sometimes they 
had lived for days without tasting food 
until late in the evening. At best, the 
wife had to wait until the husband could 
wander along the wharf, where he had 
been accustomed to work, to get a few 
‘pennies, and come home in the afternoon 
to break their fast. Having interested 
some of the women of the Parish in the 
case, soon the room was put into a little 
better condition, and from the Home for 
the Homeless meals were regularly sent, 
when the sick woman could find no one 
to go for them. When she realized the 
fact that there were those who cared for 
her and were willing to come and talk to 
her about the Saviour, as well as minister 
to her bodily wants, the tears coursed 
down her cheeks, and the heart-felt 
words of thankfulness that fell from her 
lips much more than compensated for the 
little trouble or inconvenience of waiting 
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upon her. What the poor woman most 
needed for her recovery was good food. 
This was given her from the Home for 
the Homeless. Not long after she began 
gradually to get better, and at the end of 
about a year's sickness altogether (during 
which time her room rent had not been 
paid), she was able to return to the family 
in which she had been working at the 
time when she fell sick, and was gladly 
taken back.  Itis thus to the neglected 


poor, in time of sickness especially, we . 


are often privileged to minister to body 
and soul. Since there is such a work to 
be done, why should not the Church feel 
thankful that she is helping to do it? 

Thanks are sincerely returned for as- 
sistance rendered the work of the Parish, 
in various ways, not mentioned above.

APPEAL OF THE VESTRY. 


At the end of another year the Vestry 
of the Church of the Crucifixion present 
the Annual Report of the Minister-in- 
charge with their appeal for assistance in 
carrying on the work that for forty (40) 
years has been supported by the contri- 
butions of its friends. The story must 
ever remain the same in its general 
scheme, but never before has the work 
been carried on with such physical ad- 
vantages. The new Church and the still 
newer Parish building afford such mate- 
rial helps as leave little to be desired in 
that respect. The winter’s use of the 
Parish building developed its immense 
advantages over the old, dark and ill- 
ventilated Sunday-school room. The 
present building, well lighted, well venti- 
lated and well heated, is quite a model of 
its kind, and is capable of untold useful- 
ness. But all of our material advantages 
are of little avail without heads and hearts 
to direct and guide their use; and in this 
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respect the Parish is still badly lacking. 
The Vestry feel devoutly thankful that 
they have in the Rev. Mr. Phillips a man 
unusually well fitted for his peculiarly 
difficult task, and they recognize the de- 
votion of those who resolutely and earn- 
estly assist him in his labors. But there 
is work to be done which requires other 
helpers besides those who aiready give 
themselves to the work. At present the 
Sunday-school is without a superintend- 
ent, and this throws upon the Minister-in- 
charge a burden, which, with all of his 
other cares, ought to be spared him. 
There must be earnest and energetic 
men, whose social and domestic duties 
would admit of their spending two hours 
on Sunday afternoon, and perhaps an 
average of two evenings a month, in this 
most useful field. It is not a thankless 
task; there is a wealth of training and 
experience to be gained by the man who 
undertakes it. There is gratitude from 
those for whom he works, if it is done 
in the right spirit, which compensates for 
all the slight inconveniences whichit en- 
tails, and there is above all the conscious- 
ness that through his influence are sown 
the seeds of happiness and virtue in this 
life, and in the world to come life ever- 
lasting. With such a superintendent we 
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also need more teachers. The time is 
ripe for interesting the denizens of the 
neighborhood and their children in better 
things than they see around them. The 
operation of the new liquor law has 
happily closed up many of the drinking 
saloons in the vicinity, and now is the 
opportunity for the better agencies to 
step in and wisely minister to the wants 
which they unhappily supplied. Instead 
of a few hundred men, women and chil- 
dren brought under the happy influence 
of this Parish, it would be possible with a 
sufficiently large corps of devoted teachers 
to gather thousands from time to time 
within the walls of the Church and Parish 
buildings. 

But the greater the work and the more 
frequent the use of the Parish building, 
the greater the expenditure of money, and 
we beg that not only will our regular con- 
tributors continue their subscriptions, but 
that others who feel an interest in the 
work and believe it to be a good one, will 
give of their means if they cannot give of 
their time. We need at least $1200 to 
pay for the necessary equipment of the 
new building (upon which no other 
debt remains), and a deficit which has 
arisen in the current expense account, 
because of the fact that while contributing 
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for the erection ofthe new building some of 
our friends have overlooked the current 
and daily needs ofthe Parish. The thanks 
of the Vestry are again most warmly ac- 
knowledged for the generous contribu- 
tions which were made to the building 
fund, and they especially call attention 
to the donation of $500 from the funds of 
the Society for the Advancement of Chris- 
tianity, without which they could not 
have fulfilled their contract.

Since, however, the Public Schools are 
now giving instruction in sewing, and 
most of our scholars attend them, it seems 
that it would be better to have a Kitchen 
Garden during the coming winter to take 
the place of the Sewing-school, if the 
money can be raised to purchase the 
necessary articles for this purpose. The 
amount needed would be about $75. 

Seeing that many of these girls will 
hereafter earn their living by working in 
families, and knowing how great is the 
complaint about incompetent servants, it 
appears to me that such an undertaking 
should be encouraged. It is to be re- 
membered, too, that the training received 
in such a school will make these girls, 
when they become married women, more 
efficient in their own homes, and would 
encourage order and cleanliness.

Tce-water Cooler.—Yhrough the aid of a 
few friends an ice-water cooler was placed 
at the entrance to the Parish building 
during the months of June, July and 
August. It was well used, not only by 
persons entering the building, but by 
alarge number of those going up and 
down Eighth street. I think those who 
have allowed me the privilege of putting 
itthere were literally giving the cup of 
cold water for the Redeemer's sake. 

As I stood at the door of the build- 
ing during some of the hottest days of 
summer, watching the tired and care- 
worn multitude passing by, it has seemed 
to me that it would be a most worthy 
charity to place here, or somewhere in 
this neighborhood, an ice-water fountain, 
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where the crowds that pass down after a 
day's work might quench their thirst. 

For the ice-cooler — Mr. George C.

The past winter has been a most trying 
one to the poor, and Iam deeply grateful 
to those who have allowed me to minister 
to the wants of many who were worthy to 
be assisted. 

In submitting this report there is noth- 
ing moreto say that the Vestry does not 
already know. But as there are others 
that will read it who are not as familiar 
with the character of the work it may be 
well to say something further about it. 
There are over 30,000 colored people liv- 
ing in this city. Of this number, proba- 
bly 20,000 are to be found within the 
limits of the S. E. Convocation, in which 
is situated the Church of the Crucifixion. 
Here, too, is to be found the largest num- 
ber of the lowest, poorest and most de- 
graded of the inhabitants of Philadelphia. 
Here vice has erected her strongholds. 
Here iniquity flows like a river. Here 
the word 52 does not seem to have much 
meaning. Among these are to be found 
a large proportion of colored people. 
And here the Church of the Crucifixion 
chiefly does its work. 
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Of those buried or baptized very few 
have been or are members of the Church. 
Either grinding poverty or habits of 
wrong-doing from childhood's days pre- 
vent them from taking any interest in 
the Church or in their own religious 
welfare. Yet for these, too, the Lord 
Jesus died, and we pray daily that God's 
kingdom may come among them. 

It may seem sometimes that poverty 
and viciousness are in too large a pro- 
portion among the colored people of this 
section of the city. If so, let it be remem- 
bered that they live under peculiar dis- 
advantages not applicable to others. 
Being excluded from nearly all the ave 
nues of labor, many who would willingly 
lift themselves out of their wretched 
poverty, and take their place among re: 
spectable and reputable citizens, cannot 
do so. 

In all other similar missions, both here 
and in England, the power of the minis- 
ter with the people among whom he 
labors is very often to be found in the 
fact that he is able to find work for many 
of them—he helps the bodies as well as 
the souls. But from this source of influ- 
ence and also of help which I would 
readily give, I am almost utterly ex- 
cluded on account of peculiar social con- 
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ditions. My object in making this state- 
ment is not, to complain, but, in part, to 
account for much of the poverty and 
Godlessness that exist among so many of 
the colored people—for idleness and 


want almost universally lead to wrong, 


doing. 

The Reading Room, which was opened 
last May, shows a daily attendance of 
from 30 to go. Nine-tenths of the visitors 
are from that rough class of young men 
that one so often sees standing at the 
street corners, especially near the saloons. 
It is yet too soon to say whether from a 
moral and spiritual standpoint it can be 
made a success, especially as I have not 
been able to give it the attention which it 
deserves. It seems to me, however, that 
something has been gained in the mere 
getting into one of the rooms of a build- 
` ing so closely connected with the Church 
such a number of men, most of them 
young. 

Through the thoughtful Christian kind- 


` ness of a. few ladies a Kitchen Garden 


was held in one of the rooms of Parish 
building during the months of July and 
August, for three afternoons of each 
week. The girls who attended were 
taught many things about household 
management which will be of great ser- 
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vice to them. A lady from St. Andrew's 
Church paid the teacher's salary, and the 
articles used for giving instruction were 
loaned by Holy Trinity Memorial Chapel. 

The Sunday-school needs a superin- 
tendent and more teachers, and we are 
still hoping that there may be found 
among the refined and cultured those 
whose hearts being aglow with love to 
the Master will feel it not only a duty, 
but a privilege, to work for Him among 
the poor and needy. 

At the Home for the Homeless, 708 
Lombard street, a weekly service has 
been held during the year.

They are all doing excellent work, 
so far as ability and opportunity will 
allow them. By having a large num- 
ber of these societies, an opportunity 
is given to each one to do something. 
Work creates interest and increases 
love. 


Ice Water Fountain.—One of the 
things in connection with the work of 
the parish which has brought me 
much pleasure during the past year 
hasbeen the erection of an ice water 
fountain (with а filter attached), 
together with a trough for horses, in 
front of the parish building, at a cost 
of $436.53. This is the work of a 
Christian lady, Miss Hinds, who for 
a number of years past has very gen- 
erously remembered the poor of the 
neighborhood. The fountain has 
proved.a great blessing, not only to 
the parish, but to tlie southeastern 
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section of the city—Eighth street being 
one of the great thoroughfares for 
working people. It has kept manya 
thirsty man out of the saloon. One 
day in July 3,483 persons drank from 
it ; 116 took water away, and 96 horses 
were watered. 


Summer School.—Through the kind- 
ness of quite a number of ladies, a 
vacation school (Kitchen and Kinder- 
garten) was held in the parish build- 
ing during July and August, for three 
afternoons of each week. The school 
was a perfect success. The number 
attending was large—96 enrolled—and 
the teaching received must result in 
lasting benefit to the girls Who were 
privileged to attend. The expenses, 
amounting to $90, were met by volun- 
tary contributions, principally from 
the 8th Ward Day Nursery Associa- 
tion. The kindness of the ladies in 
giving time and money to this work 
is gratefully acknowledged. 


Y. M. C. Association.—The parish 
building is being used by an organiza- 
tion— the Yoüng Men's Christian 
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Association—not under the immediate 
control of the Church. The Society 
was organized over a year ago for the 
special purpose of working among 
young colored men. They had no 
abiding place until I offered them the 
use of the building, when not wanted 
by ourselves. So far they are doing 
good, solid work. 

This building 15 well used—never 
closed in the evenings. I think it 
would delight the hearts ot those who 
contributed toward its erection to see 
how necessary it is, and what an influ- 
ence for good it has become. . 

While I am still superintending the 
Sunday-school and teaching a Bible- 
class, and while we have not as many 
teachers as the needs of the school 
demand, yet the work ofthe past year 
abounds with much to be truly thank- 
ful for. 

'There has been a steady increase in 
the number of communicants, and the 
services are well attended. The pres- 
ence of a large number of young peo- 
ple is especially worthy of notice. A 
spirit of true devotion is a marked 
characteristic ofthe worshipers. From 
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the Sunday-school fourteen persons 
were confirmed last May. The contri- 
butions for various kinds of work 
(all things considered) are remarkable. 
Already the money spent on buildings 
in the parish is bearing good fruit. 

Because of what has been already 
done, I wish to make here a few sug- 
gestions respecting the future work of 
the parish. 

1. The work is no easier now than 
it was forty years ago. In fact, because 
within the last ten years five churches 
east of Eighth street have moved 
Away toward the western part of the 
city, it has become harder. 

I have 250 communicants to look 
after. Of course, quite a large num- 
ber of the regular worshipers are not 
communicants. Then, nearly all the 
parents of the scholars of the school 
look to me for spiritual service. 

Let it be remembered that nearly all 
the members are very poor ; that with 
them life is a constant struggle ; that 
they are often discouraged ; that they 
do not take to the Church and her 
ways very easily ; that I cannot just 

- have them confirmed and leave them 
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alone, for then they would soon for- 
get the way to Church, and it will be 
seen that constant visiting is neces- 
sary. 

The result is that there is scarcely 
any time left for regular house-to-house 
visiting. Yet that work ought to be 
done now, as in the past. How? An 
assistant is needed. The parish needs 
an assistant minister, just because its 
work, toa certain extent, has been suc- 
cessful. Or, if a clergyman cannot be 
employed, it is quite possible that a 
layman could be found, who, set apart 
by the Bishop /or this special work, 
would, for a small salary, give а por- 
tion of his time to it, : 

A constant outlook must be kept 
for the friendless sick, in hopes of 
thus being of some spiritual service, 
A. B. is a consumptive. He never was 
inside of the Church. At first he 
seemed to think only of what he could 
get for his body ; and truly his desti- 
- tution was so great that I had to pro- 
vide ‘almost every thing that he 
needed, the Home for the Homeless 
supplying nourishment. He often 
speaks of the companions he had when 
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living a life of sin, who never come to 
See him now. To-day he is willing to 
listen to the story of the Gospel, and 
believes himself a saved soul. This is 
but a sample of what is going on con- 
tinually—a kind of work that must 
not be neglected. 

2. The parish needs an endowment 
fund. So long as it remains a duty to 
preach the Gospel to the poor, the 
degraded and neglected, or to the civ- 
ilized heathenism of a large city, so 
long will a Church like the Crucifix- 
ion be necessary. As wealth moves 
toward the west and northwest, the 
southeastern portion of thecity is des- 
tined to become poorer yet. The 
Church must always be free and will 
never become self-supporting. As 
year after year the old friends of the 
work die or remove from the city, the 
question of support becomes more puz- 
zling. An endowment fund, that 
would gradually grow, would prob- 
ably solve the problem of future sup- 
port. 

In this connection, too, it seems to 
me that we have reached the time 
when, if possible, a rectory ought to 
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be secured for the parish. This would 
be a step toward putting it on a surer 
foundation for the future.

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APPEAL OF THE VESTRY. 


WrrH the annual report of the Rev. Mr. 
Phillips, herewith sent to all friends of 
the Church of the Crucifixion, the Vestry 
would return their hearty thanks to all 
those who have enabled them to carry on 
this important work for another year; 
they would call special attention to the 
condition of the parish, its success and its 
needs ; they would appeal for further aid 
to those who desire to follow the example 
of their Master in going among the desti- 
tute and degraded, to rescue lost souls, 
rather than looking after “the ninety and 
nine who went not astray.” 

As the report shows, the work is being 
successfully carried on, and the money 
expended in buildings or for current ex- 
penses is yielding a rich harvest. A class 
of 42 confirmed is a matter for devout 
thankfulness. 

But what has been done helps to show 
how much more might be accomplished 
in the too much neglected lanes and alleys 
of this part of the city. An additional 
worker is very much needed. Тһе ser- 
vices of a candidate for Holy Orders, 
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shortly to be ordained, might be secured, 
if about $400 for this special object could 
be obtained. 

That there is already need of more 
room to accommodate the Sunday-school 
scholars, and for week-day gatherings, is 
a good sign, as it tells of progress. 

A new organ for the Church has become 
an absolute necessity. No one will grudge 
good music for the poor. While the 
members of the Church are doing their 
best toward the attainment of this object, 
it will not be possible for them to raise 
the required amount. They need assist- 
ance from others much better off in this 
world’s goods. Possibly there are those 
who might be willing to put it in as a 
thank-offering to Almighty God for some 
special blessing received. 

It is with devout thankfulness that the 
Vestry can announce that a sum of money 
bequeathed by a lady to the Church has 
been put aside as the nucleus of an En- 
dowment Fund. Such a fund the parish 
needs, to place it on a more solid basis and 
to enable it to push forward its work. 

This subject is prayerfully suggested, 
especially to those who are making wills 
and desire to ‘continue their good deeds 
when they are no longer on earth. How, 
or where, or for what purpose could money 
be better invested ? 
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In closing, the Vestry would remind the 
friends of the work of the current ex- 
penses, which can only be met by the 
free-will offerings of those who see in the 
poor a magnificent opportunity for doing 
good, and who believe that the Gospel 
ought to be preached to every creature, 
including the poor of large cities.

Jce- Water Fountain.—This is a great 
charity, but not yet understood, except 
by the many thousands who make use of 
it during the summer. 

It is a charity that makes religion a 
reality to many; that demonstrates the 
Fatherhood and Brotherhood; that proves 
that we are not only solicitous about the 
souls of men when they die, but believe 
that they have bodies here which should 
be treated kindly. 

It ought to be generously supported, 
and funds should come in ра the 
warm weather begins. 


Summer School.—Through the special 
kindness of Miss Elizabeth Morris and 
Miss Mary Blakiston, the Vacation School 
passed successfully through its second 
year with 56 children on the roll. On 
two afternoons of each week Kitchen 
Garden lessons were given, and on the 
third sewing was taught. 

An excursion to Rockland and tickets 
for the Zoological Garden indicate how 
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well the children were cared for. The ex- 
penses, amounting to $100.59, were met 
principally by the ladies of the Day 
Nursery Association and through Mrs. 
Merritt. 


Y. M. C. Association.—On each Sun- 
day afternoon at 4.30 o'clock, this society 
holds a service, intended especially for 
men, in the large room of the parish 
building. Week-day services are also 
held. The meetings are well attended, 
and much good is being done. 

As to the year just closed, there is 
much to be thankful for. In no part of 
the parish life has a backward step been 
taken. The number confirmed (42) is 
the largest in the history of the work. On 
the fifth day of December last, the Church 
was consecrated by the Rt. Rev. O. W. 
Whitaker, D.D. 

The spiritual tone of the congregation 
is good. The services are well attended. 
Out of their very scanty means they are 
contributing most liberally to the support 
of the Church. The Sunday-school is 
doing a noble work. 

But one must look at both sides. There 
are some other facts staring us in the 
face which ought not to be overlooked. 

I. Squalid poverty and unhealthy sur- 
roundings are doing their deathly work. 
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They cut off the desire to go to Church or 
Sunday-school. They constantly threaten 
those who have been brought in. Then, 
so long as there are filthy slums to “be 
cleaned out, fumigated, deodorized, physi- 
cally and morally,” the work, to a large 
extent, must be rescue work—work that 
cannot appear in parish statistics. So, 
too, when father has no work, mother is 
sick, and children half-fed and half-clad 
are standing around, there is very great 
danger of slipping down to a lower moral 
and spiritual plane. 

What is to be done under such circum- 
stances? Visit! Come in personal con- 
tact! Sympathize! But there is a limit 
to the amount of work to be done by any 
one individual. 

Through the assistance of the E. E. 
Society, and a special appropriation of one 
hundred dollars by the Southeast Con- 
vocation, I have been enabled to use the 
services of Mr. J. A. Brown, a candidate 
for Holy Orders. He did most of the 
systematic visiting in courts and alleys. 
With his ordination in December, the E. 
E. S. ceases its aid; and unless help comes 
from some other source, I must lose his 
assistance. ‘That means that much of 
what is being done now must be left un- 
done. Shall it be so? 

2. Our Roman Catholic neighbor at 
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Ninth and Pine streets is laying a mag- 
nificent foundation for future work among 
colored people of the city. Already there 
have been opened three day schools, an 
orphanage and chapel. The Church of 
the Crucifixion is suffering from this 
effort, and will suffer more unless we have 
more help and more means to keep our 
own. 

Surely the good people of the city will 
not stand by and see the work of this 
Church, built up at no small sacrifice, 
harmed by so powerful a rival, without 
making a special effort to prevent it. 

More personal help and more money 
are needed. If the former cannot be 
had, the latter ought to be given. There 
is plenty of it; and it is wanted for the 
Master’s use. 

3. I would especially note the fact that 
we want good music and plenty of it. 
The poor should have it at church, be- 
cause they are poor, and live, as so many 
of them do, in cheerless homes, It would 
do missionary work. It would give them 
some idea of heaven. 

I have introduced a few stringed instru- 
ments at the evening service. Already 
the good effect is seen. We ought to have 
a good orchestra. Money is needed, and 
the congregation are already taxed to 
their utmost capacity.

Zee- Water Fountain.— his good work 
was carried on, as usual, during the 
summer months. It is needless to state 
that it is a very highly appreciated charity. 

Most hearty thanks are returned to 
those who, by their contributions, have 
allowed this work of love to go on. 


Summer School. —The Vacation School, 
which has done so much good, was kept 
up by the ladies who areinterested in this 
kind of sensible charity—a charity that 
will enable girls to become better house- 
keepers, and also earn better wages and 
become more self-supporting. 

One of the ladies interested in this good 
work writes: ''In many of our older 
girls we are able to trace a decided im- 
provement since the time we first knew 
them, and in this we hope that our sum- 
mer work has had its share. It would be 
hard to find a more interested, industrious 
and tidy set of children than those who 
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gather in the second story of the Parish 
Building three afternoons in the week 
during July and August. 

“Instruction was given in Kitchen Gar- 
den, Sewing and Crocheting, and once 
the children had a very happy day in the 
country. 

“The expenses of the school, amount- 
ing to $110, were contributed by various 
ladies interested in the work." К 

Special thanks are due to Miss Eliza- 
beth Morris and Miss Mary Blackiston 
for the existence and continuance of this 
School. 


The other organizations have done re- 
markably good work during the year. 


The Mothers’ Society tells of assistance 
given to worthy women in a quiet but 
helpful manner. 


The Mite Society speaks of help given 
in various directions in the parish, to the 
sick and dying especially. 


The Chancel Meeting shows the desire 
to attend to the various little wants of the 
House of God, decorating the sanctuary 
on special occasions and otherwise render- 
ing a most acceptable service. 
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St. Andrew's Brotherhood is trying to ` 
do the work for which the organization 
was called into being. Through this so- 
ciety many have been induced to attend 
Church or Sunday-school. 


St. Mary's Guild has worked faithfully 
for the Church and for others outside of 
the Parish. 


The King’s Daughters are doing the 
work of the King in a very commendable 
manner. Through them some have learned 
to know that Christianity means Love. 


The Beneficial and Loan Association, 
with a large membership outside of the 
Church, has proved itself to be a great 
benefit indes in times of sickness or 
death. Its membership is about 500. It 
has over $600 in the Theodore Starr Sav- 
ings Bank. Of course, that is not Church 
money. 


These societies, besides seeking the 
cultivation of their own spiritual life at. 
their meetings, bind the members of the 
Church together in various ways, open up 
avenues for work, and do much good in a 
quiet and simple way. : 

Last spring, five of them combined to 
work specially for the Organ Fund. The 
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result was а Fair in the Parish Building, 
by which over $300 were made. 

Twice during the year the Choir has 
sung most acceptably at the Eastern Pe- 
nitentiary. 


Afternoon School.—\ have given the 
use of the Parish Building, on Wednes- 
day afternoons, to some ladies who gather 
together a large number of children, 
chiefly from the immediate neighborhood. 
On Wednesday, October 14, e. g., there 
were roo present. About two-thirds of 
them were Jewish children. This may be 
the beginning of a very good work. At 
any rate, the building does not stand 
there, most of the time, uselessly. 

Twice a week, the cellar and front 
basement room are used as a gymnasium. 
While these rooms have only a few of 
the things usually found in such a place, 
yet many boys find it pleasant to spend 
an evening there, and some, by this 
means, have been induced to attend the 
Church. 

While very few (if any) clergymen 
ever feel quite satisfied with results 
reached, yet, when our special environ- 
ments аге considered, when our peculiar 
difficulties are looked into and compari- 
sons made with others, perhaps it will 
be seen that we ought to be abundantly 
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thankful to the Great Head of the Church 
for what has been accomplished—justly 
feeling that He has not withheld His 
smiles, All may feel, I think, that the 
money and time spent in the parish are a 
good investment. 

The spirit of self-help developed among 
the members of the Church is not among 
the least blessings for which we feel grate- 
ful, The new organ, erected last spring, 
cost, with plumbing, $1,800. About 
one-half that amount was given or raised 
by the members among their immediate 
friends. Some gave, apparently, beyond 
their ability. 

‘Through the special assistance of the 
$. Е. Convocation—besides my own work 
=the Rev. Mr. Brown spends a part of 
histime in regulat house-to-house visit- 
ing, and thus a word of comfort or warn- 
ing is dropped here and there into ears 
that never enter a church-door.

APPEAL OF THE VESTRY OF THE 
CHURCH OF THE CRUCIFIXION. 


The Vestry of the Church of the Cruci- 
fixion again present the report made to 
them by the faithful minister in charge 
of the Mission, the Rev. Н. L. Phillips, 
and ask for it careful and thoughtful at- 
tention. For fifteen years he has dili- 
gently labored in this field, and each year 
the Vestry have reason to feel profoundly 
thankful that the work has been intrusted 
to such good hands. Notwithstanding 
the great change which has taken place 
in the population surrounding the Church, 
so that there are comparatively few col- 
ored people now left in its immediate 
vicinity, the work has each year shown 
an improvement in the number of com- 
municants. It is in the nature of things, 
however, that this cannot go on much 
longer unless the field of work is changed, 
and the Vestry are looking forward to the 
possibility of moving south and west to 
where the centre of the colored popula- 
tion is now chiefly to be found. The Mis- 
sion has never been self-supporting, al- 
though it is quite possible that with the 
gradual сай of interest in the Church 
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among the colored race, there will be at- 
tracted to us a larger number of those 
who may both by personal service and 
financial assistance take part in the work. 
We are, however, looking forward hope- 
fully to the enlargement of an endow- 
ment fund, of which there is already a 
nucleus, the income of which may enable 
us to escape the entire dependence upon 
voluntary contributions, which have al- 
ways been almost our sole support. We 
earnestly commend this to the attention 
of those interested in the welfare of the 
colored race, to whom the Church owes 
so great a debt, as well as to those who 
have in mind the more purely local in- 
terest of maintaining a high standard of 
life and morals amongst a people who 
too easily fail in both, and are prone to 
look upon religion and life as independent 
of each other. 

We have to record two great losses suf- 
fered since our last report—the death of 
Mr. Frederick Schofield, in June, and 
that of Miss Gertrude Farr, in the same 
month. Mr. Schofield had been a Ves- 
tryman of the Church of the Crucifixion 
since May 11, 1874, and during the whole 
of the intervening time had rarely failed 
in attendance upon a Vestry meeting, 
where his character had endeared him to 
all of his fellow-mmembers; and he had 
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also kept up a constant interest in the 
actual work of the Church, stimulating 
the zeal of those engaged in it by his 
frequent presence and encouraging words. 
Miss Farr had been a teacher in the Sun- 
day-school for many years, and in every 
other department of the Parish work had 
shown a sincere interest, born of an 
earnest and conscientious desire to do the 
Master’s work where teachers and helpers 
are only too few. No one in the Parish 
was so much identified with its work and 
history as she, and we gratefully record 
the Church’s obligation to her. 

Trusting that there may yet be found 
friends and helpers to supply the places 
of these faithful servants of our Lord, 
whose example may well be an inspira- 
tion for others, we again submit our re- 
port and appeal to the contributors of the 
Church, earnestly asking for their prayers 
and a continuation of the support here- 
tofcre given to this work.

As to the Poor Fund, I will only repeat 
what I said last year. No one сай know 
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as well as a clergyman who works among 
his people, who ought to be helped and 
who ought to be refused. 

Sometimes it is a whole family to be 
carried through part of a winter; then it 
isa young man to be put in a condition 
to get employment; at another time it is 
the dependent sick who for months must 
be cared for. 

<. Samples of cases helped during last 
winter : 

A. is a widow with four children. Only 
one old enough to do any work, and he is 
laid off. Mother gets a half-day's work 

"now and then, but often sickness at home 
| prevents her from going out. 
l^ В. за family in which there are five 
smallchildren. Father gets small wages. 
If rent is paid they must starve. If they 
. refuse to starve, they must be turned in 
the street for non-payment of rent. 

C. is a family in which there are three 

small children and the usual good-for- 
. nothing husband. It is difficult to keep 
‘alive. Hoping to do better, the mother 
goes with her children and her husband 
‘to Maryland, but only succeeds in getting 
. into a worse condition, and has to be 
helped back to.thiscity. Fortunately the 
Homie for the Homeless was ready to re- 
ceive her and her children, until she could 
find a room. 
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Of course al} the members of the church 
are notlike those mentioned above. In 
fact I have what may be called a Sunday 
congregation, most of whom are well able 
to take care of themselves; and also a 
parish congregation, who, for various rea- 
sons, have to be ministered to in their 
homes as well as helped and guided in 
their temporal affairs. 

The struggle for existence among many 
in this part of the city is great, and so I 
am most thankful to be allowed by others 
to lighten, at times, the burden of life. 

Of the Congregation, as a whole, I can 
say that it is enthusiastic ; it is trying to 
help itself; it gives most liberally; it is 
so letting its light shine that God is 
glorified. 

The money spent here is bringing forth 
abundant fruit. 


Endowment.—There are problems and 
problems to be met, but the greatest of 
these is, how to carry the Lord Jesus 
Christ into the lives of the ever-increasing 
masses of our large cities. 

The salvation of our country, its pros- 
perity, the stability of its splendid insti- 
tutiozs, depend upon the condition of these 
large cities. To win them for Christ is to 
insure the salvation of the land. “ Soci- 
ety is not only disfigured but endangered 
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by the poverty, and ignorance, and vice of 


a multitude of its members ; andits secur- 
ity and happiness demand nothing so 
imperiously as that this wretched mass 
should be enlightened, elevated, re- 
deemed." . 

‘She Gospel is the God-given power that 
can enlighten, elevate and redeem. 

Without any desire to pauperize, the 
Gospel must be freely preached to the 
poor. 

For about forty-five years the Church of 
the Crucifixion has been successfully 
working in one of the poorest sections of 
the city. It has worked as no other church 
has done in what used to be called the 
slums. 

To not only carry on this work, but 
to make it more successful—to make it a 
greater power in the city—a moderate en- 
dowment is an absolute necessity. And 
surely, the Churchmen of the Diocese, 
urged on by love and loyalty to the Lord 
Jesus, as well as by the desire for self-pre- 
servation, will not withhold it. 

An endowment, say of $20,000, would 
(a) Insure the future continuation of the 
work, and remove much anxiety as to the 
means of support. (b) The rector and 
vestry, with a sure income, could devise 
more liberal things, especially in the way 
of Church work among the colored popu- 
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lation of thecity. (c) The money that is 
now being given for the work of this 
church could be turned into other chan- 
nels. (d) Such an endowment could not 
in any way tend to weaken the energy of 
the congregation. It would rather be an 
inspiration ; they would still find it neces- 
sary to do all they possibly can to help 
themselves. 

I believe this is the best way to carry on 
work among the poorer classes of the city.

ANNUAL REPORT AND APPEAL 
. OF THE VESTRY OF THE 
CHURCH OF THE CRUCIFIXION. 


The Church of the Crucifixion is not a 
missionary experiment. For nearly fifty 
years it has taught the people of its 
neighborhood that they have a spiritual 
nature as well as an animal one ; that it 
is not all of life to eat, drink and sleep, 
and more than one generation has been 
brought up within its walls and under its 
guidance, to lead honest and pure lives. 
That such an influence is a positive factor 
_ for good in any community is self-evident. 

There has never been a time when it was 
more clearly demonstrated that good cit- 

izenship consists in individual character, 
and no character can be developed with- 
out the development of its spiritual side. 
No system of education which omits this 
is sufficient for the needs of the State or 
of the individual, and while men differ as 
they do about the methods to be employed 
for such spiritual development even while 
they recognize that in some way it must 
be obtained, it will be impossible to edu- 
cate in its highest sense, without the help 
of the Church. Happily the separation 
of Church and State does not mean for 
us the abolition of either, but rather that 
side by side they both shall give their

APPEAL. 


The Church of the Crucifixion was founded 
in 1847. At the time when this Mission was 
started the neighborhood in which it is lo- 
cated was populated almost entirely by col- 
ored people and those notoriously of the 
lowest class. Since that time, at least two 
generations of tolored people have reached 
maturity, and thousands of the ever-shifting 
population have felt its influence for good. 
For many years it has stood as a beacon 
light to guide those within its reach towards 
better and purer lives, and as they have felt 
its good influences they have moved on and 
their places have been taken by others. 
Now, however, with those changes that are 
forever occurring in our American cities, the 
neighborhood has been transformed. The 
places of the colored people, who have 
moved away, have been taken by Italians, 
Poles and Hungarians, and the centre of 
the colored population of the city has moved 
far to the south and westward. Our faithful 
minister-in-charge, ever alert to do his duty

and to minister to the needs of. his own рео- 
ple, has sought to follow them and give them 
the means of grace wherever they could be 
gathered together. Three years ago he 
established a Mission on McKean street, 
above Ninth street, and there has maintained 
a Sunday-school which has an average at- 
tendance of thirty-five children. During the 
present year he has started another Mission 
at r131 Dorrance street, near Eighteenth 
and Ellsworth streets, and there have been 
maintained services every Sunday, with an 
average attendance of fifty persons. Both 
of these missions are most encouraging, the 
latter particularly so, in so far as it appears 
to be gladly welcomed by a large and con- 
stantly increasing population of colored peo- 
ple who are rapidly taking possession of that 
part of the city west of Broad street and 
south of Washington avenue. During the 
time since this Mission has been started Mr. 
Phillips has had the assistance of a most ac- 
ceptable gentleman, a student of King Hall, 
in Washington, D.C., and a postulant for 
orders in the District of Columbia. Unfor- 
tunately he has now been obliged to return 
to his studies and the burden of the oid 
church and both missions will fall upon the 
minister-in-charge with such assistance as 
can be furnished by the devoted women of 
his Parish and a few men who are both wil- 
ling and competent to aid. But no assist- 
ance can be thoroughly satisfactory that does 
not secure the holding of at least one service 
on Sunday at the Dorrance street Mission.

What we need, therefore, is a fund with 
which to secure the services of a first-rate 
assistant, which it is not easy to find. We 
trust that special donations will be made for 
-this purpose. 
Nor can we forbear to again press the 
claims of the Endowment Fund. Now more 
` than ever is it needed. A considerable 
sum is already in the hands of the Vestry, 
“but we oughtto be put beyond the danger of 
want, and for this object also we most earn- 
estly ask for donations. Contributions for 
current expenses or Endowment Fund may 
be sent to the Rev. H. L. Phillips, 707 Flor- 
ida street; Mr. W. B. Whitney, Accounting 
Warden, 137 S. Second street, or to any 
member of the Vestry.

I have reported a smaller number of com- 
municants than I did last year. ‘The reason 
for this is that many have moved far away 
from the church, and have practically ceased 
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attending the services. While their names 
are still on the Church's Register, I have 
only reported those who have communed 
during the last year. If we do not actually 
attract the masses (although I believe we 
can, under favorable conditions), yet it is a 
well-known fact that our communicants are 
usually shining lights. It is perfectly re- 
markable how few of them are ever found 
among the number of those accused, of 
various crimes and calling themselves Chris- 
tians. I think we do much good by the 
quality, if not by the quantity that we give to 
the city. 

The various Parish organizations, so far as 
their means and time allowed them, have 
tried to do what they could to help the work 
of the Parish and so to extend the Master's 
kingdom. 

The usual weekly service has been held 
at the Home for the Homeless, 708 Lombard 
street. 

The choir has kept up its monthly visit to 
the Eastern Penitentiary. 


Ice Water Fountain. — This. beautiful 
charity has been kept up during the warm 
weather, and has indeed been a stream of 
blessing to the many thousands who have 
made use of it. 


The Vacation School.—A pleasing contrast 
is presented during July and August by the 
streets in this neighborhood and by the Va- 
cation School held on the second floor of 
the Parish building. The hot, unwholesome 
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Streets and gutters swarm with Poles, Jews, 
Italians, Irish and Negroes in varied stages 
of squalor and nakedness. We enter the 


. pleasant, shaded room at Eighth and Bain- 


bridge streets, and find between forty and fifty 
neatly dressed girls, quietly and happily sew- 
ing or singing. The sight tells its own story. 

The school is held on Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday afternoons during the two 
months when the public schools are closed. 
The scholars were instructed in the Galin- 
Paris Cheré system of sight-singing, and in 
kitchen garden and sewing. Each girl took 
great pride in the white muslin skirt she 
made for herself, for the material of which 
she paid five cents. Fifty-five skirts were 
made by girls from ten to seventeen years of 
age. They learned the 147th Psalm. As 
a closing treat the children were taken on 
a picnic to the Park, in the neighborhood of 
the Dairy.

ELISABETH MORRIS, Com. 
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Lecfures.—Under the University Exten- 
sion movement a course of lectures on 
“ Civics" was delivered in the Parish build- 
ing to a limited nuniber of students. 


Public Lectures, well attended, were also 
given on ''Municipal Government" and 
other subjects. Among the speakers were 
Mr. Herbert Welsh, Mr. Clinton Rogers 
Woodruff, Hon. John S. Durham and Prof. 
E. A. Bouchet. 


Beneficial Society.— This successful organ- 
ization has a membership of about боо. 
Amount paid during the past year for sick 
and death benefits $766. This society, by 
teaching to save whenever it is possible to 
lay aside something, does good missionary 
work. As members are allowed to borrow 
small sums, it is of great service in times 
when a few dollars must be had, and the 
only other way open to get what is wanted is 
through the ruinous pawn-shop. 


Sunday-school.—The Sunday-school prob- 
lem: How to get a sufficient number of good 
teachers, remains unsolved. Iam trying to 
do the best with what I have, but there ought 
to be many more workers, in whom the love 
of Christ is a living power, offering them- 
selves for this difficult field. АП honor and 
praise to those who remain, but how long 
will it be before the desert spots in our city 
will be made to rejoice and blossom like the 
rose, through the work and prayers of loving 
hands and hearts? So far this season four 
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of the teachers have notified me that they 
will not be able to return this year to work 
at the Church of the Crucifixion—two on ac- 
count of sickness. But as yet I have not a 
single new offer from any one to teach. 


Sickness.—Beginning with the latter part 
of the winter there has been a great deal of 
sickness in the Parish. This was mostly 
owing, I think, to insufficient food and 
clothing during the earlier part of the year. 


Fresh Air Fund.—Through the kindness 
of those who have contributed to the Fresh 
Air Fund I have been enabled to send ten 
persons to Magnolia, N. J.; eight for one 
week and two for two weeks each, and four- 
teen of the children of the choir for a day's 
excursion to Sea Isle City. It is needless to 
say that it was a great treat to them and that 
all were benefited by this outing. Some day 
I hope we shall have a place of our own. 


Relief Work.—The past winter was a ter- 
rible one.  Distress stalked through the city 
night and day. People who had nothing to 
do with mills and factories had the little 
work on which they depended taken away 
from them just as soon as those places were 
closed. It was some time before we could 
make a generous public understand that it 
was not only in the mill and factory districts 
that intense suffering was to befound. A 
family in which was a mother with a baby 
two weeks old, set out on the pavement in 
winter because there was not a cent to pay 
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months of back rent, is but a sample of 
what was going on all through this period of 
distress. 

My heartfelt thanks are given to those 
who aided so nobly in the hour of suffering. 
The City Mission was a most valuable helper; 
not a case that I reported there was refused 
assistance. Through it many persons, at 
their own request, were sent to other parts 
of the country, and some out of it. 

This relief work was a great strain on me. 
I was the only colored clergyman in 
the southern part of the city who entered 
into it. The result was, that though I 
appointed special hours at the Parish build- 
ing for seeing those in distress, yet my door 
bell was scarcely ever silent from early 
morning (about 6 o'clock) till late at night. 
Then the difficulty in finding out who were 
sufferiag because they could not get work 
and who were suffering because they never 
did work steadily, and did not want to work, 
was very great. This work and anxiety, 
which were simply an addition to the regular 
Parish duties, brought a great strain, and 
early spring found me entirely used up. 
Through your kindness, for over three 
months I was able to get an assistant, and 
though I did not leave the Parish for any 
length of time, I was enabled to take the 
necessary rest. 


New Work —On the last Sunday in June 
I began a new work at 1131 Dorrance street 
(Ellsworth above Eighteenth street). There 
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is а Sunday-school at 2.30 р.м., Evening 
service at 8 o'clock, and a gathering of adults 
and children on Wednesday evening. The 
venture has proved quite a success. I have 
enrolled for Sunday-school seventy-five 
scholars. The largest room in the building 
will seat seventy-five persons. It is usually 
crowded. Fifty persons have given me their 
names as being desirous that the work should 
be made permanent by the erection of a 
suitable building. It is to be remembered 
that I could only give a limited portion of 
my time to this work. The field is ripe for 
aggressive work. It should be pushed, and 
if wisely done will bring forth a rich harvest. 
The first need is an assistant апа then suf- 
ficient room in which to work. 


Endowment.—Business disturbances last 
year prevented any addition to the Endow- 
ment Fund. Our ability in the future, not 
only to continue the present stream of bless- 
ing, but to do much more, possibly in vari- 
ous parts of the city now neglected, will 
depend very much upon the having an En- 
dowment Fund of at least $25,000. As it is 
the Lord’s work and as the Vestry can show 
that they are making good use of the funds 
entrusted to them, we should not hesitate to 
make our wants known and to ask others to 
come to us to the help of the Lord. I hope 
this year we shall be able to add to our 
present amount at the least $5000 more. 


Day Nursery.—A Day Nursery and board- 
ing house, on a small scale, is urgently

Vestry, as usual, supplement the Re- 
br the Minister-in-charge of the Church 
of the Crucifixion, by a direct appeal for 
funds to continue the work in which he so 
faithfully labors.

like work and I am truly grateful to those 
who have permitted me to do it. 

The new work at 1131 Dorrance street is 
doing well. Through it we have found 
many who had wandered away from the 
church. It should be pushed vigorously, as 
the field is ripe for aggressive work. 

I have endeavored, during the past year, 
to do the work in the best way I could. 1t 
has not been done satisfactorily to myself, 
but it is to be hoped that the friends of the 
work will remember its peculiar difficulties. 

The shifting of population has made the 
work physically harder than heretofore. 
The keeping up of two other stations is a 
necessity, for the present. Consolidation 
will come in the future, but just now опе can 
but watch the drift of population. Then this 
constant change among a people who do not 
value time, and who will seldom notify a 
clergyman when they leave one place for 
another, causes much unnecessary waste of 
time. 

The congregation, though comparatively 
small, yet stands for something great—it 
stands for a high moral standard, and an 
earnest desire for greater attainments in 
spiritual heights. 

The same reason that existed forty-eight 
years ago for the organization of the Church 
of the Crucifixion, exists to-day. People are 
sitting in darkness and in the shadow of 
death, and need light. 

The moral condition of a large proportion 
of the colored race in this city, especially in 
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the small streets and alleys where so many 
congregate, has not changed very much for 
the better, is a menace to lawand order, and 
is a disgrace to the Christian Church. 

The Church is to be a light to these people, 
and the thicker the darkness the greater 
should be the effort to let the light shine. 
My heart grows, at times, sad and weary 
when I see what ought to be done, what 
could be done, and how little is being done. 
I wish to acknowledge good wherever and 
by whomsoever done, but it is always best 
to look facts inthe face. The large majority 
. or the colored race is under the religious in- 
fluence of powerful Christian organizations, 
- but unfortunately the gathering of large con- 

- gregations does not always mean a deter- 
.. mined effort to better the moral and spiritual 
_ condition of those so gathered together. 

— The stream of righteousness that should be 
- flowing from these organizations is often 

- looked for in vain. This is the confession 
= Of some of the best men among these Chris- 
= tian bodies. 

— Here then is the Church's opportunity and 
С duty, Her service is of the most elevating 
.. nature and is well calculated to build up just 
. the character that the race so much needs, 
_ and which can only be built up by a constant 
_ proclamation of those great moral truths 
—— Which are the real foundation of а solid char- 
Ex aeter; 
.—. The constant iteration and explanation of 
the decalogue is needed. But just because 
. unconverted nature does not like to be 


Е I 
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troubled about such matters as are contained 
in the decalogue, it is most difficult to gather 
large congregations into our churches, 
while there are other Christian assemblies 
where people can go and not be troubled 
about such matters. 

The race, as a whole, lacks character, 
lacks stability. It gets tired very soon. 
Hence it does not take readily to a service 
that is so constantly repeated and that con- 
tinually presents such a high moral standard. 

Just this condition of things demands an 
earnest and continued effort on the part of 
the Church to carry the Gospel, in all its 
fullness, to these people. The work should 
be pushed in a broad and generous spirit, by 
first studying the special needs, and then 
putting forth every effort to meet the wants. 

Earnest workers are needed for Sunday 
and weekday work. Lacking such volun- 
tary workers, more money is urgently needed 
to employ the necessary help. If Church 
people, as a body, in this city, could only 
see the actual condition of things, both 
money and workers would be forthcoming 
in greater abundance. What can be done 
to let them see? 

Again, that the people who are mem- 
bers of the church are very poor, is a mis- 
fortune so far as support of the work is con- 
cerned, But the fact remains that they are 
poor, and although they are taught to give 
and do give liberally they cannot support the 
church. 

The question that has stared us again and 
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again in the face is, “Shall the Gospel be 
refused to a people because of their pov- 
erty?’ In trying to answer,this question in 
the negative, the Endowment Fund has been 
started. In 1897 the church as an organized 
parish will have been in existence fifty 
years. It would be a gracious act if church- 
men would by that time see to it that this 
Fund shall reach at the least $25,000. 

'To all who have given time, thought or 
money to this work during the past year I 


= wish to return my heartiest thanks, and at 


the same time to assure them that their labor 
has not been in vain. Good has been done ; 
souls have been helped and the kingdom of 
our Lord has been extended.

APPEAL. 


For forty-nine years the Church of the 
Crucifixion has shed its purifying influences 
upon its own immediate neighborhood, and 
it has done its full share in making life and 
property safer in that section of the city. 
But as in all human enterprises, especially 
those in a new country such as ours, times 
and circumstances have changed, and true 
wisdom requires that methods and aims 
should as speedily as possible be adapted to 
changed conditions. The problems thus aris- 
ing are those which the friends of this work 
are to-day called upon to solve. The class 
for-whose benefit it was established no longer 
dwells around the church ; their places have 
been taken, first, by Italians, who have in 
turn given place to Poles and Hungarians, 
and the colored people who now attend the 
services and are enrolled as communicants 
come from points west and south. The 
number of communicants was never higher, 
and many of them come from considerable 
distances. It follows that there still are those 
who gladly attend the services and enjoy the 
ministrations of its pastor, but that they do 
so at much personal inconvenience to them- 
selves. To meet this exigency and not only 
retain the present congregation, but enlarge 
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` the work amongst others who need and will be 


benefited by communion with the church, is 
the immediate work of the Vestry. Negoti- 
ations are now on foot looking to the possi- 
ble acquisition of the present church building 
for another branch of Diocesan Missions, 
in exchange for a new site and a. new build- 
ing or so much as can fairly be secured asan 
equivalent. It does not therefore appear 
that the work of the Church of the Crucifix- 
ion can be abandoned. On thecontrary, the 
changes necessitated by the new conditions, 
which no one could have foreseen or have 
provided against, will entail new expenses. 
At the present juncture the most important 
part of the work is the sustenance of the mis- 
Sion at Nineteenth and Dorrance streets, 
which is the forerunner of the proposed 
removal. For two years it prospered and 
grew steadily, but last winter showed a falling 
off because of our inability to provide the 
necessary clerical assistance to conduct the 
services and look after the congregation. 
With their present resources, the Vestry have 
been unable to place more than a nominal 
sum at the disposal of the minister-in-charge 
to secure the services of an assistant, and 
the services so secured have been in most 
cases very acceptable, but very transitory, 
and therefore intermittent. The effect of 
regular and steady work can be seen at 
once; and the Vestry earnestly hope that 
some who appreciate the good which this 
church has done, is doing and will continue 
to do, will place them in funds to offer a suffi- 
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cient remuneration to secure à capable assis- 
tant, whose compensation will justify his 
remaining in that position. Besides the 
immediate demands of this mission there is 
a great deal of most valuable assistance which 
such a man could render to the minister-in- 
charge, to the great good of the whole parish. 
The Vestry cannot omit to again bear their 
testimony to the faithful and efficient work 
of the Rev. Mr. Phillips. Amid many trials, 
difficulties and discouragements he has 
pressed forward the work zealously and effi- 
ciently, and the presentcondition ofthe parish 
justifies all that can be said in appreciation 
of his faithful labor. The current expenses 
go оп as usual, and must be met from ‘day 
today. The Endowment Fund now amounts 
to about $11,000. The Vestry gratefully 
acknowledge a legacy to it which is to be 
received from the estate of the late Mrs. 
Frederick Graff, who left $1000 for this pur- 
pose. Perhaps others may see their way to 
leaving similar legacies. Contributions for 
any purpose may be sent to the Rev. H. L.

The Parish Visitor, whose services we 
have been able to secure, through the kind- 
ness of a number of friends, is supplying a 
long-felt want. | 

During the year a course of six lectures on 
great English men was delivered in the 
church by Rev. Hudson Shaw, the Univer- 
sity Extension Society bearing the greater 
part of the expenses. 

These lectures were most helpful to the 
large audiences that gathered weekly to hear 
them. 

As I look back over nearly twenty years 
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of labor in one parish, 1 see a great deal to be 
devoutly thankful for. 

I thank God for what has been done and 
fer the friends that He has raised up for 
this work among the poor and lowly. I see 
great reason to indulge in bright hopes for 
the future. 

I am truly grateful for whatever good has 
been accomplished by Sunday-school teach- 
ers and other devoted workers. 

Still I seem to hear the cry ringing in my 
ears : '' Watchman, what of the night? ” 

I must give an answer. І can but say that 
there is still much darkness. More light— 
more Gospel light is needed to dispel the 
darkness. j 

The thing that forces itself most strongly 
on my mind is the fact that the one half 
does not know how the other half is living. 

Here are people struggling from the begin- 
ning of one year to another, without ever һау- 
ing what can be called the necessaries of 
life. God alone knows what a real struggle 
life is to them. Many of them must always 
be “moving on," because they cannot pay 
the rent or meet other obligations. 

I have just visited a family of four, mother 
and three children. The mother is too sick 
to work. The eldest girl will work when she 
can find something to do, But the rent is 
due, and there is not a cent in the house. 
This is but a sample. Howcan such people 
support a church of their own ? 

To many such, religion often becomes 
doubly comforting. They seize eagerly on 
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the promises of a life where these earthly 
distresses will be forever absent. 


If the other half only knew how this half | 


is living—how hard and dreary, and often 
hopeless, life is—the members of the more 
favored half would gladly help to do all 
they can to have the gospel freely preached 
to those whose lives are so devoid of earthly 
comforts, 

When the rent is to be paid and there is 
no money with which to pay it, and the 
agent says, “ You must go;" when the few 
articles of furniture and kitchen utensils have 
been seized by the constable; when on a 
cold winter day there is not a piece of coal; 
when children are literally crying for bread ; 
when there is a sick one in the house and 
the doctor cannot be called because there is 
not a penny with which to pay him, or to 
buy medicine, then O how cheerless life 
often becomes ! 

. This is the time when the clergyman is 
sought for. He is thought of as the repre- 
sentative of the Christ who went about doing 
good. 

Here is the grand opportunity for that 
other more favored half. Will it not at least 
givé them the gospel freely ? They cannot 
pay for it. Bishop Thompson said, a short 
time ago, ‘‘ There are thousands of people in 
New York, Philadelphia, Boston and other 
large cities to whom the gospel must be 
brought and gzvez, who must have churches 
provided for them and clergy to minister to 
them, at an expense not their own, and this 
class will always exist.” 


€ 
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Twenty or thirty thousand dollars (апа 
that is not much), safely invested, would en- 
able the parish to do a work that ought to be 
done and yet is not being done at present. 
The poor could then have the gospel 
preached to them in a way that it is not now 
being preached. | 

Then when we think of the comfort that re- 
ligion carries to the poor ; when we think of 
the way in which the Lord joins Himself to 
them, by declaring that whatsoever is done 
for them He receives as done to Himself; 
when we think that their existence is a hea- 
ven-sent opportunity for the outflow of genu- 
ine charity, may we not sincerely hope that a 
little more attention may be paid to them 
for Christ's sake? 


Music.—I wish I had a little more money 
to spend on the music of the parish. The 
poor should have plenty of music, but not 
poor music. They have discords enough in 
their lives. Why not give them more har- 
monyà. (430 

I wish the church had a small home in the 
country or at the seashore, where it could 
send its sick and very poor in summer, and 
where others could be taken at cost price of 
board. ; 

Next Мау the church will be fifty years 
old as an organized parish. During its past 
life, it has succeeded, by the aid of friends, 
in doing a unique work. Not infrequently 
it has carried sunshine where there was only 
darkness. Те often lifts some up to a higher 
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plane, and with “а God bless you," sends 
them on to other fields, while it goes back to 
do the same work for others. 

Many of those who have helped the church 
to do this work are now in Paradise. May 
the good Lord raise up others to take their 
places. 

The usual weekly services have been held 
at the Home for the Homeless, 708 Lombard 
street, during the year. 

The choir visited the Eastern Penitentiary 
a number of times.

APPEAL. 


In accordance with a time-honored cus- 
tom, the Vestry of the Church of the Cruci- 
fixion preface the report of the minister in 
charge with a direct appeal for funds to con- 
tinue and enlarge the work. It is a good 
custom, for it enables those who are in touch 
with the work, but entitled to none of the 
credit of it, to emphasize the vigor and faith- 
fulness exhibited by one who could not him- 
self praise it. It is most gratifying to state 
that the number of communicants is 296, a 
larger number than has been reported for 
some years, while the number of those con- 
firmed during the past year is also large. 
This increase is no doubt due in some meas- 
ure to the two missions under the care of the 
parish. That on McKean street continues 
its useful work as a Sunday-school, minister- 
ing to a small number who would other- 
wise. be practically cut off from the privi- 
leges of church teaching, but the outlook 
at present does not indicate that it is likely 
to grow to any great extent, at least so far as 
one can judge from the present trend of the 
movement of population. The other mission, 
however, formerly carried on. in a rented 
house on Dorrancestreet, but now permanent- 
ly located in a neat, temporary frame building 
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on a inost eligible lot at the southeast corner 
of Twenty-second and Reed streets, bids fair 
to become an important centre of usefulness. 
The lot belongs to the church, but is mort- 
gaged and we still require about g1000 to 
pay for the various improvements, including 
the chapel building, so as to enable us to 
keep the Maintenance Fund intact. We 
trust that there may be those interested in 
the general work of the church among the 
colored people who will see that thisamount 
is made up. We cannot be too grateful for 
the generosity of one churchman, who de- 
sires to be unknown, for furnishing the 
whole salary of the assistant, who has es- 
pecial charge of this mission, although he 
does his share of work in the parish-at-large. 
We recognize that with the increase of re- 
sponsibility there has come a larger share of 
anxiety to Mr. Phillips, and we at least must 
try to remove any cause for it as respects the 
financial problem. For this reason we keep 
constantly before our contributors the ne- 
cessity of increasing the amount of our En- 
dowment Fund. Even shouldthe change in 
population eventually compel the centre of 
action to be removed to some other locality, 
the work will still go on, and will require a 
steady income which cannot be depended 
upon when left to mere annual appeals. At 
present the work must go on at Eighth and 
Bainbridge. It is hard to secure the attend- 
ance of the neighbors there ; they are not ac- 
customed to the church service and have no 
inclination to attend any religious gathering 


\ 
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but we have the utmost confidence that the 
minister-in-charge is doing and will do every- 
thing that can be done compatible with the 
dignity of the cause to attract them to the 
house of God. We earnestly commend the 
work to the churchmen and churchwomen 
of the Diocese. Contributions may be sent 
to the Rev. H. L. Phillips, 707 Florida street, 
or W. Beaumont Whitney, accounting war- 
den, Reading Terminal Station, or to any 
member of the Vestry.

Report of the Vacation School, held Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday afternoons, in 
July and August. 

Since this school was opened in 1888, the 
idea of vacation schools has become popular 
in all the large cities and several are held in 


= 
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Philadelphia, especialiy for children of kin- 
dergarten age. The summer playgrounds 
also provide occupation and amusement for 
some of the smaller children. To older 
girls, hcwever, these are not as attractive as 
the opportunity of making garments for 
themselves, while sitting in a pleasant room, 
talking or listening to the adventures of 
“Sparrow, the Tramp.” We had 66 names 
on the roll with an average attendance of 28, 
10 of whom were little Jews. Some of these 
girls made three or four articles of clothing 
apiece—apron, shirtwaist, drawers and skirt. 
In all, 80 pieces of work were completed. 
They learned the 103d Psalm. 

Their day in the country at the end of 
August was a very happy one, several ex- 
pressing the wish that they might “never go 
home.”

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The Parish Building has been used for a 
series of meetings under the auspices of the 
Woman's Exchange, an organization in- 
tended especially to benefit women in do- 
mestic service. 

The sewing-school was a great success, 
both as to the numbers and the good done. 

By means of the Fresh Air Fund fifteen 
persons were enabled to spend one week in 
the country, and all returned to the city 
much benefited by the trip. 

A series of organ recitals in the church, 
under the management of the organist, was 
highly appreciated and very much enjoyed 
by those who came. The evening when 
Mr. Wood, of St. Stephen's Church, played, 
the church was crowded. 

A very successful ‘‘ Mission " was held in 
the parish, March 7 to 14, by the Arch- 
deacon of Pennsylvania, Rev. C. T. Brady. 
It resulted in much spiritual good. The 
“ Mission " will long be remembered in the 
parish. 

The semi-centennial celebration of the or- 
ganization of the parish was duly celebrated 
from May 16 to 23. It was a time of great 
rejoicing, and many who feel an interest in 
this work visited the church during the week 
of services. 

Under the direction of the Bainbridge 
Street Centre of the University Extension 
Society, two courses of lectures were given in 
the church last winter. The first consisted 
of six lectures, on “The Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth-century Music," by Thomas 
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Whitney Surette. The second consisted of 
six lectures on ‘‘ The Great Republic in its 
Youth," by Henry W. Elson, M.A. 

Miss Mabel Adams, the deaconess em- 
ployed by the Church League for work 
among colored people of the diocese and sta- 
tioned at the Church of the Crucifixion, 
began working on the 7th of October. Iam 
quite sure that much good will result from 
this action of the League. 

The Guild of the Holy Cross is an organi- 
zation whose special object is to increase the 
Endowment Fund. It has done faithful 
work during the past year. 

On September 19, the Chapel of St. Simon 
the Cyrenian, at twenty-second and Reed 
streets, was opened for Sunday-school and 
evening service. 

Through the generosity of the churchman 
who has allowed us to put an assistant at the 
Crucifixion, this work is now being vigorously 
pushed, chiefly by the assistant. 

In looking over the year, I feel devoutly 
thankful for all that the Crucifixion has been 
enabled to do; thankful for the friends who 
have been willing to help support this work ; 
thankful for the extension of this work in the 
establishment of the chapel at twenty-second 
and Reed streets; thankful for the generosity 
of the gentleman who has enabled us to get 
an assistant; thankful for the organization of 
the Church League, through which means 
the parish has secured the services of a 
deaconess. 

The light has increased, but its very in- 
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crease helps to show how great the darkness 
yet is. What has been done shows how 
much more might be done. 

A problem still confronts us. 

A church that has been in existence for 
fifty years must have what can be called z/s 
congregation, decently clad, reverent and 
attentive at services. It is so at the Cruci- 
fixion. 

As to the places near the church, the de- 
cently inclined colored people are nearly all 
gone. Those left for the most part аге а terror 
to society and a menace to good government. 
They do not want tocome to be preached to. 
Did they come directly to the regular church 
services, they would feel so much out of 
place, that it could scarcely be expected that 
they should remain. Extra and special ser- 
vices must be provided for them. There 
must be services with attractions to suit the 
case, N : 

Visiting of the individual (if he can be 
found at home) is not always as efficacious as 
it is thought to be. Street preaching can 
only be carried on by persons peculiarly 
adapted for that kind of work. 

Yet this isthe kind of peoplethatthe Cruci- 
fixion especially wants to reach. How can 
this be better done? 

I give an example. 

During the “ Mission " a large number of 
children came regularly to the afternoon 
services. Many of them were ragged and 
dirty. Not the kind seen in Sunday-schools. 
How were they induced to come? Not by 
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visiting of the individual. Nota single one 
could have been gotten in this way. 

No. A drum was provided; a banner 
added, a young man engaged for a small 
sum, and an inexpensive reward offered to 
each child who would be present at every 
service. 

The drum was used chiefly to gather them, 
a procession was formed ata given point, and 
the march made to the church. 

Once in, it was the duty of the preacher to 
hold and to teach them so that good would 
result, and this the missioner did successfully. 

I know that this kind of work is sometimes 
called bribery and is objected to. Well, if 
it is bribery, unless some such kind of bribery 
is carried on, this class will seldom ever 
enter the doors of a church. 

The stately, expensive, magnificent ser- 
vice which will draw others (is it bribery ?) 
has no attractions for these. 

For them the parish house should be 
opened all the time. There should be 
specialservices from whichthe regular church 
members are excluded. But this requires 
workers and means. 

A special service, e. g., at which an or- 
chestra of six pieces could play, would be 
just the thing to draw in many that we can't 
reach in any other way, and then train them 
for the regular church services. But such 
an orchestra means money. 

In summer sacred music is given to those 
who can go to the Park. If, at the Crucifix- 
ion, we could offer in winter good music to 
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those who never even go to the Park, to be 
followed by the proper kind of preaching, 
splendid results might be looked for. 

Illustrated lectures are most helpful and 
attractive, but even here the question of ex- 
pense comes in. 

I look in vain to see anywhere church 
work carried on on a large scale without 
substantial financial backing. 

But even success here brings us face to 
face with another problem—foverty. 

The more successful we are in this kind 
of work, the more must we be prepared to 
deal with the demands of poverty. 

When in winter children show their feet, 
with ragged stockings and next to no shoes, 
what is to be done? When women come 
crying because they are about to be set out 
of doors, for non-payment of rent, and hus- 
bands say they can’t get any work (and it is 
becoming more and more difficult for colored 
men to find work in this city), what is to be 
done? 

When the physician's prescription remains 
unfilled for the want of money, what is to be 
done? 

I give four typical cases. 

a. Hereis a sick woman in a room that 
is so offensive, because it has not been 
cleaned for months, that it is hard to under- 
stand how a human being can exist in such 
a condition. 

Whatis done? Some one sent to clean 
the room, wash the clothes and the individ- 
ual, Ittakes weeks before that room can be 
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put in a decent condition, and it takes 
money. 

à. On Christmas eve I sent Christmas 
dinner to a poor woman. She cried for joy 
as she said that five cents was all that she 
had and she had expected to make her 
Christmas dinner off that ! 

c. Hereis an old man—a member of the 
church—too old to support himself any 
longer—poor. What is to be done? I 
haven't $150 to put him in the Old People's 
Home, even if there is room. Shall I send 
him to the Almshouse? I would rather give 
up the work than bring poor people into the 
church and when they are old tell them to 
go to the Almshouse. 

d. Hereisa man, wife and three children. 
The wife asusual, is the support of the family, 
but she gets sick. The wheels stop. The 
man can’t find work or can’t keep a job 
when he finds one. The five live in a single 
room, not one-third as large as the Southern 
log cabin that creates so much sympathy. 
What is to be done ? 

It seems to me that just here comes in the 
important question of the Exdowment Fund. 
The church should be exdowed and made 
the centre of a much larger work, from 
which the colored people throughout the 
diocese could be looked after. 

I hope I have said nothing to discourage 
those who have given. I think, with the 
means at our command, the Crucifixion has 
done a noble work. ` I am looking at what 
could and what ought to be done. 
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The poor are the church’s opportunities 
to show her love for her Lord. 

The weekly services at the Home for the 
Homeless, 708 Lombard street, have been 
kept up during the year.

The regular Sunday services and Sunday- 
schools have been kept up without intermis- 
sion during the year. * 

The Parish Building has never been used 
so much, since its erection, as during the 
past year, because of the noble work that is 
being done by the Deaconess, employed by 
the Church League for work among the 
colored people of the Diocese. 

Through mothers' meetings, meetings for 
others who come continually asking for as- 
sistance, sewing school, girls’ guilds, meet- 
ings for boys, cooking school and other par- 
ish organizations the door is kept open and 
the rooms constantly lighted up. 

One course of lectures on music, under the 
University Extension Society, was given in 
the Parish Building during the year. 

Through the Fresh Air Fund fifteen per- 
sons were sent to the country for one week 
each, and one hundred and fifty taken for a 
day's outing to Hunting Park, while small 
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parties went to the Park and other places, 
assisted by the Deaconess and others.

The summer being one of the hottest that 
we have had for many years, the Хе Water 
Fountain became literally a stream of bless- 
ing during those days and nights when life 
seemed a burden because of the intense 
heat. God alone knows how much real 
distress and suffering there are among the 
poor and sick at such times. 

The work of the Chapel of St. Simon the 
Cyrenian, at Twenty-second and Reed 
streets, is going on well, and is fully justify- 
ing the money being expended and the time 
given. 

The Sunday-school at 903 McKean street 
is doing much good among the children of 
the neighborhood, who, but for this work, 
would be entirely neglected. 

Already much is being said about the 
Christian education of Cubans and Hawaii- 
ans. This cannot be done toosoon. Inthe 
meantime, is there no danger in forgetting 
the poor and destitute and neglected a7 
home ? 

I do not want any one to take my word 
for saying that there is still much need for 
honest, hard work at home. 

Let one who loves his city and desires to 
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see the kingdom of the Master extended 
spend, say, half an hour during an evening 
at Twelfth and South streets, and see for 
himself what ought to be done—and this 
would be but a sample spot. 


The sights of vulgarity, the signs of brutal 
ignorance or gross immorality, the echo of 
profane and indecent language that will 
greet his ears, while the very air at times 
seems to be charged with all that is foul and 
evil, will make him blush for his сну; will 
make him ask, “What is the Church 
doing?" will make him feel that so far as 
money can help in this matter it should be 
poured out more freely. 

Who are these people ? 

Most of them lately come from the South. 
Without power to restrain or control them- 
selves, they yield readily to the temptations 
of a large city. 

To meet such a condition of things, it will 
be readily seen that simply to give an invi- 
tation to come to church, where a respect- 
able congregation is gathered, is not 
enough. Local work is needed in such 
places. Cottage lectures should be held. 

I recall the fact that while the Parish 
Building was being erected J allowed a Sun- 
day-school to be started in a private house 
in Middle Alley. 

Everything about the dark room suggested 
inconvenience; yet the Sunday-school 
thrived. When the Parish Building was 
finished, thinking that the children ought to 
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come there where everything was so bright 
and clean, I closed it. 

Result—Never got one of those children to 
the Sunday-schoel in Parish Building. 

I need the help of а woman— not well- 
educated, not trained in the school, but a 
Christian, taken directly from this class. 
Such an one can sometimes do a work that 
the educated and refined cannot do. 

I need $300 just for such purposes. I 
needaid for the Deaconess. Success in this 
kind of work means the expenditure of 
money. 

Who is willing to assist in this way? 
Here is home duty. It is paying attention 
to our next-door neighbor. 

The Endowment Fund has reached $13,- 
ooo. It ought to increase. No one needs 
fear that by endowing this church, say to the 
amount of $25,000, so much will be done as 
to prevent the congregation from putting 
forth every effort toward self-help. 

On the first Sunday in February, 1899, I 
will complete my twenty-first year at this 
Church. For those years, so far as outward 
prosperity is concerned, we are rejoicing in 
a fine church, a good Parish Building, a 
chapel at Twenty-second and Reed streets, 
with a Sunday-school at 903 McKean street. 

One can but hope that the spiritual results, 
which cannot be tabulated, may have been 
as great. 

Now we ask that a rectory might be pur- 
chased or given for the parish. Those who 
approve of the work that has already been 
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done will surely assist, whilst others may 
feel that this is a great opportunity—a privi- 
lege—that must not be neglected. 

A rectory will be but one way of helping 
forward the Endowment Fund. 

So far as this work is concerned, while 
ministering at the regular stated seasons to 
the congregation at the church, it must be 
remembered that I have a congregation that 
never comes to church—a congregation that 
is unknown as to numbers. What good 
may have been done in this way only the 
Great Day will reveal. 

While thanking all who have encouraged 
and helped the work during the year, I can- 
not but make special mention of the privi- 
lege which I had in addressing Miss Cole’s 
Bible Class, and of the gracious response 
which came both as to money and personal 
service. 

Those who have aided the work by 
prayer, labor and alms, can be assured that 
their labor of love has not been in vain. 

The usual weekly service has been held 
at the Home for the Homeless during the 
year, and another at the Home for Aged 
and Infirm Colored Persons, at Forty-fourth 
and Girard avenue, by members of the 
parish, :

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The needs of the Mission Work of the Church 
of the Crucifixion go on year after year, always in 
more or less the same directions, but with an em- 
phasis each year on some particular feature which 
is then most prominent, Twenty years ago we ap- 
pealed to our friends for funds to purchase addi- 
tional ground and for a new church building: we 
got the necessary funds and erected a building that 
has admirably served our purpose and will continue 
to do so indefinitely. After this a parish building 
was found to be an absolute necessity, and the 
means were provided to give us one that is quite 
equal to any of its size in the city. More recently 
the changes in the lecation of the homes of our 
colored people compelled us to see that it was the 
part of wisdom to start a branch mission further 
west. This was done, and through our friends a 
most eligible lot was bought and a neat, frame 
chapel put upon it. About $800 of the money paid 
for it was taken from our Maintenance Fund. We 
would like to replace this for a rainy day. As re- 
spects outsiders we are absolutely free from debt on 
the old church property ; and, save for a mortgage 
of $5000 (much less than the value of the chapel 
property) we owe nothing upon it. 

We have now two great objects in vieW—the En- 
dowment Fund and a Rectory Fund. "There is no 
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doubt about it, that such a mission as this needs a 
substantial endowment to put it on a secure basis, 
and to relieve the Rector, in a measure, from the 
burden of begging for funds, when he might better 
be employed in ministering to his parishioners; not 
that Church-people should ever be allowed to forget 
their duty to missions, which they are taught by 
their own pastors, but the working time of a mis- 
sionary should be devoted to his work itself and not 
to merely raising the means to prosecute it. We, 
therefore, make an earnest appeal to our friends 
and to any who may by chance see this, to contrib- 
ute substantially to our Endowment or Rectory 
Fund, The work is Christ's, and with our present 
Minister-in-charge we believe it is being done in a 
Christlike spirit. He needs all the help that we 
can give him, Contributions for any purpose may 
be sent to Mr. W. В.

Both at the church and chapel the regu- 
lar services, Sunday-schools and week-day 
services have been kept up during the year. 


The Sunday-school at 903 McKean street 
is in a flourishing condition and is very 
much appreciated by the people of the 
neighborhood. 

The work of the Deaconess, who is em- 
ployed by the Church League for work 
among the colored people of the diocese, 
has gone on successfully. The Mothers’ 
Meeting, on Wednesday afternoons, de- 
serves special mention. Sewing, reading 
and a light tea make these afternoons pass 
by most pleasantly, and are, for most of the 
women who come, the brightest hours of the 
week. 

The clothing sent, being sold at a very 
nominal price, helps to create carefulness 
in use much more than if it was actually 
given away. The revenue derived from the 
sales go to purchase new materials for use 
and to pay for work done. 

The Church League also helps to keep a 
Visitor at St. Simon's Chapel. 

Two courses of lectures were given in the 
Parish Building by the Bainbridge Street 
Centre of the University Extension Society, 

The Fresh Air Fund enabled me to send 
a number of persons to the country and a 
large number to the Park. 
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The Ze Water Fountain has been kept 
going this year for a longer time, and was 
very much appreciated by the crowds which 
go up and down Eighth street. 


The church—placed for a light—has been 
trying to carry rays from the Sun of Right- 
eousness to many dark places during the 
past year. 

Many who will not come to the regular 
services must be reached in their homes. 
This is a privilege, after all, to be thankful 
for and to be made use of so far as time will 
permit. 

To all those who have not only assisted 
in keeping open the doors of the church and 
chapel, but have allowed this house-to-house 
work to be carried on, we wish to return our 
heartfelt thanks. 


During the summer I sent a sick man 
away. Since that time I have seen him 
lying on a death-bed—dying of consump- 
tion. All the money made by his wife 
during the summer was spent on him. 
There is nothing in the house. The phy- 
sician's prescriptions are expensive. The 
agent comes knocking at the door, asking 
for the rent, which must be paid if the family 
is not to be placed on the sidewalk. 

A case like this might happen in any 
parish, but where the bulk of the congrega- 
tion is made up of families similarly situated, 
so far as money is concerned, and no rich 
members to supply the necessary means, it 
will be readily seen how impossible it is and 
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must always be to look for entire church 
support from the parish. 

Here comes in the grand opportunity for 
those who have. It is the door that God 
Himself has opened, while saying to His 
children : “Go in and possess the land." 

I refer specially to the Endowment Fund» 
,Not much has been added during the past 
year, because the clergyman has not had the 
time to go from place to place to try and in- 
crease it. But shall it not be increased ? 
Every hour spent in asking for money means 
an hour that might have been spent going 
from house to house among the poor and 
destitute. 

The work of the Chapel of St. Simon the 
Cyrenian has increased the expenses of the 
parish. 

For His sake we are now engaged in the 
work of expansion, and ask that our hands 
may be held up. 

At the Chapel of St. Simon the Cyrenian 
we are feeling the inconvenience of having 
only one large room in which to do our 
work, especially on Sunday. 

Itis not too early to say that we need a 
Parish Building. Again, here is an excel- 
lent opportunity for some one to erect a 
memorial ви те to the praise of God and 
for the good of man. The ground still has 
a mortgage of $5000 against it. 

The Rectory Fund grows slowly, and con- 
tributions towards it will always be thank- 
fully received. 
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We would welcome most heartily, either 
at church or chapel, a few devoted workers. 

And now, what more shall I say? The 
church is still trying to do its intended work. 
In many ways it is seen that God's blessing 
is resting on it. It furnishes the opportunity 
by which many who cannot or will not give 
personal service can still have the work of 
Christ carried on. There is still room for 
the work of love. 

The usual weekly services have been held 
at the Home for the Homeless.

There is probably no single agency in the City of 
Philadelphia that is more helpful to the lower class 
of its negro population than the Mission Parish of 
the Crucifixion. At the Church, on Bainbridge 
Street above Eighth, the Protestant Episcopal ser- 
vices are conducted by the Rev. Henry L. Phillips 
(who has been its minister for more than twenty 
years), with the help of a well-trained choir of its 
young people. At the Parish House, on Eighth 
Street above Bainbridge, all the activities of a 
well-organized Parish are carried on by the mem- 
bers and children of the congregation, under the 
direction. of the Minister, assisted by a Deaconess 
and other faithful women. At 903 McKean Street 
another Sunday-school is carried on for the people 
of that neighborhood. 

The character and magnitude of this work, and 
the money needed for its support, will be under- 
stood from the appended report. While the mem- 
bers of the congregation, on the whole, are very 
poor, the “ Contributions from Church and Sunday- 
schools ” will show that they have given generously, 
though of course the bulk of the expense must be 
borne by the Board of Missions and by individuals,

Mrs. WHITE'S REPORT. 


During the past summer the Parish House 
has been kept open three or four days in the 
week, rather with a view to hold the winter's 
work together than with the idea of accom- 
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plishing any definite object other than the 
general one of developing a proper self-re- 
liance where it might be wanting and a 
fuller sense of responsibility in Parish 
matters. Over two hundred attendances of 
adults and nearly three hundred of children 
would seem to warrant the course pursued. 
Out of this unorganized work a society has 
grown among the adults calling itself the

object of helping to complete the Fund and 
furtherifig all undertakings of advantage to 
the Parish Its motto is “ Every man's 
work shall be made manifest” А second 
chapter of this society was formed among 
the children under the name of the Junior 
Branch of the F. E. F. Society, their motto 
being “ Even a child shall be known by its 
works, whether they be pure, whether they 
be right.” 

The result of the Juniors’ summer work is 
$20.50, which they contributed to the En- 
dowment Fund. » The adult branch has also 
contributed $60. 

A Sight-singing Class was formed on Sep- 
tember 15, charging each member five cents 
a month; it is believed it will prove of great 
advantage to the children, particularly in 
training their attention. It is under the 
care of Miss Bradley, who generously gives 
her services. 

The Sewing Class for Children opened 
October 13. Two cents purchases a ticket 
of membership for one month. Twenty 
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children are now enrolled and with means 
to handle them four times the number could 
be brought in. Money is greatly needed 
for this work among the children. 

Groups of children numbering from three 
to seven have been taken to Fairmount 
Park or out the various trolley lines into the 
country nearly every week, it being believed 
that thus the care taker comes into closer 
acquaintance with the child than through 
the larger picnic. Each child has paid 5 cents 
a trip toward its expenses. j 

The Library will be opened November 3. 
Two cents purchases a membership ticket 
for the winter. A fine of one cent is im- 
posed for neglecting to return books. 

Once more assistance is earnestly asked, 
either in the form of voluntary workers or 
money, the need of both of which greatly 
hampers and restricts the work. 

Deposits have been received during the 
summer for the Fuel Savings Society. The 
depositors number forty-one and the money 
received to date. November 1, amounts to 
$107 15, which means just so much Jess as- 
sistance needed this winter and so much 
more experience gained that thrift pays. 

The Clothing Bureau, which is open every 
Wednesday from то A. M. till 6 P. M. isan 
important department of the adult work. 

Contributions of rummage packages are 
very necessary to the continuance. of this 
work, which enables many to maintain that 
degree of self-respect which comes of being 
able to supply one’s own needs. 
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The Sewing Guild is established for the 
purpose of assisting with the plainer kinds 
of needle-work those who are incapacitated 
for all other forms of labor. The work is 
carefully superintended Orders are solicited. 
This is one of the truest of charities. Lists 
of the articles made and their prices will be 
supplied on application by note to Mrs. Н.

The services of the Chapel of St. Simon 
the Cyrenian are now being carried on by 
the Southwest Convocation. у 

The Sunday-school at 903 McKean Street 
is still kept up, and is in a healthy condi- 
tion. 

The Deaconess employed by the Church 
League for work among colored people of 
the diocese resigned last May to accept 
work elsewhere. Another Deaconess has 
just been appointed by the Bishop. She 
probably will not be able to give as much 
time to the work of the Church of the 
Crucifixion as her predecessor. 

A course of lectures on Shakespeare was 
given in the Parish Building, under the 
auspices of the Bainbridge Street Centre of 
the University Extension Society. 

The building is often used, free of charge, 
by other helpful organizations, such as the 
Day Nursery for Colored Children. 

The Fresh Air Fund enabled me to send 
quite a number of sick persons out of the 
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city during the intensely hot weather which 
we had. 


The /е Water Fountain was never more 
used than during the past summer. It isa 
highly appreciated charity. The water 
taken home often prevents the use of 
harmful drinks at meal time. 


In every large city like Philadelphia 
there will always be found a great number 
of people who must have the Gospel 
preached to them freely, or not at all. It 
may not be the business of Christian peo- 
ple to ask: “ Why are these people in such 
a condition?" It may be their duty rather 
gladly to embrace the opportunity of minis- 
tering to their Lord. by looking after the 
spiritual wants of the poor. 


The colored people especially have a 
claim which cannot be lightly“ ignored. 
Many are poor, too poor even to supply the 
‘necessary physical wants, because of indus- 
trial exclusion. Poverty often drives them 
into the criminal ranks or among the sub- 
merged and apparently hopeless. Shall 
the Church, like priest and Levite, pass by 
and leave them there? 

Continuous-immigration from the South- 
land of an ignorant and immoral class calls 
loudly upon Christian people to be on the 
alert to try to save some at least before 
they descend to an almost unreachable con- 
dition. 

* Christians who value the welfare and 
good name of their city should be ready to 
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help forward the work of purification and 
elevation. Love of God, joined to true 
patriotism, ought to awaken the desire to 
send forth such healthful streams of Chris- 
tianity into the foul places of the city as,will 
become a cleansing power every where. ' 

The Church of the Crucifixion is trying to 
do such a work—a work that belongs to all. 

Not only should the current expenses be 
met by cheerful contributions, but the En- 
dowment Fund ought to grow until it 
reaches at least $25,000. 

There is also a Rectory Fund which 
should not be forgotten.* 

Those who have by their contributions or 
by personal service helped to carry on the 
work during the past year must have the 
great satisfaction of knowing that they are 
doing that which is well pleasing to the 
Master, 

The usual weekly services have been. 
held at the Home for the Homeless, 708 
Lombard Street.

The Beneficial Society has spent during 
the year $452. It has proved to be a great 
blessing to many in the hour of sickness or 
when death has come into the family. 


Through the fresh Air Fund I sent 
thirty-four persons to the country during 
the summer and helped to prolong the stay 
of some sick ones who had taken them- 
selves out of the hot city for a week. 


Ice Water Fountain—The flowing of the 
Ice Water fountain during the hot summer 
months was the flowing of comfort for thou- 
sands each day. 

No nobler summer charity exists in the 
city of Philadelphia. 

Many blessings will rest on the heads of 
those who in this way remember the poor. 

A great deal of work is being done in the 
Parish. Many thousands of vists are made 
during the year. 
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Mr. and Mrs. Tingley, of the Eighth 
Ward Settlement, throw their influence on 
the side of the work of the Parish and in 
various ways take an interest in this work. 


I opened Sunday-school in September in 
perfect despair as to teachers. Fortunately 
the Deaconess, Miss Annie Pew, employed 
by the Church League for work among the 
colored people of the diocese, was able to 
bring some timely assistance. On the first 
Sunday in October she not only came her- 
self, but brought three students from the 
Deaconess House to work with her. There 
is also promise of more help from the same 
source, 


The Poor Fund has been rather poorly 
furnished this year. Yet I cannot carry on 
the work without helping many who stand 
in need of aid. Here is but one sample: 


In one of the hottest days of the past 
summer I found two of my communicants 
almost starving. As hot as it was, they 
could not go out during the day, for they 
had nothing to wear. Both of them (mother 
and daughter) were too feeble to do hard 
work. They had pawned everything they 
had to pay rent and get a little food. The 
house in which they were living was leaking 
all over and water was in the cellar. 

I had their things taken to the Parish 
building, while they went to the Home for 
the Homeless until a little house could be 
found for them. 
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Could I do anything else? But all that 
takes money. 

Through the workers, during the year, 
comfort in various ways has been carried to 
very many, and I must not forget to remind 
any who may read this report how 2274 the 
life of the poor is; and itis steadily growing 
worse. To find employment at living wages 
is becoming more and more difficult. 

When despair takes hold of any one, 
instead of ending his life in some violent 
way, asit might be supposed he would do, 
he simply gives him:elf over to commit all 
possible sins. 

The work of the Church is in every way 
to prevent such a step. 

There are now 60,000 colored people in 
the city of Philadelphia. 

To those interested in the work of the 
Church—in humanity—and in the welfare of 
the city, that speaks volumes! 

Inefficiency, competition and industrial 
prejudice make the life of the colored man 
in a large Northern city a burden to himself 
and a positive danger to the community. 

Here is the opportunity for the Church to 
step in and through moral and spiritual help 
do a mighty work for God, for man, for 
society. 

Because the South has come North, the 
Church is called upon not only to strengthen 
but to widen her borders. 

Considering the number of young people, 
boys especially, whose only place of amuse- 
ment during the long winter evenings is the 
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pool room or the tavern or the place of 
cheap amusements which lead to viler dens, 
we need more room in the Parish house, if 
some of them are to be reached and saved. 

The work must become more social. We 
need a gymnasium, bathrooms and club- 
rooms for boys and men, etc. 

I believe that the С052е/ is the only power 
that can bring salvation to those especially 
that we are trying to reach, but it is neces- 
sary to get them together before they can be 
preached to. 

Some one has said: '' The elevation of 
the poor is not to be accomplished by 
mechanical devices of legislation or organi- 
zation, as though poverty were a solid mass 
under which social jackscrews might be 
inserted to lift the whole ; it is to be accom- 
plished only as one life reaches down and 
lifts up another life by the communication 
of strength and the contagion of person- 
ality." 

To get a number together into a room is 
one of tbe best means of being enabled to 
communicate strength or to make person- 
ality contagious. 

'The weekly service at the Home for the 
Homeless has been carried on during the 
year.

Mrs. WHITE'S REPORT. 


Of the undertakings reported last year in 
this Department one has failed, the Sight- 
singing Class. One has failed to grow, the 
F. E F. Society. Through the medium of 
this Society, its work and sales, $150 was 
contributed to the Endowment Fund this 
year. The total contributions of this depart- 
ment since May 8, 1900, is thus far $235. 

The Sewing-school can be counted a suc- 
cess. It reports 431 attendance during the 
winter and 432 during the summer. The 
main success, however, is in the improve- 
ment of the children. It has been great on 
all sides; tidiness, order, deportment, regu- 
larity in attendance, general character, de- 
velopment, receptiveness, concentration of 
attention, reverence during services, per- 
ception of responsibilities, all show steady 
and marked improvement. At Thanksgiv- 
ing a party was given to the members of 
this class in the large Sunday-school room. 
A long table handsomely set with pyra- 
mids of fruit, plates of cakes, candies, nuts, 
etc., decorations of flowers and abundance 
of ice-cream, with an address from the Rec- 
tor, followed by games and plays, filled the 
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hours from буе to eight р.м. with unalloyed 
joy, and at the appointed hour they passed 
homeward, each bearing a bag of goodies, 
a decorous, happy little party. 

At Christmas time a manger and tree 
afforded interest from one o’clock in the 
afternoon until four. School reports were 
read, story of the Nativity was told and the 
treasures of the tree distributed. 

During the summer the scholars have 
been taken in small groups to the Park 
once or twice a week; three visits have 
been made to the Zoological Gardens; one 
memorable day was spent in the woods of 
“The Lindens," Haddonfield, by invitation 
of Miss Margaret Bancroft, who provided a 
bountiful luncheon and contributed three 
dollars towards the car fare. Sometimes 
on these excursions a substantial dinner 
was given; sometimes ice-cream or bread 
and milk; sometimes no refreshment—ac- 
cording to the weather and other condi- 
tions. Nibbling dainties during the trip is 
never allowed. A delightful Park trolley 
ride is always a feature of the outing ; a little 
school session held under the trees for rest ; 
a ramble along by-paths; a hunt for four- 
leaf clovers, and a little talk of plant and 
plant-life, pass a day or twoin six profitably 
for both soul and body, away from the dirt 
and heat of the city. During these trips 
many thoughts are absorbed and many de- 
veloped by which the children acquire 
principles for after life. As last year, each 
child paid five cents toward her expenses. 
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Miss Adelaide Brown and Miss Edith 
Murdah, members of the congregation and 
faithful volunteer teachers in the Sewing 
School, assisted regularly with these out- 
ings, and have, meantime, become exceed- 
ingly well acquainted with the children. 

'The school opened this year October 12, 
with a roll of forty-six names, more than 
double the number of last year. This num- 
ber could be readily again doubled if there 
were a proportionate increase in the num- 
ber of teachers, but volunteers do not pre- 
sent themselves and there is no money 
with which to pay salaries. Each child 
pays five cents for a pink ticket, which en- 
titles her to attend the school for three 
months. She presents the ticket at each 
attendance. The new scholar generally 
forgets or loses one or two, but the second- 
quarter scholar has learned to take care of 
hers and presents it regularly. 

Another success is the Library, which 
seems to be especially appreciated. It now 
numbers about sixty excellent books, neatly 
covered with light colored paper, numbered 
and catalogued. These books are taken 
out and returned quite regularly, and so far 
have not been misused. A little chat with 
a holder of a yellow Library ticket, at two 
cents a year, soon discovers with what at- 
tention the book has been read. These 
chats are frequent and with good effect. 

One cent buys a Star Savings Card, on 
which pennies may be saved for shoes, sup- 
plied at wholesale rates. Many of the chil- 
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dren have learned already that by this 
means they can keep their feet comfortably 
clothed and save for this purpose eagerly. 
Forty-six cards have been taken, and so far 
twenty-two pairs of shoes supplied. 

The roll call is answered by each child 
with a Bible text. Eighteen texts have 
been learned by the class during the past 
year. One or another of these texts forms 
the subject of a five minutes’ talk at each 
lesson, and so the children are accumula- 
ting resources of help and comfort with 
which to meet the untoward events of com- 
ing years. 

A most important success is in the Coal 
Savings, this year’s report showing 168 de- 
positors, a growth of more than three times 
the number of last year and seven times the 
amount of deposits received, and more than 
seven hundred dollars saved for this winter, 
the most of which if not secured in this way 
would almost surely have slipped away and 
left nothing behind but cold and suffering. 
Seven hundred dollars’ worth of indepen- 
dence and self-respect, warmth and well- 
being for the ensuing winter, in weather 
which reduces people without fire to despe- 
ration and pauperism. Seven hundred dol- 
lars’ worth of practical encouragement in 
habits of thrift and providence, and of object 
lessons in thrift to the children who bring 
the deposits for their parents.

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REPORT ОЕ THE DEACONESS. 


Less than one year’s experience in a field 
of work does not always count for much. 
Yet when one during that time has entered 
homes more than a thousand times, been 
thrown with young and old, we cannot help 
but feel that the chains of interest, sympa- 
thy, attachment, love, have been forming 
links, binding us into one family. Going 
in and out in times of sickness, trouble or 
joyous occasion, has brought us near to 
one another and nearer the All-Father who 
has given us to one another. 

So at the beginning of another year the 
encouragement for greater work is a Bea- 
con of Hope before us. 

Forthe most part the work among col- 
ored people is encouraging. Were there 
workers enough to hold up the hands of 
those who are already in the field, to join 
hands with them, there would be a precious 
ingathering of souls for God's kingdom. 

The work among the children alone 
would be marvelous. Hundreds of them 
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are not in Sunday-school. They can be 
brought if some one will go for them, bring 
them, teach them. Their fathers and 
mothers should be visited, encouraged, 
helped to come, where they too may find 
the “ Children's Bread.” 

We are selfish about our blessed things. 
Shall the King come and find that we have 
not obeyed His command? “ Со out into 
the highways and compel them to come 
in." Who will be a sharer in this blessed 
work? Who will say, * Here am I, send 
me?" "Those who love souls and are trying 
to live for God's glory will. One has said no 
greater service can be rendered the Master 
than to do something for another of His 
children. 

The prospective St. Agnes' Guild had 
their first meeting November 22, 1900; was 
organized and seventeen members formally 
admitted January 4, Igor. This Guild is 
primarily for the upbuilding of souls or 
character. The rules are simple and prac- 
tical, designed to help in everyday life. It 
is intended for the young communicant 
daughters of the church. The aim is as 
the rules express it : 

(1) To use at least once a day in my pri- 
vate devotions the prayer of St. Agnes’ 
Guild. 

(2) To be useful and kind at home and 
to my sisters of the Guild for the dear 
Lord’s sake. 

(3) To behave under all circumstances as 
women professing godliness. 
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(4) To come once a month to the Lord’s 
Table with careful preparation. 

(5) God helping me, to be faithful in all 
I promise to do. 


A word for the faithful Mothers who have 
met each Thursday afternoon, except in the 
summer months, with an average attend- 
ance of twenty, who have given of their 
best in the working time. Sewing to a 
limited degree has. been given out, recom- 
pense being made either in money or gar- 
ments. Sales of new and partly worn 
clothing have been held the last Thursday 
in each month; proceeds used for needy 
ones; material and an occasional offer- 
ing to the “Endowment Fund." The 
Mothers' Meeting, too, has its spiritual 
side. We sing God's praises there and 
pray to Him and talk about Him in our 
weekly Bible lesson. So we gain strength 
and encouragement until the week rolls 
round again.

The Vestry of the Church of the Crucifixion, in 
sending out this Twenty-fifth Annual Report of the 
Rev. Henry L. Phillips, Minister-in-charge of the 
Church, hoping that it will be read by all who 
receive it, would especially emphasize the follow- 
ing facts :— 

(a) In the neighborhood, east of the Church, 
from Seventh to Fifth streets and north of Lombard 
street, there are about. 5000 colored people in a 
very degraded condition. 

(^) The enlarged parish house will give ample 
provision for carrying on the work which ought to 
be done in that neighborhood. 

(c) It is not possible for one person to oversee 
the nightly gatherings in all the rooms of the parish 
house. Hence the Rev. Mr. Phillips must have an 
assistant, and provision has been made for his 
living in the building. 

(2) The enlarged building, if fully utilized, will 
require a greater outlay of money for the very poor 
at our doors. They are the Father's children and 
should not be neglected. 

May we not ask that those who have enabled us 
to erect the new Church and enlarged parish house 
will also liberally assist in providing ample means 
for the current expenses? And may we not hope 
that some who learn of this work for the first time 
may be added to the list of its supporters? 

The Endowment Fund now amounts to $17,000, 
and it is only by its substantial increase that we 
may be assured of the successful continuance of 
these important influences for a most needy’ class of 
our fellow-citizens.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Or Rev. HENRY L. PHILLIPS FOR THE YEAR 
ENDING Nov. t, 1902. 


Jo the Wardens, Vestry and Contributors 
of the Church of the Crucifixion :— 


I beg leave herewith to submit my 
TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT: 

During the past year the sweet and 
bitter have mingled themselves very per- 
ceptibly in our lives. 

In my last report I spoke of the necessity 
of an addition to the parish house in order 
that we might have more room for our poor. 
in the evenings especially, and not compel 
them to go to taverns, pool rooms, or cheap 
and demoralizing places to seek recreation 
and companionship. 

An appeal was made for funds to buy the 
house north of the parish builcing, and on 
February 4 the house was bought. 

On February 2, I preached my twenty- 
fifth anniversary sermon, 

On February 4, a large number of friends 
assembled, fir-t in the Church, апа then in 
the parish house, to rejoice with me for 
what God had done through the Church of 
the Crucifixion during the past twenty-five 
years. 

Hundreds who could not come, showed 
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their inter: st in the work by a substantial 
gift to the clergyman. This made a cele- 
bration that was exceedingly pleasant. 

On the afternoon of February 9, fire of 
unknown origin broke out in the basement 
and in less than an hour the Church was in 
ashes—everything completely destroyed— 
and the parish house seriously damaged. 

For a while we were completely stunned ; 
what did it mean? 

Of the many offers of places in which to 
hold our services, we accepted that of All 
Saints Church, where for four months we 
worshiped on Sundays, at 8 A.M. and 4 
P.M., and on Thursdays at 8 Р.М. during 
Lent. Other week-night services we held 
at the Home for the Homeless, 708 Lombard 
street, which was kindly given us for that 
purpose by the managers of the Home. 

On June 8, after four months of exile, we 
began holding Sunday services in the parish 
house, in the auditorium, under the work- 
men’s scaffolding, cleaning up the place 
as much as was possible after the workmen 
had stopped on Saturday. 

In this room there were neither windows 
nor doors. One Sunday we were washed 
out and could hold no service. We wor- 
shiped in primitive simplicity. I do not 
speak of discomforts, because we were all 
so glad to get home again. And so we 
continued worshiping until the end of 
October when it could be said that the 
building was finished. 

We expect to begin using the new Church 
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some time in December. When completed 
the parish house will have 18 rooms, and 
will give us an opportunity to do a work 
that we could not undertake heretofore. 


In this building provision has been made 
for the residence of a deaconess, an as- 
sistant and the sexton. 


Our gymnasium, reading and game rooms 
will attract and will give us the opportunity 
to come in contact with many who could 
not otherwise be reached. 


So far as we could, we have kept up the 
various organizations of the parish and they 
have tried to do good work. 


The problem of dealing with the very 
poor in a large city like this is no easy one. 
Preaching is not the whole of the work of 
the clergyman who is working among them 
in earnest. Private intercourse is most im- 
portant. He must not wait for the poor to 
come into the Church. Many of them will 
never come. They must be reached other- 
Wise.» 

He must go to them in their houses. He 
must go where no other will go. Squalid- 
ness, misery, crime must not repel him. 

He must seek the friendless, the forsaken, 
the despondent, the lost. 

He must penetrate the depths of poverty, 
the haunts of intemperance, the strongholds 
of sin. 

He must feel an attraction in what others 
shun. 

The bleak room, open to the winter's 
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wind ; the wasted form and haggard coun- 
tenance must attract him. 

Such is the kind of ministry demanded 
by the poor. Such is the kind of work I am 
anxious to see carried on in the Church of 
the Crucifixion. 

But there is the question of support. That 
ought not to worry us fora moment. But 
it does worry. 

Ought this work to be done? Is it being 
done? 

If those two questions are answered in 
the affirmative, it seems that in such a rich 
Church as ours plenty of individuals should 
be found who will gladly give all that is 
necessary. 

An increase in the Endowment Fund 
would settle the question for all time to 
come. | 
` Such work аз we are trying to do will be 
needed so long as Philadelphia lasts. 

I ought to begin, about December 1, a 
Sunday morning breakfast. 

There are hungry and sagged people— 
men, women, children—who will never go 
to the regular services of the Church. 

They are dirty, hungry and ragged and 
do not want to mix with other people in 
their Sunday clothes, and other people do 
not want them. 

Sin has made an awful havoc in their 
character. You see it in their faces. But 
are they not the Father's children? Is not 
His divine image stamped on them? Must 
they not be gotten hold of in order that the 
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attempt may be made to develop that image ? 


I know of no better way than to gather 
them together, at first by themselves, give 
them a light breakfast, and have a special 
service for them.

I shall be glad to have offerings for this 
purpose.

Some of them must be 
taken out of close alleys and unhealthy 
places in hot weather, but where to send 
them has become a problem. 

Grown boys are not wanted anywhere. 
We need five acres of land and a small 
house to begin with. About $1200 would 
give us enough to start the home next 
Summer. Who will help? 

Out of the sad calamity of February 9 
came some good. Many who had been 
careless and indifferent became earnest 
worshipers and workers. The fire did 
good to their spiritual life. 

The various organizations of the parish, 
such as Mite Society, Chancel Society, 
King's Daughters, Choir, Beneficial Society, 
Woman's Auxiliary, St. Andrew's Guild, St. 
Agnes' Guild, Mothers' Meeting, have been 
kept up and have done good work.

EXTRACTS FROM REPORT OF THE 
DEACONESS. 


In our work at the Church of the Cruci- 
fixion we see an immense mass of people 
huddled together in squalor and sin (in- 
separable companions), with here and there 
a respectable quarter of comfortable homes 
and self-respecting colored people. We go 
up and down in the unattractive places— 
rears, courts and alleys, cellars, garrets— 
that the Light of the Christ may shine in 
the existing darkness. We invite all to 
come with us for some meeting, Church or 
Sunday-school. We do what we can in the 
home to encourage, teach and sympathize 
with them. A tired mother blesses us for a 
bit of brightness. 

The children are glad to see “the lady." 
They all know very soon we really care for 
them. In time a number come to the 
gatherings, where they see a different side 
of life and hear of things they never knew 
were for them before. It is a glimpse of 
Paradise to many. As one woman ex- 
pressed it in a very crude way, “It was 
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like sitting in an ice-cream parlor on a hot 
summer afternoon." Another said, “ No one 
has ever had time to speak to me like that 
before." We hear often “ The Lord must 
have sent you to те.” 

Sixty mothers have been influenced to 
meet from week to week more "ог less 
regularly. They have been made to feel 
(as well as the younger women of St. Agnes’ 
Guild) that a good pure woman is one of 
the best and noblest of God's creations ; 
that it alwavs matters whether we do right 
or wrong, that ''God is love" and the 
Father of all. 

During Lent these mothers worked for a 
missionary box, and gave of their pennies 
generously. They have saved faithfully, 
many of them in the Fuel Saving Society. 
They have been helped by employment, 
when we could furnish it, and we would be 
glad for orders for plain sewing for them 
to do. 

We have monthly sales of clothing. 
Stereopticon exhibitions and talks with 
bright readings have been given from week 
to week, with a generous Christmas party 
by Miss Cole’s Missionary Class, and a 
closing party in May which all remember 
with much pleasure. A visit to the Mothers’ 
Meeting on Thursday afternoon will bring 
you a bit of reflected sunshine perhaps. 

The young women of the parish are 
connected with work going on in different 
departments. They form St. Agnes’ Guild, 
Junior Auxiliary and Sunday Bible Class, 
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from which S. S. teachers and officers are 
supplied. Half of these thirty-one communi- 
cants have been confirmed in the last two 
years. They have been the means of hold- 
ing the Sunday-school together all the sum- 
mer. How delighted we would be to have 
more knowledge of missions! Will not 
several offer to give them missionary talks 
on Thursday evenings? In the winter 
months we played games with the boys, 
keeping them off the streets. 

The children have had outings during 
the summer ; thirty were sent away for one 
week, and one hundred and forty-eight 
went in small groups to the Park, Country 
Nursery, and St. Stephen's Farm. 

We need more workers. Will not some 
one respond to the call for help, and share 
the blessing in the harvest time?

In presenting the Twenty-sixth Annual Report of 
the Minister of the Mission Church of the Cruci- 
fixion for colored people, the Vestry desires espec- 
ially to call attention to the increased opportunities 
for usefulness that have come with the rebuilt 
church and the enlarged Parish House, and the 
consequent growth of the Sunday and week-day 
work, _ 

Philadelphia now contains nearly eighty thousand 
negroes, and among the large numbers coming 
from the South a dangerous proportion are densely 
ignorant if not absolutely criminal, Education and 
Christianity are the only forces that can change 
them into law-abiding, God-fearing citizens; and 
in exerting these forces in as many directions as 
possible, the Church of the Crucifixion needs and 
deserves the financial and moral support of all those 
who approve its methods, 

The Rev. Mr. Phillips has labored faithfully in 
this parish for nearly twenty-seven years, and 
though he had during the past year the permanent 
help of a deaconess, she has been removed to 
another field, and her place cannot yet be filled. 

Part of the work must go undone until we can 
secure the exclusive services of some other suitable 
assistant. 

For the carrying on of the work described in the 
following report, or for any specified part of it, the 


re. 
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Vestry solicits contributions of any amount; and 
to those who would aid it in a larger and more 
permanent way, we would suggest donations or 
bequests to the Endowment Fund, or to the 
Rectory Fund. 

The Endowment Fund should be increased 
sufficiently to yield an income that will insure the 
ordinary running expenses, and provide for the 
permanent continuance of the Church services at 
least. Should it not afford great pleasure to many 
whom God has blessed, to know that before they 
pass away they were able to make this work secure, 
so far as money is concerned ? 

The Rectory Fund, on account of many pressing 
necessities, has been neglected during the past few 
years, and only amounts to one thousand dollars. 
It should be increased to five thousand dollars, and 
a house could then be bought in a suitable location 
for the residence of our Minister. Are there not 
some who would wish to designate this object in 
their benefactions ? 

We trust that the following report of the means 
used to carry on this work (though it cannot 
adequately show all of the results accomplished) 
will merit the approval of the Church in the 
Diocese and of the individuals who have supported 
it; and should this Mission appeal to any new 
friends as deserving of their help, their contributions 
may be sent to the Minister or to any member of 
the Vestry, and will gratefully be acknowledged,

To the Wardens, Vestry and Contributors :— 


1 beg leave herewith to submit my 
TWENTY-SIxTH ANNUAL REPORT of the 
Church of the Crucifixion : 

In a work like ours at the Church of the 
Crucifixion, there is nothing new or startling 
to report. There is the same old story to be 
told again and again. : 

Preaching the gospel to the poor means a 
great deal more than simply standing in 
one's pulpit and delivering addresses during 
the week. 

To carry on this work successfully, means 
entering fully into the lives of those with 
whom we come in contact. 

It means real sympathy: suffering with 
those who are suffering and rejoicing with 
those who are rejoicing. 

Physical wants as well as spiritual needs 
have to be ministered to. 

Sometimes where physical wants seem to 
be the most pressing need, if one can suc- 
ceed in awakening spiritual hunger, the 
physical wants will be taken care of by the 
individuals themselves. But this is not 
always so. 


6. 


Many times during the year, one has to 
go seriously to work to supply temporal 
needs before the spiritual ones can be 
attended to. First that which is natural. 

In many cases it is a question of sick and 
suffering mothers and children. 

One may know quite well that the fathers 
could do better in providing for their house- 
holds, if they would. But since they will 
not, it often falls to the lot of the clergy- 
man to make provision for their bodies. 

Would the Lord Jesus Christ have done 
otherwise if He were in our place? 

For a poor Church to do such work is no 
easy task. It means endless anxiety for the 
clergyman. 

Then there are so many disappointments 
to be met with. Naked and half-starved 
children are clothed and fed. and yet they 
cannot be gotten to the Sunday-school. Is 
it labor 10512 Is it money unwisely spent? 

'Then there is the large number who will 
not come within the church doors. What 
is to be done with them ? 

Days of sickness come. Then the clergy- 
man is a welcome guest. At other times, he 
must do individual teaching and preaching. 
That is not disagreeable work, but then 
comes in the question of time. With so 
many other things to be done, there really is 
not much time left for such work. Where 
one man is working now, four could be con- 
tinually employed. 

Then the situation of the Church has to 
be taken into account. lt is a Jewish and 
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Italian neighborhood. . That means harder 
work to hold on to those who are far away 
from the Church, and difficulty in getting 
small children to the Sunday-school. 

Truly, at our very doors, the laborers are 
few, while the harvest is great. 

There is, however, a most blessed side to 
this work. To see children growing up in 
the fear of the Lord, in spite of unhelpful 
surroundings; to see adults gradually repin- 
ing for Paradise; to read the burial service 
over saints that have fallen a-leep in Jesus, 
and to know that some of them have been 
literally taken out of the depths of corrup- 
tion; to see a stream of purity running 
through a sea of much impurity; to see a 
little leaven striving to leaven the whole 
lump, brings no little joy and is worth while 
living and working for. 

The Parish House has fully justified the 
additional outlay on it. It was a perfect 
beehive of constant activities during the 
past season. 2 

The reading-room has been well used. 
The gymnasium is popular. The mothers’ 
meetings, sewing school, coal club and 
cooking schools, caning and basket-mak- 
ing among the boys, especially under the 
care of the deaconess, have been successful. 

St Agnes’ Guild— a company of young 
communicants, young women, amidst many 
temptations, trying to maintain a true 
womanhood, under the guidance of the 
deaconess—has been a source of joy and 
delight. 
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We began using the new Church, amidst 
much rejoicing, on the gth of December. 

During the winter months, a Sunday 
morning breakfast, always followed by a 
short service, was given to many who will 
never enter the church as regular wor- 
shipers 

The Women's Christian Association have 
used one of the rooms during the year. 

St. Andrew's Guild and other parish 
organizations have been in constant attend- 
ance and have done much good work. 


A course of lectures on American History, 
under the auspices of the University Exten- 
sion Society, was given during the winter. 

The Parish House has been used for many 
charitable purposes. А 


The transferring of the deaconess to 
another field of labor leaves me in a bad 
plight. The work that she was doing ought 
not to be allowed to drop, but much of it 
can only be done by one who can give her 
whole time to it. That means paid help. 
But the money is not in sight. 

I wish we could live without money. 

I have published, during the year, a little 
paper called 77е Parish Helper. It has 
spread a knowledge of the work we are 
trying to do, and has brought to our assist- 
ance some friends and funds, 

On May 17, the Church was consecrated 
by the Rt. Rev. Alexander Mackay-Smith, 
D.D. 

The summer outings, as usual, brought 


many blessings to those who were fortunate 
enough to go. 

The City Mission has given much help in 
this work, as well as for the poor in the 
winter season. 

The ice-water fountain has done its usual 
work of mercy during the hot season. 

On October r, we sent a girl, 12 years old, 
to St, Paul's School, Lawrenceville, Va. 
The scholarship is $50. We have promised 
to raise the amount in the parish.

EXTRACTS FROM THE REPORT OF THE 
DEACONESS. 


We have looked with grateful thankful- 
ness upon the beautiful Church and Parish 
Building, now fully restored and constantly 
used. 

The experience of living one year in the 
midst of the busy life at the Parish House, is 
not one to be done without. “There has 
been the lengthening of cords and the 
strengthening of stakes." We have had an 
ingathering of young souls, to whom our 
hearts go out. For we feel more tenderly 
towards those who are just beginning the 
“ Uphill way.” 

There has been the patter of many feet 
coming and going through the Parish Build- 


- ing every day, all there for some purpose. 


It is a gathering of the children on Satur- 
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day, taught in the several classes by patient 
teachers. Three hours or a little less kept 
from the streets in bright, sunny rooms, 
working awhile at their tasks. Singing, 
with a short service and a shorter talk at the 
close, then the frolic at the very end, playing 
games one half hour. Over one hundred 
children belong to the Saturday school. 

We have had directly under our care, 
supporting mostly, and planning for, six 
children. Each story, were it told, is most 
pathetic. These children belong more truly 
to the Church, and to us, because for various 
reasons they have no one else to care for 
them. We count them a sacred trust. 

Then the mothers. We would never wish 
to miss the Thursday afternoon meeting. 
Beginning to come at three, the mothers 
arrive until the close. Sixty we have had 
this year. Thirty-five dollars were paid to 
them for sewing, and many stitches were 
taken by them because they wanted to help 
some one else. 

St. Agnes’ Guild has been a joy for the 
most part. To be sure. to one who has lived 
in close touch with forty or more girls, 
heartaches and tears have come at times 
for the wayward, the overburdened and 
sorrowful ones. We have felt a great 
strength in the Guild prayer, knowing that 
forty others were praying for us as we were 
remembering them. 

Did I say at the beginning there were 
many coming and going? One could not, 
or would not, want to record all the events of 
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the days in the Parish Building, or in the 
homes of the people. Our lives have been 
lived with those to whom the dear Father 
sent us. 

People have come to my door at all hours, 
for many requests. My girls have ever 
been welcome and free to come at any time. 
No time scarcely was my own, but I loved 
to have it so, for it was the “ Father's busi- 
ness." Now that I have been sent on to 
another part of the Vineyard, is it wrong to 
cast a loving look back ? 

We feel most grateful to all who have 
helped us personally or with their means. 

Miss Cole's Missionary Class have been 
untiring in their help in every direction. 
God bless them, every one! 

Every child with whom we have had to do 
has had more than one picnic. We have 
gone out in small and large parties, two or 
three times each week during the summer, 
to Fairmount Park, Chestnut Hill and Wil- 
low Grove. Many of the older ones have 
had outings too. One woman hadn't been 
out for a day's pleasure for thirty years, 
and another for twenty-five. А limited 
number were sent away for a week or more. 

So we would sound the note of ‘‘loving 
kindness and tender mercies” which have 
so marked our steps, and give all the praise 
to Him who "has blessed the year with 
increase.’

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As usual, I herewith submit my Annual 
Report of the Church of the Crucifixion. 
This is my TWENTY-SEVENTH. 

, After having written Twenty-Srx Annual 
Reports I have nothing new to say. 

The character of the work may have 
changed somewhat, but on the whole it is 
the same old story of sin and suffering and 
of the attempts to put the healing tree into 
the bitter water. 

Sin and indifference remain as strong as 
ever. There still remains much land to be 
conquered. There is plenty of work to be 
done for God and humanity and apparently 
there always will be. The devil does not 
grow old and he always finds plenty of 
recruits for his army. 

The coming of large numbers of colored 
people into the city from the South compli- 
cates matters very much. We now have 
about 70,000 colored people in Philadelphia, 
and 150,000 in the State. 
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The immigrants who are at all religiously 
inclined go to Methodist or Baptist Churches, 
because they did so at their homes in the 
South. 

But there is a very large number of loafers 
and criminals who neither fear God_nor 
man. What is to become of them? They 
are human beings with souls that can be 
saved, To reach any of them something 
quite different from the ordinary church 
services is necessary. They will not come 
to these directly. 

There is the Sunday-school, which, if well 
manned with good teachers, could do much. 
But just here is one of the weakest spots in 
our work,- Teachers who are willing to do 
this kind of work are not forthcoming. We 
are trying to make bricks without straw. 

We hear a great deal about the heathen 
abroad, but what of the heathea at home? 
The Gospel must not remain in Jerusalem, 
but it should be preached there first. Africa 
must be reached, but descendants of Africa 
in a Christian land should be reached fir 

For patriotic and Christian regso

AN APPEAL. 


The Church of the Crucifixion was 
founded in 1847. It has stood all these 
years as a beacon light, ever pointing to 
higher and nobler things. It has been 
teaching the colored people of this city 
that they have a spiritual nature as well as 
an animal one; that it is not all of life to 
eat, drink and sleep. That the influence 
which has gone out of the Church has 
been a factor for good in the community 
is self-evident. 

There never was a time when it was more 
clearly demonstrated that good citizen- 
ship consists in individual character, and 
that no character can be developed with- 
out the improvement of the spiritual side. 
No system of education which omits this 
is sufficient for the needs of the state or 
the individual. Amidst its many activi- 
ties, the Church has always sought to 
build up a solid Christian character. 

This report, which is sent out, keeps 
those who have given for the support of 
the Church in touch with the work that 
is being done. It shows how their gifts 
are doing good, and it informs those who 
did not know that the Episcopal Church 
has long been carrying on this mission 
work in one of the socially poorest parts 
of our city. It will be seen that the new 
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Summer Home has occupied much of the 
time of the Minister, but this undertaking 
has been remarkably successful, and on 
that account we can confidently ask for 
about $600 more to make some necessary 
improvements to the property. 

If the money is in hand soon, the work 
can be done cheaper than if we wait till 
next spring. 

Crowded summer life in the city is hard, 
and no better help can be given than to 
send as many as possible from the single 
rooms, from the small streets and courts, 
during the hot days, to breathe for a little 
while Heaven’s fresh air and enjoy her 
sunshine. 

The Current Expense Fund needs the 

same loving gifts as in past years, while 
the Endowment Fund is ever ready to 
receive additional amounts, so that this 
work may be permanently provided for.

To the Wardens, Vestry and Contributors :— 


I herewith submit my Annual Report of 
the Church of the Crucifixion. This is 
my. TWENTY-EIGHTH. 

All the services of the Church have been 
carried on in the usual way. The attend- 
ance about the same as last year. There 
is generally a good morning congregation 
on Sundays, but the evening services are 
not well attended, That means that the 
people are far away from the Church, and 
do not, and in many cases cannot, attend 
a second service because of the expense 
of so doing. 

The question of the situation of the 
Church needs serious consideration. 

The ehief special work of the year, and 
one with which I am perfectly satisfied, 
has been the purchasing and opening of 
the Summer Outing Home, on the West 
Chester Trolley road, near Penn Hotel. 

One hundred and sixty-eight (168) per- 
sons have used the Home during the warm 
weather. Many remained for one week, 
a few tor a longer period, and others for 
less time. 
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During my nearly twenty-nine years 
at the Church of the Crucifixion, I have 
done nothing that has brought more im- 
mediate joy. The Home has been a god- 
send, a blessing to those who have been 
permitted to use it. The gratefulness of 
all has been really pathetic. Nearly ten 
acres of ground over which to roam; fresh 
air, good water and healthy food have 
come.as a new experience to all. When 
one woman who was sent there was first 
seen by those at the Home, it was quietly 
whispered around: ''She has come out 
here to die." Two weeks’ stay sent her 
home, strong enough to do her work. 
Some, old and young, had never been in 
the country before; knew nothing of what 
a trolley ride in the country and the pleas- 
ures of a country life mean. Every one 
who stayed any length of time went away 
physically benefited. I feel, too, that 
their souls were broadened and life meant 
something more to them. Children cried 
when the time came for them toleave. To 
some of the children, it seemed that a 
clean single bed. was a luxury never before 
enjoyed. 

The behavior of all was perfectly satis- 
factory. The neighbors are kind and are 
delighted that we purchased the place. 
Every one has a good word to say about it. 
- Six hundred ($600) dollars could be wisely 
spent at once in various improvements. 


The ‘‘ Parish Guards" now.number over 


one hundred boys. They are for the most 
part members of Sunday-schools in the 
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city. I meet a portion of them for Bible 
study every Monday evening, and the re- 
mainder on Thursday evening. The or- 
ganization attends public service once a 
month. Many of them went to the Home 
for a short period. Their drills were new 
things to the neighborhood and proved 
attractive. Besides drilling at certain 
times in the Parish Building, they make 
use of the Gymnasium. Money is needed 
to help them in various ways. 

The Y. M. C. Association of the city, 
becoming homeless during the past winter, 
are now sheltered in the Parish Building, 
where they hold regular services, together 
with their other meetings. They will re- 
main until they get the means to rent a 
place of their own. 

The Sunday-school, at 903 McKean 
street, has outgrown its quarters. We 
really need a larger place for its accommo- 
dation. 

The Parish House has been used in var- 
ious ways for doing good.

The Vestry would especially call atten- 
tion to the fact that there is now a deficiency 
in the treasury, there being not enough 
money to pay salaries and other bills for the 
present, although they have tried to carry 
on the work in the most economical manner. 
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They trust that this statement will be suffi- 
cient to add new subscribers and annual 
contributors to the work, as many of the 
older ones have died, while the needs of the 
Church remain the same.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Or тне Rev. Henry L. PHILLIPS FOR THE 
Year ENDING Nov. 1, 1906. 


To the Wardens, Vestry and Contributors :— 


I herewith submit my Yearly Report of 
the Church of the Crucifixion. This is my 
Twenty-ninth. 

On the last Sunday of January, 1907, if 
my life is spared, I will have completed 
thirty years of service at this Church. 

One cannot look back on so many years 


` without feelings of joy and sorrow. For 


those who have been helped physically 
and spiritually ; for those who have been 
induced to acknowledge their manhood and 
to live as the children of God ; for those 
who have passed triumphantly into the 
other world, I cannot but feel thankful. 

But another picture presents itself. It is 
a picture of failures. Could not things 
have been done better and better results 
obtained? Is it not a mistake after all to 
have remained so longin one place? Could 
not some one else have done better for the 
work? 

These are questions that no one may be 
able to answer for me—questions that 
must remain unanswered. 

For the help that the Church has received 
during these many years, I cannot but be 
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devoutly thankful. As needs arose, friends 
have been raised up. A beautiful Church 
and a fine parish house are the outward and 
visible signs of the many friends which the 
Church has had. I have tried to be faithful 
in the work of the parish, not only because 
I am a minister of God, but because of 
those for whom I was only acting as 
steward. 

During the past thirty-seven (37) years (I 
have really been working at the Church of 
the Crucifixion since 1870) the population of 
the neighborhood has changed entirely. 

Poverty and ignorance still exist among 
many of the colored people, whom the 
Church istrying to reach. In 1877 it was 
said by Bishop Stevens: ‘Тһе Church is 
planted where it is to do what it could 
towards leavening. this impure mass of 
humanity with the Gospel of Jesus Christ.” 
The Church is still striving to do the same 
work, but the people are no longer in its 
immediate neighborhood. Poverty and dis- 
tance prevent many from attending the ser- 
vices. І feel most stro. gly that the Church 
ought to go farther west. We feel our dis- 
tance from the people, especially in the 
attendance at the Sunday-school and at the 
night services. 

n the other hand, to make up for our loss 
at the Crucifixion, the work at 905 McKean 
street is in a flourishing condition and is 
growing steadily. We now rent the whole 
house. The rooms on the first floor have 
been thrown into one, making a fine chapel. 
Besides the Sunday-school and Sunday 
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evening services, week-day services are 
held in the building n. 
Summer Home — The Summer Outing 
Home has fully justified the reason, for its 
creation. It was opened on June 23 and 
closed September 15. One hundred and 
fifty (150) persons used it during that time. 


‘Many more would have come if we had had 


room for them. There were more mothers 
this year, with sick children. We were glad 
to have them, but they naturally remained 
much longer than the usual one week. We 
ought to have at least four more rooms that 
would accommodate from twelve to sixteen 
persons. Asthey are to be used only for 
summer purposes, a little less than $400 
would cover all expenses of erection. A 
small ice-house is also needed.

Aside from the regular week-day work of 
the Church, in the way of sewing school, 
mothers’ meetings, guilds for young men 
and women, the parish house has been very 
much used by different charitable organiza- 
tions of the city, and I am very glad to 
have them do so,

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AN APPEAL. 

The Vestty of the Church of the Cruci- 
fixion, in sending out this appeal, would 
respectfully call special attention to the 
synopsis of the work (given by Rev. Mr. 
Phillips) which the Church, in the good- 
ness of Divine Providence, and through the 
generous assistance of friends, has been 
enabled to accomplish. The minister in 
charge completed thirty years of faithful 
service there last February, and is more 
vigorous and aggressive in the prosecution 
of the work than he has ever been. 

Funds are needed for current expenses. 
The good which this Church can do among 
the poor and neglected is only limited by 
its resources. And as there is a constant 
increase in the colored population of the 
city, this is surely the time for lengthening 
the cords and strengthening the stakes. 

The Summer Home, as stated by Mr. 
Phillips, is a real godsend, but needs addi- 
tional funds to complete the work so well 
begun and carried on. The putting of 
water into the building would be of great 
value in case of a fire as well as to give the 
means for personal cleanliness, which is 
one of the lessons the Home seeks to incul- 
cate. 

The Endowment Fund, which now 
amounts to $20,000, is still small, and as 
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the Church of the Crucifixion will always 
be needed, may we not ask that those who 
can will add to it from time to time? 
There need be no fear that an adequate 
endowment will ever prevent the people of 
the parish from doing all that they can to 
help themselves. Those who are making 
wills, by remembering this work, could 
insure the carrying on of the Lord’s work 
in this part of His vineyard for all times 
to come.

To the Wardens, Vestry and Contributors:— 


According to custom, I herewith submit 
my Annual Report for the year ending 
November т, 1907. This is my THIRTIETH. 

"How old art thou?’ Last May the 
Church of the Crucifixion celebrated, with 
appropriate services, the sixtieth anniver- 
sary of the organization of the parish. 

A Church sixty years old has had sixty 
years of opportunity, and it ought to be 
able to show, by what it has done for the 
community during that time, that it has a 
good reason for existing. “ By their fruits 
ye shall know them." 

What is known as a “ Mission Church” 
is usually thought of as some little thing in 
a corner that is of very little importance. 

This Church, begun by Mr. Thomas 
Latimer, under Bishop Alonzo Potter, has 
been trying in every way not only to 
preach the Gospel in its most technical 
sense, but to help in every possible way 
the community. Many good influences 
which are now at work in the city have 
come into existence because of the exist- 
ence of this Church. 
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The Home for the Homeless, now re- 
moved to 1327 Fitzwater street, where it 
can do a much larger work, was the first 
child of the Church of the Crucifixion. It 
was the first and for many years the only 
place in this city where any woman or 
child could get a night’s lodging, free. It 
began the first sick-diet kitchen by cook- 
ing and sending out meals to those that 
were sick and in need of proper nourish- 
ment. 

The old Church becoming: inadequate, 
a new site was bought and a suitable 
building erected in 1884, after a ground 
rent was paid off. In 1887 the old Church 
was torn down and a parish house built. 
In тоот the Church was entirely destroyed 
by fire and the parish house much dam- 
aged. It was rebuilt in r9o2 and the 
parish house repaired and enlarged. 

In the old Church one of the first free 
kindergarten schools in the city was begun. 

In June, 189o, a work was begun near 
Ninth and McKean streets. It is in a 
flourishing condition, and points out the 
way by which many people could be 
reached without the organization of 
parishes. A small house is rented and the 
necessary alterations made for chapel work. 

In June, 1894, another mission was 
started at Dorrance and Ellsworth streets. 
It has now grown into the flourishing parish 
of St. Simon-the-Cyrenian, under the 
Church of the Holy Apostles. 

Through some of those connected with 
the Church of the Crucifixion a penny 
savings bank was begun, chiefly for kinder- 
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garten children. It grew, and other kinds 
of work were entered into for the ameliora- 
tion of the poor, until to-day there is the 
Starr Bank, 906 South street, with about 
15,000 depositors; the stamp savings sys- 
tem, with about seventy centres; the Starr 
Centre, doing a large social work, and the 
Starr Park at Seventh and Lombard streets. 
These are not under the management of the 
Church of the Crucifixion, but grew out of 
work begun by persons interested in this 
Church. 

The Church of the Crucifixion was one of 
the first to insist that poor Churches with 
areal future ought to be endowed, in order 
that the Lord’s work might be carried on 
in the right way among His needy ones. 

The Church League for work among 
Colored People of the Diocese is an out- 
growth of the work of the Church of the 
Crucifixion. Through this League, St. 
Augustine’s Chapel, at Broad and Diamond 
streets, was begun and continued. It has 
assisted St. Simon-the-Cyrenian and other 
works in the city. It has helped to bring 
before the Diocese the fact that there is 
still a large colored population in our 
midst uncared for. It is now spending 
$1,000 a year in work among colored 
people. 

'The Summer Home, near Penn Hotel, on 
the West Chester Pike, containing ten acres 
of ground, with three houses, barn and ice 
house (house for boys and ice house having 
been added last winter),is doing just such 
a work of mercy as the Master Himself 
would have smiled on, were He personally 
in our midst. 
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Last summer ror persons made use of it. 
The effect on the physical nature of those 
who were privileged to use it was simply 
marvelous. I know of no other place like 
it anywhere. It is not simply an outing 
place, but a home where the attempt is 
made to bring religious influences to bear 
on those who are there. It is taking the 
work of the parish, in part, to the country. 

This home still needs some things to 
make it complete. The barn must be 
repaired, at a cost of $230. There is a fine 


stream of water running through the ' 


grounds. I would ike to put water in the 
large house, adding also a bathroom. То 
do this, by means of a water-wheel and new 
well, will require $850. When this is done 
we will have a complete plant of which the 
Diocese might be proud. 

It may not be possible to put the water 
in the house for next summer's use, but I 
hope the friends of such a good work will 
allow me to repair the barn as soon as 
possible. 

The regular services of the Church have 
been kept up during the year. Through 
them men, women and children are being 
better fitted for good citizens in the King- 
dom of God here, the poor is having the 
gospel preached to them, and preparation 
is being made for life in another world. 

The sewing school, mothers’ meetings 
and guilds for young men and women have 
all been carried on and have done some 
good work during the year. 

The Guild of the Holy Cross has given 
most valuable help to the Summer Home.

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AN APPEAL. 


The Convocation of South Philadelphia 
decided, last spring, to make use of the 
Church of the Crucifixion, at Eighth and 
Bainbridge Streets, as the instrument 
through which it wil work for the re- 
ligious and moral instruction and uplift 
of the large number of colored people 
living south of Walnut Street, between the 
two rivers, and especially west of Broad 
Street. The Vestry of this Church has there- 
fore become virtually the agent of the Con- 
vocation for the direction of this work, 
which has been carried on during the past 
fiscal year (as for thirty-one years preced- 
ing) by the Rev. Henry L. Phillips, who this 
year (since April) had the help of an as- 
sistant minister, and also of a parish 
worker, provided by the Church League 
for work among Colored People of the 
Diocese, The quantity of good work done, 
and the means employed, may be learned 
from the following Annual Report, to 
which your attention is earnestly invited. 

The recent great increase of the negro 
population in Philadelphia, combined with 
the poverty and ignorance of the newcom- 
ers, make it necessary that the work should 
be continued on a much darger scale. It 
is the work of the Church, to whom the 
command of the Master to preach the Gos- 
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pel to every creature is ever present; and 
when she tries to do this work, the results 
are always seen in better citizenship, purer 
family life and nobler Christian living. 

An authority has said: “It is a subject 
of frequent comment by people who know, 
that it is nearly always possible to recog- 
nize a Protestant Episcopal colored man 
by his bearing even though one may know 
nothing of his record.” 

What is necessary now is, in the first 
place, to support the work that is already 
being done, and, in the second place, to 
extend it wherever needed. To do this, 
the Vestry, acting for the Convocation, 
herewith takes the opportunity to lay be- 
fore you the financial needs of the work, be- 
lieving that you will gladly help in meet- 
ing them. There is now a deficit of $86.75 
in the current expense account, and more 
than the usual amount must be raised to 
carry out our larger plans. 

In the name of the Master who has 
taught us that we may serve Him accepta- 
bly by ministering “unto the least of these 
His brethern,” we appeal to you for per- 
sonal interest and financial aid in the ex- 
tention of this much needed work.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Or THE Rev. Henry L. PHILLIPS FOR THE 
Year Enpvine Nov. т, 1908. 


To the Wardens, Vestry and Contributors :— 


In submitting this, my THIRTY-FIRST Ам- 
NUAL Report, it might be well, for the sake 
of encouraging those who have so nobly 
supported the work, and also for the sake 
of those who are about to take a more ac- 
tive part in carrying the Gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ to people of the colored 
race, in the Convocation of South Phila- 
delphia, to give a brief history of the 
Church and of the work which it has been 
trying to do. { 

In the year 1847, a Mission was begun 
by Mr. Thomas Latimer, under Bishop 
Alonzo Potter, in the neighborhood of 7th 
and Lombard Streets. The same year, 
a parish was organized, under the name, 
CHURCH oF THE CRUCIFIXION. A Church 
was soon built on 8th Street, near Bain- 
bridge Street. 

In 1884, a new Church was erected on 
Bainbridge Street, near 8th Street, and a 
Parish House built in 1887 on the site of 
the old Church. 
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In 1902, the Church was destroyed by 
fire and rebuilt soon after—the Parish 
House was also enlarged. 

The Church of the Crucifixion was’ in- 
tended for the poorest, who could be 
reached in any way, and it has always tried 
faithfully to carry the elevating Gospel of 
the Christ to those who do not willingly 
go to a church, or who cannot pay to have 
the Gospel preached to them. 

No colored person within reach of the 
Church of the Crucifixion can truly say, 
“I do not go to church because I have noth- 
ing to give" The sign outside—‘Free’— 
means free. The way in which house-to- 
house work is carried on can be gathered 
from the large number of children bap- 
tized during the past year. With a few 
exceptions they are the children of parents 
who belong to no church, and who would 
not have had them baptized, unless they 
had been thus specially visited, and it often 
takes from three to five visits to get a 
child for baptism. 

In ministering to the poor at this Church 
and in their homes, I can only repeat, that 
there are constant proofs of the truth 
that the Gospel is the power of God unto 
‘salvation, transforming the lives of people, 
making them Christians, and, of course, 
better citizens. The spiritual tone of the 
congregation is good. 

This question of good citizenship is one 
that is dear to the heart of every true 
Philadelphian. Thousands of the most un- 
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desirable class of negroes are constantly 
coming to the city, so that at this time 
there is a population of about 90,000. It 
is a pity that they come, but they do come, 
and what is to be done with them? If 
the Church does not look after them, the 
haunts of vice and crime become their 
natural home. 

The safety of the city demands that 
they be civilized and made into decent 
citizens, because they are children of God, 
and the command to the church is to carry 
the Gospel to them, and bring them to the 
feet of the Master, clothed and in their 
right mind. 

Many agencies are at work to bring 
about these desirable results, but there is 
none more capable than the teaching of 
our Church. The Book of Common Prayer, 
with its constant iteration of the most help- 
ful and elevating truths, is just what the 
race most needs to lift it to the true plane 
of respectable manhood and Christian liv- 
ing. Can the Church rise to its opportunity 
and do the larger and grander work that 
ought to be done for these people and for 
God? Here is the opportunity to preach 
the Gospel and do other Christian work, to 
the heathen at home. Think of it! In this 
city, with its tremendous negro population, 
there is not a Y. M. C. A. Association for 
them. 

Because of the removal of the colored 
people from the neighborhood of 8th and 
Bainbridge Streets, some other works have 
been started. 
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There is a Mission at 905 McKean Street, 
which has outgrown its present quarters. It 
is in a flourishing condition, but needs a 
larger place, and also a kindergarten school. 

Services are carried on at the Home for 
the Homeless, 1327 Fitzwater Street. That 
work must be developed as soon as the 
Church of the Crucifixion has been removed 
farther west. 

There are also a Sunday-school and night 
service at 926 Locust Street. This is car- 
ried on without any expense to the Church 
of the Crucifixion, and for doing that work 
one-half of the salary of the assistant 
minister is now being paid by a gentleman 
who is interested in the neighborhood. 

The Summer Home, near Penn Hotel, on 
the West Chester Pike, fifteen miles from 
63d and Market Streets, is doing just such a 
work of mercy as the Master Himself 
would have smiled on, were He personally 
in our midst. Last summer nearly 200 
persons made use of it. Children and oth- 
ers go there and remain for a week or 
more. The physical benefits are seen at 
once. Moral benefits come, too, from com- 
muning with nature. Then, it is not sim- 
ply an outing place, but a home where 
the attempt is made to bring religious in- 
fluences to bear on those who are there. 
It is a kind of country church for the 
parish. The Home has attracted friends 
who have given liberally to it, but it still 
needs something for which I am going to 
ask, and promise that I will not ask for 
any large gifts hereafter. 
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For the purposes of cleanliness and 
safety, in case of a fire, the Home needs to 
have water introduced into it. A well, 
water wheel, tank, bathroom and tub will 
cost $900. I would like to put the water in 
so as to have it ready by spring. The Home 
is a part of the work of the Diocese, 
through the Church of the Crucifixion, and 
is well worthy of its support. 

A tuberculosis clinic was held in the 
Parish House, last winter, under Dr. Hor- 
ace H. Jenks. It proved a great boon to 
many suffering from colds and incipient 
consumption. One man was sent to White 
Haven, Pa., and has fully recovered his 
health. 

The Church League for work among Col- 
ored People of the Diocese has kindly al- 
lowed the Parish worker to remain at the 
Church of the Crucifixion during the past 
year. Since April 1 she has brought 132 
persons for baptism. 

The Ice-water Fountain, which kind 
friends have allowed me to keep flowing, in 
front of the Parish house, during the warm 
weather, has given cooling drinks, not only 
to those of the neighborhood, but to thirsty 
men and women going to and returning 
from their work along one of the great 
arteries of the city. 

The report of the assistant, who has been 
in the parish since June r, is included in 
mine.

'The assistant minister, as a volunteer, 
visits the Mercy Hostpital every Sunday 
morning, and the Douglass in the after- 
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noon. The choir sang twice at the East- 
ern Penitentiary. 

Any church, in a large city like ours, 
that will send its workers to look after the 
poor and neglected, will always have on 
its hand the question of poverty, in its most 
distressing forms. This is just what the 
Church of the Crucifixion, through its par- 
ish workers and clergy is doing. Many 
of these people, for various reasons, hing- 
ing on their poverty, never come to any of 
the regular services of the Church. They 
must be ministered to in their homes. Is 
not that a Ghrist-like work? 

But the Church of the Crucifixion, from 
a financial standpoint, cannot grapple with 
this problem. If left alone, it must “hands 
off.’ 

I ask every reader of this report to 
make this Church a means by which the 
poor among the colored people can be 
really looked after. I would be glad to 
take any number of persons “slumming,” 
if it is done for Christ's sake, in order that 
seeing may lead to believing. No money 
with which to pay rent; sick and hungry 
children, crying for food; poor and aged 
people, without the ability to work, even 
if work could be found; inability to get a 
physician's prescription filled; not enough 
to bury a child. decently, are experiences 
with which we are quite familiar.

The rapid increase of our colored popu- 
lation has largely been caused by immigra- 
tion of the poorest classes from the South; 
and this in Philadelphia, and its density 
in the southwestern section, must be a 
source of concern to everyone who loves 
the good name of our city and who is 
jealous for the extension of the kingdom 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The following report of its Minister 
shows what the Church of the Crucifixion 
is trying to do for the helping of humanity 
and the uplifting of the kingdom of 
righteousness among these people. The 
large number of baptisms shows one 
concrete result of the house-to-house 
visiting that has been carried on in addi- 
tion to the church services. 

To do this work adequately larger 
means are necessary. Those who ought 
to be most carefully looked after, because 
of their physical and spiritual condition, 
are not such as can give much towards the 
work of their own elevation. 
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The needs of the "current expense 
fund" are now greater than in former 
years because of the employment of an 
assistant clergyman; and the broader scope 
of the work demands this additional help. 
Those who have been contributing to this 
fund will doubtless continue to do so, 
because they feel that it is a gracious 
privilege thus to work for the lowly and 
in this manner manifest their love to the 
Master. But а substantial Endowment 
Fund from which a known income can 
annually be drawn is much needed. Such 
a fund has been started, but it should be 
largely increased, and the Vestry, in this 
appeal, would therefore especially ask for 
such an increase, by means of small or 
large donations intended and specified for 
the Endowment Fund. Those who con- 
tribute in this way are providing that both 
during their lifetime and after their 
decease this special work shall be carried 
on through their assistance. 


The Vestry also hopes that the benefits 
of the Summer Home will warmly com- 
mend it to all those whose hearts are open 
to the cries of the child, the poor and the 
sick that rise from the streets of our 
crowded quarters during the Summer heat.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Or THE Rev. Henry L. PHILLIPS FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING Nov. т, 1909. 


To the Wardens, Vestry and Contributors :— 


Dr. Booker T. Washington tells the 
following story: “I was asked to try and 
settle the troubles in a certain congrega- 
tion. Among other things, the preacher 
was not being paid his salary. While 
speaking, I noticed a man sitting in the 
rear of the church, muttering something. 
At the end of my address, I went to him 
and said: ‘Now, my brother, what is the 
trouble? Tell me, and let us see if we 
cannot settle the matter.’ The man 
answered, 'Ain't gwine to pay him no 
salary.’ ‘What is the matter?’ I asked, 
“Why won't you help to pay the preacher's 
salary?’ ‘Dun paid for dem same ser- 
mons a year ago!’ was the reply.” 

I wonder if one who tries to write a 
Thirty-second Annual Report from the 
same place and on the same subject may 
not be told: “Oh, we have heard you say 
the same things many times before!" 
Well, fortunately, the things said in a 
report one year are forgotten before the 
next one makes its appearance. And so, 
at the end of another year, I wish to give 
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an account of my stewardship to those 
who have nobly allowed Christ’s work to 
go on in this parish. 

Among the 90,000 or more colored 
people of the city, want, poverty, degrada- 
tion, ungodliness are still to be found. 
So the Church of the Crucifixion, trying 
to do the work that the Master wishes to 
have done, finds a large field in which to 
labor. 

The Church stands, in the midst of 
moral unsightliness, for all that is noble, 
helpful and uplifting. It is always seeking 
to carry the light of the Gospel into the 
dark places where it is most needed. | 

First, there is the regular congregation 
worshiping at 8th and Bainbridge Streets— 
worshiping in a Jewish and Italian neigh- 
borhood. There is the Sunday-school, 
with its faithful corps of teachers. -There 
are week-day services and constant gather- 
ings of various parish organizations. The 
Parish House is a home. 

But that is not all that can be done. 
Many are too far away from 8th and 
Bainbridge, and too poor to be able to 
ride. We must go after them. And so 
there is the flourishing work—Sunday- 
school, Sunday evening service, week-day 
service and a celebration of the Holy 
Communion once a month—at oth and 
McKean Streets. A kindergarten school 
has just been added. 

At the Home for the Homeless, 1327 
Fitzwater Street, there is a Sunday-school 
and week-day s¢rvice, where much good 
is being done rot only to the inmates, 
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but to those who can be gotten from 
outside. 

At 926 Locust Street, a Sunday evening 
service is held. Here are a people who, 
if they are to be reached at all, must be 
ministered to in their immediate neighbor- 
hood—in their homes. 

But it would be a mistake to think that 
all the work done by the parish is being 
carried on only in these places. The 
workers recognize the fact that there is a 
large outside congregation that cannot be 
brought to any of these places. "There is 
constant visiting and house-to-house min- 
istrations. The woman of Samaria cannot 
be reached in the synagogue or in the 
temple, but at the well. This kind of 
work may not be tabulated. The workers 
cannot always see results, but they believe 
that the people are God's children, and the 
work done in His name cannot be useless. 

In visiting, the question of food, shoes, 
clothes and rent always comes up. Here 
is a family of five children. They are 
half fed and half naked. That family 
represents scores of others. What is the 
use in talking to them about Sunday- 
School, etc., until something else has been 
done? We have to grapple with the situa- 
tion. The Home for the Homeless will 
supply food, if the needy ones are not too 
far away. 

The Summer Home carried on its work 
of love as in the past years. As to the 
place itself, each year it seems to grow 
more beautiful. The putting in of the 
water—including bathroom and tub— 
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has added very much to the safety and 
comfort of the place. A little boat was 
put on the lake, which was in constant 
use, giving amusement and healthy exer- 
cise. The lake needs enlarging. That 
would add very much to its beauty and 
usefulness. 

Two hundred and eight persons came to 
the Home during the season. The average 
time for scholars of the Sunday-school 
was one week. Some sick persons, espe- 
cially where babies were concerned, stayed 
much longer. Some of the scholars, after 
enjoying a free week, paid to remain 
another, if there was room. 

One homeless boy, whose mother is in 
Phipps Hospital, remained all Summer. 
When he came out he had a bad cough 
and seemed to be going into decline. e 
improved rapidly, and his cough left him 
after he had been out for a few weeks. 
He is to remain with the caretaker during 
the year. He loves the country, and we 
hope to see him grow up into a good 
farmer. If many of the boys could be 
thus taken out and kept in the country, 
they would be saved from the criminal ranks 
and become decent members of society. 

There is not room enough to accommo- 
date all who would like to go out during the 
months of July and August. If another 
cottage could be erected, it would prove 
a great blessing. 

For the enlargement of the lake, and for 
some necessary improvements, I can use 
$400 at least for the next season. All 
those who have contributed to the sweet- 
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ness, the happiness, the health, the uplift- 
ing of human life, through this Home, if 
only for a few weeks, I thank with my 
whole heart. 

. The Church League for Work among 
Colored People continued its worker in 
the parish during the year. The large 
number of baptisms, shown below, is one 
of the results of her work. It means con- 
stant visiting in garrets and cellars, in 
places that are sometimes so dark and 
filthy that one wonders how human 
beings can live in them, Under such 
circumstances, the first thing to be care- 
fully inculcated is the gospel of cleanliness. 
I say carefully, because it is not always 
an easy thing to do. And so light and 
health both for body and soul are con- 
tinually being carried into dark places. 
And who would not be glad to know that 
such a work is being done? 

Every mother whose child has been 
baptized becomes a member of the 
Mothers' Club. Special meetings are held 
for the members, as they cannot be induced, 
at first, to come to the regular services. 
The mothers often bring their children 
to such gatherings which are partly social, 
partly religious. 

These baptisms give us an entrance into 
houses and a claim upon people that we 
could not reach otherwise. 

The fountain in front of the Parish 
Building was just as much used as in past 
years. Many an one has been kept out of a 
saloon because it was there to quench his 
thirst on a hot day. 
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The various societies have done good 
work during the year. The spiritual tone 
of the congregation is good and stands 
as a living proof of the elevating power of 
the Gospel. 

We have to state the loss of one of the 
most remarkable members that the Church 
has ever had, Mrs. Annie M. Purnell, 
who died September s. It was she who 
began the work that is now carried on 
at 9th and McKean Streets, eighteen years 
ago. In season and out of season, she has 
been incessant in visiting and pleading 
with the people of the neighborhood. 
Through her kind words and through the 
material aid that she has been able to 
solicit for others, she has dried many a tear. 
Her loss is keenly felt. Her last desire 
was to have a kindergarten school for the 


‘little ones of the neighborhood. Such а 


school has been opened, but she did not 
live to see it. For her sake, if for no other 
reason, we hope to have funds enough to 
carry on the school. 

The Assistant's report is included in 
mine.

Ig i$ nearly thirty-four years since I 
W to the Church of the Crucifixion. 
far as I understood the reason for 


Bainbridge Streets, I have tried to carry 
out the intention of the founders. 

Regular services—which mean two on 
Sundays and one, at least, during the week 
—have been held. Every effort is made, 
through various organizations, to have 
work done for the Master. The regular 
members show, in their walk and conver- 
sation, the result of the teaching of our 
church. There is an honest attempt made 
to lead clean and decent lives. 

There is a good work carried on at 
Ninth and McKean Streets, towards which 
the Convocation of South Philadelphia 
gives $200 per annum.

The spiritual side of the work at the 
Eighth Ward Settlement House is under 
our supervision. This covers a large 
district and gives us all the work we can 
possibly do. Much of it, after all, must 
be done in households. There are people 
who will never go to church.

The large number of baptisms show that 
much visiting has been done—which means 
that іп: one way or other, the Gospel 
message has been carried to many houses. 

The Church of the Crucifixion is free. 
No one can say: “I cannot come because 
I have nothing to give." While the 
members are urged to give as liberally as 
they can toward their own support, no 
one is taxed for any set amount.

Ае s the actual situation? Here are 
„р that are poor, indifferent to their 

welfare, fearing neither God nor man. 
ey have no desire to come to church. 
hey have no wish to mingle with respect- 
able people, such as one may find in 
church on Sunday mornings. It is very 
easy to say: "Visit them; talk to them." 
That may be done—is done—yet they are 
not induced to come. Shall they be left 
alone? 

What are known as social efforts ought 
to be used to draw them to the church. 
There is much rescue work to be done. 
But these special efforts mean paid workers, 
more or less. Here comes in the crying 
need for more money. There may be 
money enough to carry on the work in 
the ordinary way, but when it comes to 
making special efforts, I sometimes do 
not have five cents to spend. 

Take the music, for example. As a 
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means of attraction to the night services, 
I ought to be able to spend hundreds of 
dollars where I cannot spend hundreds of 
cents. There should be orchestral music. 
But that means money. Because it is 
home work—city work—is that any reason 
why a sufficient amount of money should 
not be spent, if that is the best way to 
carry on the Master’s work among the 
people of whom we are speaking? 
Gymnasium and other social work need 
the expenditure of some money. Boys 
can be reached in this way, under proper 
directors. Different baits for different 
kinds of fish. I ought to be allowed to 
use about $600 more than we are spending 
now. I would like to try it for one year, 
and if I could not show satisfactcry results, 
I would not ask for it again. I would feel 
that I was misspending somebody's money 
On October т, the Rev. Robert H. Tab 
became assistant in the Parish. 
Summer | Home.—So far as 
success and immediate good are con 
the Summer Home work is sat¥gtactory. 
The Home opened June 26th andwclosed 
September 8th, with an average attendance 
of twenty a week. Here each member of 
the Sunday-school and choir, who can go, 
has a week free. Then come the mothers 
with babies. A number of children who 
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were practically homeless, for the time 
being, remained all the summer. Health 
has been given, more happiness has been 
obtained, by a short stay at the Home 
than can be gotten during the remainder 
of the year.

of 1910, more than 6700 negroes,—most 
of them very poor and very Godless. In 
addition to the services and parochial 
work for and by its own congregation, 
this Church is constantly striving to 
bring many of these outsiders to the 
knowledge that Christ is their Saviour; 
and is ministering to them just as fully 
as its physical equipment and the money 
at its disposal will permit.

While most of the money for the sup- 
port of this work is derived from a slowly 
growing Endowment Fund, and a very 
generous proportion is contributed by 
the regular congregation, it would fail 
far short of its possibilities, were it not 
for the continued financial support ot 
other organizations and individuals who 
realize that they can best serve the Lord 
Jesus by ministering unto some “of the 
least of these" His brethren.

Of the Rev. Robert H. Tabb from Nov. ist 
1912 to Oct. 31st 1913.

It is with a deep feeling of gratitude to 
Almighty God, and to His servants who 
Lave so ably assisted me, that this, my second 
annual report, is sent forth. 

God has signally blessed my efforts to do 
His work. This is particularly noticeable in 
the deepening of the spiritual life of the peo- 
ple committed to my charge, in their fuller 
realization of the responsibility resting upon 
them, and in the determined effort to meet it. 
These results inspire one with the belief that 
the future will show still greater things 
accomplished. 

The attendance at public worship has been 
exceptionally igood. The re-routing of the 
trolley service puts the majority of the com- 
municants to considerable inconvenience to 
reach the church, but each service shows a 
goodly number present. The average atten- 
dance at Morning Service has been 9o, af 
Evening Service 4o. When the fact is con- 
sidered, that we have less than five families, 
as regular attendants, living east of Broad 
Street, it must be admitted that those who 
come have a genuine interest and love for 
the Church of the Crucifixion. 

Financially, we have tried to meet evety 
call of the general church. Perhaps, what has 
been done along this line may. not seem to 
be much, when the actual sums given are 
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taken into account. When, however, it be 
remembered that my people are poor, and 
that out of a little something has been given, 
and that most cheerfully; then, indeed, the 
spirit in which it was given is most commen- 
dable. I say, commendable, because the 
"high cost of living" places a heavy burden 
upon my people, even in getting the bare 
necessities of life. They have to depend 
upon very small wages, and pay large rentals 
for their homes. Therefore, for them to con- 
tribute large sums for the support of their 
church, or any charity, is an economic im- 
possibility. Yet, they have responded to 
every call, and their small contributions re- 
present large sacrifices, but withal, sacrifices 
of love. 

Through special effort for extra work of 
the parish, and in meeting the calls of the 
general church, $452.03 have been raised. This 
amount is not included in the Accounting 
Warden's report. 


SUNDAY SCHOOL. 


This important part of the Church's work 
goes steadily on. What has been said of the 
Church is in every particular true of the 
Sunday School. We can report progress. 
The average attendance is 55. I do not 
think, however, that we can expect as large 
attendance as was had in former years. The 
children are not in this neighborhood; they 
live two far away to walk readily, and their 
parents cannot afford the car fare. We cannot 
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get large numbers, but we are trying to 
thoroughly establish Christian principles in 
these we have. If successful in this, we shall 
not have labored in vain. 

The Sunday School has given for outside 
work $55. 


SOCIAL WORK. 


From October until the middle of May, we 
had a social evening for the children. It af- 
forded them a great deal of pleasure; and 
gave an opportunity for personal contact with 
some boys and girls that otherwise could not 
have been obtained. Furthermore, this kind 
of work leads to the Sunday School, and is 
far more effective for good than one some- 
times think. Here is a case in point. A 
lad of fourteen years came for the social ev- 
ening. Eventually, he became a member of 
the Sunday School. During October, he died. 
A day or so before his death, he called his 
mother to his bedside and asked her to read 
the Ten Commandments for him, and pray 
for him. The mother did as requested, but 
knew not the reason why. She was not con- 
nected with our Church. The little fellow, 
however, had gotten his conception of the 
religious life from this rule of the faith, and 
believing in the truthfulness of its teaching, 
committed himself into the hands of his 
Heavenly Father. 

With this case in mind, and believing that 
others brought in through this means are 
likewise influenced for good,—l ask, Is such 
work. worth while? It is our privilege to 
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sow the good seed, but must leave results 
with God. 

This work has been started again this fall 
as a venture of faith. We need $75, to keep 
it going. Will not some one help? 

During the Christmas holidays, an ex-traor- 
dinary treat was given the parents and 
children of our Sunday school, by a number 
of ladies from ‘Miss Coles Tuesday Bible 
Class. It was an afternoon of continuous 
delight; joy on ail sides, and we are апх- 
iously awaiting their return. 

We are greatly indebted to the young! ladies 
of the Junior Auxiliary of Holy Trinity 
Parish for their generous gift of candy for 
the Childdren’s Festival, and also most grate- 
ful to the Sunday School and the King’s 
Daughters of the Church of the Saviour for 
their donation of presents for the same 
purpose. 


SUMMER HOME. 


The Summer Home was a great source of 
{оу and health to many. It was really mar- 
vellous to see the change wrought in the 
children after-a few days stay. Alf who came 
were truly grateful for the good time had, 
and were unanimous іп saying—'that it was 
good to have been there’. 

The people of the Church, by ertertain- 
ments, raised $110.80 towards the support of 
the Home, and also gave some groceries and 
several dishes.

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AN APPEAL FOR THE CHURCH 
OF THE CRUCIFIXION. 


By the figures in the U. S. Census for 
1910 there were then more than 84,000 
colored people in Philadelphia, and there 
are now probably more than 100,000, for 
our negro population increased one-third 
between the years 1900 and тото (while 
our native-born white population increased 
only one-sixth), and the greatest cause of 
negro increase, viz., immigration from the 
South, still continues in about the same 
proportion. Most of these new-comers 
are very poor and ignorant and Godless; 
and while it may be the duty of the State 
to educate them, it is the bounden duty of 
the Church to help them to live on a 
higher moral and spiritual plane by giving 
them the knowledge of Christ, the Saviour 
of mankind, and therefore their Redeemer. 

When the Church of the Crucifixion was 
founded in 1847, its location at Eighth and 
Bainbridge Streets was in the middle of 
the “black belt" of Philadelphia, and it 
remained so for more than fifty years. It 
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was then, and it still is, the only mission 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church to the 
colored people in the southeastern part of 
our city. Since the beginning of this 
century, however, the better class of 
colored people have been moving west of 
Broad Street, and even west of the Schuyl- 
kill River, so that now a large proportion 
of the regular congregation of this church 
comes, and comes regularly, a long distance 
to attend its services. Many of their old 
homes have been occupied by the poorer 
class of negroes above referred to, so that 
there still remains in the district south of 
Spruce and east of Broad Street more than 
6,700 of them. This church is, therefore, 
serving the dual purpose of carrying on 
services and parochial work for the mem- 
bers of its own congregation and of doing 
real missionary work among those who 
otherwise would have no knowledge of the 
Gospel and its saving grace. 

In addition to the regular and special 
services in its Church on Bainbridge above 
Eighth Street, its Parish House on Eighth 
above Bainbridge Street is well planned 
and equipped and thoroughly used by the 
Sunday-school and various Parish organi- 
zations, and its Summer Home, near the 
Penn Hotel on the West Chester Pike, 
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receives for short visits during the hot 
season many members of its congregation 
and other colored people, who thus get 
their only experience of green fields and pure 
food and country air. 

The money to carry on all this work 
comes principally from the income of a 
slowly growing Endowment Fund for the 
church, and a smaller one recently started 
for the Summer Home and from the 
generous offerings of its congregation. 
But these amounts would be totaHy inade- 
quate without the contributions of a large 
number of individuals and organizations 
who believe in missionary work at home 
and in the way in which the Church of the 
Crucifixion is carrying the Gospel of Christ 
to some of the least of these His brethren.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Of the Rev. Robert H. Tabb for the 
Year November L: 1913, to 
October 3k 1914. 


Another year has come and gone and my 
Annual Report is cheerfully sent forth to 
the kind friends who have enabled me to 
accomplish something towards the further 
establishment of the Kingdom of our 
blessed Lord. 

The Church of the Crucifixion has 
gained an abiding place in the affections 
of the people for whom it has been her 
privilege to minister during her long 
career. This is evidenced by the con- 
tinued interest and attendance of com- 
municants who are far removed from its 
neighborhood. The services are well 
attended. This shows how well the people 
love her simple Prayer Book service. 

Now, to give you a more definite idea 
of just what is meant, let us take a look at 
the usual Sunday morning worshipers. 
We see people from Darby, Elmwood, 
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West Philadelphia, North Philadelphia, 
and of course many from South Philadel- 
phia. Knowing what it costs the people 
to get to and from church, and knowing 
furthermore of their efforts toward the 
support of their church, one is led to the 
conclusion that no penny ever given for 
the maintenance of services at the Church 
of the Crucifixion has been spent in vain. 
These people have a genuine love for the 
church. They do not come to the church 
because of an idle curiosity. They come 
for a purpose, and that to worship their 
Lord and to receive a word of hope and 
encouragement to help them in faithfully 
fulfilling their duty towards God and their 
fellow-men. 

These are not empty words of com- 
mendation, but the simple expression of 
the honest convictions of one who, as the 
shepherd of the flock, watches over it in 
full consciousness of the account to be 
rendered the Great Shepherd. For three 
years now, a short while as Assistant, then 
subsequently as Rector, I have been able 
to form some estimate of the moral worth 
and development of my people. I know 
very well what people look for in a Report 
of this kind, and of the tendency to write 
the Report in glowing terms, to give the 
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impression that one is “making good," 
whether or not the facts will justify the 
Report, but such is neither the intention 
nor the purpose of the present writer. И 
I could not honestly and conscientiously 
say that the people of my church are on 
the whole as I have said, and that there is 
genuine progress in the work being done at 
present in the Church of the Crucifixion, 
I would never say it. I must confess, 
however, that much more could be done 
if the church could afford to employ a 
woman to assist me. 

The Church of the Crucifixion will 
undoubtedly remain what is known as a 
down-town church. This does not mean 
that eventually there will be no one in this 
part of the city to attend the services. 
There are still several thousand colored 
people living in southeast Philadelphia. 
They are not the same people who lived in 
this section ten or fifteen years ago. The 
people of this section are very poor. Our 
largest work will therefore be among this 
class. They need both spiritual and finan- 
cial assistance. The first is always gladly 
given, and one tries never to say no when 
the second is sought. 

We need assistance, therefore, to con- 
tinue the work being done amongst the 
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poor. This means that we need assistance 
for current expenses. Our present mem- 
bers are doing what they can; because of 
their limited means, however, they cannot 
give all that is necessary. Furthermore, 
our plea for assistance towards our current 
expenses is most urgent, inasmuch as the 
church has suffered an extraordinary loss 
this year because of a lawsuit. А rain 
spout, running from the west side of the 
church building, drained upon the adjoin- 
ing lot. The owner claimed that his 
property was damaged «thereby, and forth- 
with entered suit and got judgment against 
the church. The suit and repairs of the 
drain cost the church $185. It will take 
us a long time to overcome that loss. So 
please remember this, as it makes our 
appeal for assistance for current expenses 
doubly urgent. 

Now just a word about thé Summer 
Home work. There were more people at 
the Home this year than ever before. 
Each year the place becomes more highly 
appreciated. I wish it were possible for 
you to hear some of the expressions of 
gratitude which are made. You would be 
convinced as to the good work you are 
doing, in giving joy and comfort to my 
people. Since you do not hear what they 
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say, it becomes my privilege to tell you that 
the people of the church are very thankful 
for your support of the Summer Home. 

The congregation raised for repairs and

OF THE 


Rev. Robt. Н. Tabb for the year, November 1, 
1914, to October 31, 1915 


First of all, I wish to extend profound 
thanks, both for the Vestry and myself, to 
the friends of our work for the assistance 
given us in the year just ended. It is in- 
deed a source of encouragement to us to be 
so generously supported. We are very glad 
that our friends realize that the work we 
are doing at the Church and at the Summer 
Home deserves their support, so we heartily 
thank them one and all. We willingly de- 
clare that the day would be welcomed when 
it could be said to our friends, we have 
reached the point financially, when we can 
meet the whole of our responsibility. How- 
ever much we would like this to be the case, 
such a financial condition is hardly prob- 
able, unless, in the near future, our En- 
dowment Funds should be very substan- 
tially increased. 
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The reason why we must continue to ask 
your support for our church work is due 
to its present location. Most of the better 
class of colored people have removed from 
this immediate vicinity. This has been told 
you time and again, but it is this condition 
that furnishes one of our greatest prob- 
lems. Yet there are still many colored peo- 
ple in our neighborhood that our church 
may influence. We believe, therefore, that 
we are carrying out the wishes of the 
founders of the Church of the Crucifixion, 
and the will of the great Head of the 
Church, when we endeavor to continue our 
work in this section of the city. 

A recent editorial in the “Public Ledger,” 
under the caption, “The Downtown 
Church,” has such a pertinent bearing upon 
our work, and expresses our views so 
clearly, that the liberty is taken to insert a 
part of it here. 

The article says that “A prominent Phil- 
adelphia pastor frankly confesses his dis- 
couragement as he confronts the problem 
of the downtown church, whose congrega- 
tion is in a state of flux towards the sub- 
urbs, away from the gradual or rapid en- 
croachment of the marts of trade. Often 
the problem for the church is solved by 
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abandoning the locality and selling the 
building. But the solution does not help 
the community from which a spiritual bea- 
con light has been removed.” 

Now, as to what is stated in the article, 
we would say that the word “discourage- 
ment” has been long since dropped from 
our vocabulary. ^ Humanly speaking, we 
call the work “our work," but it is not our 
work at all—it is God's work—we are but 
the agents through whom He works. We 
feel, therefore, that it is our bounden duty 
to keep the "spiritual beacon light" burning, 
which the ‘Church of the Crucifixion has 
held up for the past 68 years. We need 
your sympathy, your prayers and your 
financial support, in our efforts. 

We can report that the services, during 
the year just closed, have been exceptionally 
well attended. It would be hard to find 
anywhere a more devout and earnest band 
of Christians. The people who come are 
happy, and appreciate their privileges. They 
consider “the Crucifixion as my Church,” 
and come long distances to share in its wor- 
ship. They give liberally from their lim- 
ited means toward the support of the 
church, and have responded to every appeal 
made. More money has been given for 
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missions than at any time during my min- 
istry here. Every penny given denotes a 
genuine sacrifice, but it is willingly and 
cheerfully made. It can be truthfully said 
that in the work of the Church of the Cru- 
cifixion, both spiritual and financial, a for- 
ward movement is apparent. 

The Summer Home work was carried 
on this year as usual. “This was its tenth 
year. During that period 1500 persons 
have made use of it. Тһе people appreciate 
it more and more each year. Its mainte- 
nance cost about $800 each year. With the 
advance in food, which has been generally 
made, there has necessarily arisen an in- 
crease in the upkeep. But so far we have 
been able to meet each year's expenses. 
Natural wear on building and furniture will 
doubtless increase our expenses in the near 
future, as the main house will have to be 
shingled, fences repaired, and some paint- 
ing will have to be done.

RECTOR'S REPORT 
For the Year Ending October 31, 1917 


This year marks the Seventieth Anniversary 
0f the founding of our church. The event was 
duly celebrated during the third week of May. 
The Anniversary sermon was preached on May 
20 by the Reverend Doctor Phillips, Archdeacon 
of our Diocese for colored work. Bishop Rhine- 
lander was also present at the Sunday morning 
service to administer the rite of Confirmation, 
and gave us words of great encouragement. 
Every available seat in the church was occu- 
pied. The people of the community in general 
testified by their presence as to their apprecia- 
tion of the work of this church. There was also 
a large attendance at the evening service, when 
the preacher was the Reverend J. DaCosta Hare- 
wood of St. Michael’s and All Angels’ Church. 
It was indeed a great pleasure to have with us 
on that memorable occasion our good Bishop 
and the forementioned special preachers, who 
in the past had both labored very successfully 
in this parish. 


The Sunday services were followed during 
the week by social gatherings. Those included 
receptions both for the adults and children of 
the parish. In every particular our Seventieth 
Anniversary was a most enjoyable occasion. 
The kind and assuring words of our visiting 
clerical brethren gave us renewed hope and 
fresh inspiration for the future. 


We thank God most sincerely for the friends 
which He interested in, our work in the past, 
enabling this church to be an instrument of 
good and helpfulness. It is the future of the 
Church of the Crucifixion that I wish to have 
you kindly consider now. I say the future, but 
it is really the present that offers its urgent 
call for assistance, 


A few years ago the question most prominent 
in the minds of those in charge of the mission- 
ary work of the Convocation of South Philadel- 
phia was,—‘‘What shall we do with the Church 
of the Crucifixion?" In fact, for quite à while a 
"For Sale" sign was conspicuously displayed on 
the Parish House. It seemed that the day for 
any partieular usefulness of this church at 
Eighth and Bainbridge streets had ended. This 
was due, as is well known, to the fact that the 
majority of colored people had removed from 
this neighborhood. However, all efforts to sell 
the property failed. One can but believe that 
it was God who brought about that result. To- 
day, conditions have changed. Where formerly 
there were very few colored people in this 
vicinity, now there is a large number of them 
living at our door. 


Thousands of colored people have come re- 
cently to Philadelphia in search of employment. 
Many of them have found homes near the 
Church. The environment by which they are 
now surrounded is entirely different from what 
they have formerly known. It is our oppor- 
tunity to try to safeguard them with the in- 
fluences of the Church in their new condition of 
living. The time to do this work is now, before 
they become social derelicts. As yet they have 
not become spoiled with the idea that Sunday 
observance is to be lightly regarded; that 
Church attendance is not worth while; that to. 
live soberly and righteously is not required. So 
while these fundamental religious ideas are 
still fresh in their minds in some degree, we 
wish to bring some of them under the influence 
of our Church in their new home. We do not 
want any of them to say, "No man cared for 
my soul" Colored people are religious by na- 
ture, but nature may be perverted. Now is our 
chance to do some good work for God and hu- 
manity by doing something for these people. 


It is a generally accepted fact among re- 
ligious and social workers that men's spirits are 
influenced often through their bodies. This 
kind cf work cannot be done without the proper 
equipment. Our gymnasium is in a dilapidated 
eondition. It will cost about $100 to repair the 
gymnasium outfit, and replace the floor of the 
room, which has rotted completely. This will 
afford a means of recreation for the boys and 
girls of the neighborhood. 


Another way by which old and young may 
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be helped is by means of moving pictures. The 
moving picture is one of the best instruments 
by which to teach, using, of course, good, 
moral subjects. A moving picture machine will 
cost $300. 


Supplies are also needed for sewing in the 
mothers' clubs, and in the children's sewing 
circles. 

These three things—gymnasium properly re- 
paired, moving picture outfit, material for sew- 
ing—represent our physicial needs for the work. 


But there is also a spiritual assistance just 
&s much needed. I need the assistance of two 
or three ladies or gentlemen to help in the Sun- 
day School work. 


The remarkable progress which has been 
made by the Negroes of our country is often 
commended. Iam proud of all that is thus said, 
for it certifies that the Negro has some innate 
ability, else there would have been no develop- 
ment or progress. However, it is my candid 
opinion that the major portion of whatever suc- 
cess in life has been achieved by us, has been 
ihe result of our contact with the good white 
pecple of this country in religious and educa- 
tional ways. This contact to-day is not what it 
was in the past. It is, however, an essential 
need in the further development of the race. 
It is a divine injunction that the strong bear 
the infirmities of the weak. The Sunday School 
of the Church of the Crucifixion affords an ex- 
cellent place for carrying out the injunction, 
and by this contact help in the development of 
some of God's people. My plea for the assist- 
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ance of teachers for my Sunday School is a 
Macedonian cry—urgent, necessary: “Come 
over and help us!” Could I tell you how affec- 
tionately is revered the memory of Mr. N. 
Dubois Miller, Miss Gertrude Farr, and other 
teachers who taught in this Sunday School in 
the past, you would realize that such a labor 
of love is not in vain. 


I can report that the Church work has been 
carried on this year as usual. The services, on 


. both Sundays and week days, were regularly 


conducted. 
During the year: Baptized, 23; confirmed, 20; 
married, 17; buried, 15. 


The Summer Home was conducted as in 
former years, affording a most beneficial recre- 
ation to many’ women and children. By the 
strictest economy we were able to close the 
season without any deficit.

A COTTAGE AT THE SUMMER HOME 


APPEAL AND REPORT 
OF THE 
CHURCH OF THE CRUCIFIXION 


By God’s blessing the Church of the Cruci- 
fixion has reached its seventy-fifth year of con- 
tinued service. Though old in years the 
Church is still young in active work. She has 
a life of activity that is not seen in many others 
of the down-town parishes. But for her limited 
means, a larger degree of service could be ren- 
dered to the community 

Never was there a time in the whole of her 
career that she could be more useful in the way 
of social service than at the present. Since the 
Prohibition Law went into effect, it seems that 
the majority of “bootleggers”, ‘‘speakeasies’’, 
and the peddlers of nareotic drugs, have chosen 
our neighborhood to carry on their unlawful 
business. Тһе neighborhood has become notor- 
ious for evil. The conditions under which we 
are forced to live are awful. Drunkenness is 
more prevalent than it was in former times. 
The foulest language imaginable is heard at 
any time on our streets. It seems that the 
vilest men and women in Philadelphia come 
down here. It is not difficult to imagine what 
the results of such conditions will be upon the 


‘minds of the young people of the neighborhood. 


Thé only way I can conceive that these baneful 
influences may be counteracted is for the church 
to be in a position to offer innocent amusement, 
and thereby keep good ideals before these 
young folks. A moving picture outfit would be 
highly conducive to this end, but we, ourselves, 
have not the means to secure one. We һауе 
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well attended classes in religious instruction, but 
these classes are held mainly on Sundays. The 
conditions mentioned above prevail more 
largely in the week. Then it is that the more 
effective work could be done, if we had the 
moving picture machine. There would be no 
difficulty in securing the children. We have 
nearly a hundred of them in attendance every 
Sunday. With the added interest which a 
moving рше machine would give, I believe 
we could have three hundred every day we 
called for them to come. 

I have given serious and prayerful thought 
to the conditions by which we are surrounded, 
desiring to help in remedying them. The 
moving picture idea seems to offer the only 
solution to the problem if we are going to save 
the children and young men and women. The 
value of the “movies” for instruction either for 
good or bad is generally conceded. With the 
ehurch furnishing the kind of picture that she 
would be expected to furnish, there is no doubt 
that much good will be done. And if our learned 
Congressmen can see the great advantage of 
teaching through the eye as well as by the ear, 
having expressed the desire for a moving picture 
machine in the halls of Congress, certainly it is 
evident that it will be most advantageous for 
us to have such a machine in a work where we 
teach the young and the unlearned. 

I hope those who read this will give what has 
been written serious consideration. I am most 
anxious to have this machine. Here, I believe, 
is a means whereby most effective work may be 
done. So I beg you most earnestly to соте to 
my assistance in this way and help me to help 
the young folks in my neighborhood in their 
struggle for life. It is verily an undertaking 
that is worth while, and I hope you are going to

let us sieze the opportunity for a splendid ser- 
vice of uplift to a much neglected people. 

Last year, I made a plea for our Endowment 
Fund. I wish to repeat that plea, and empha- 
size the imperative need of such a fund. With 
the permission of the Bishop of the Diocese 
and the Standing Committee, we could find a 
more favorable and congenial locality for our 
Church, which in itself would help us financially. 
But we believe that it would be an eternal re- 
proach upon the great Episcopal Church, if this 
neighborhood of poverty, misery, and vice were 
entirely without our ministration. Hence our 
continued plea for an Endowment Fund suffi- 
cient to maintain the work. We believe that 
an endowment fund of $50,000.00 will per- 
petuate the work. We have set that sum as our 
goal. Ten Thousand Dollars will enable us to 
reach our objective. What more laudable act 
could be done than to leave a bequest for the 
Endowment Fund of the Church of the Cruci- 
fixion when a will is made? It was due largely 
to earlier bequests that this fund has reached 
its present size, and we hope and pray that 
some more of the friends of this work will 
thus remember it. 

There is nothing unusual to report as to our 
year's progress. We have gone steadily about 
our work, proclaiming the old Gospel handed 
down to us by the Fathers as the “power of 
God unto salvation" both now and in the here- 
after. The services have been very well 
attended. Our financial showing is not as good 
as last year, but that seems to be the general 
condition. To our deep regret, the fiscal year 
ended leaving us with a small deficit. Never- 
theless, the members of the church did well in 
their contributions, and we feel most grateful 
for what our friends did for us. Our expenses 
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have increased very much in the last few years, 
and it was due to this fact that the deficit arose. 
At our Summer Home, means of recreation 
were afforded 190 persons. Religious services 
were regularly conducted there also. The 
children of the Sunday School were bountifully 
provided with Christmas presents, candy, fruit, 
and a tree by the Sunday School of the Church 
of the Saviour, and Mr. F. A. Adams also 
contributed $5.00 for this purpose. 

During the year 133 publie services were 
held at the Church, 18 adults and children were 
baptized, 13 confirmed, 7 couples married, and 
9 persons buried.

APPEAL AND REPORT 
OF THE 


CHURCH OF THE CRUCIFIXION 


The Church of the Crucifixion has com- 
pleted seventy-five years of service at its 
original location. The anniversary of the 
event was fittingly celebrated on the third 
Sunday of May. There have been dark days 
and bright ones in her history. That this 
church has been able to continue in its pres- 
ent location is in some respects remarkable. 
The constant changing of the neighbor- 
hood’s population has been a great obstacle 
towards progress. The nearest church, 
which was under the Methodist denomina- 
tion, and is situated on Bainbridge street 
between Eleventh and Twelfth streets, is at 
present a second-hand bottle establishment. 
Notwithstanding the continual change in the 
community the Church of the Crucifixion 
has gone steadily forward with its minis- 
try of service. The Baptisms and Confirma- 
tions are keeping up to the average. All 
things considered, which would have an in- 
fluence upon the matter, we can but say 
that the attendance at the services and the 
contributions made are especially good. The 
Sunday School is being well attended. Even 
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on inclement days such as January 14 of 
this year, there was an attendance at the 
Sunday School of thirty-eight children, 
which is fifty per cent, of the regular at- 
tendance. The attendance at the church 
services and the Sunday School sessions 
show a genuine love for the church and her 
ways. So, in every respect, we feel en- 
couraged, and with the continual blessing 
of our Heavenly Father upon our work, we 
believe that it will be a source of comfort 
and helpfulness to this community for many 
years to come. 

As we look back over the past, we do 
not forget the splendid financial assistance 
received from our white friends, individual- 
ly, and through the various branches of the 
Woman's Auxiliary. They have helped us 
much in doing what has been done. And 
we wish to record our feeling of deep ap- 
preciation and profound thankfulness, The 
help which has thus been received is incal- 
culable. And at the same time we wish 
to ask for and emphasize the need of the 
continuance of our friends’ support. While 
it is verily true that we have gone steadily 
forward with the work, there was never a 
time when assistance was more sorely need- 
ed. The increased cost of everything has 
put us under a heavy financial strain, and 
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without some assistance, it is going to 
take us a long time to catch up with our 
obligations. 

In November we were compelled to put 
in a new heating plant. This necessitated 
a loan from the Endowment Fund of $1000. 
It is obvious that in addition to the expendi- 
ture of this sum, we are deprived of the 
amount that would have come to us as in- 
terest from this investment. And, of course, 
we had to buy coal. All that is necessary 
to be said about this is that forty tons are 
needed for the winter’s use. 


We made an appeal for funds to pur- 
chase a moving picture outfit. Through 
the Diocesan Committee of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary $67.85 has been received, in ad- 
dition to several smaller donations. 

We need $250.00 to secure the outfit. 
That such an outfit will be of great serv- 
ice has been evidenced by the large at- 
tendance at several shows given in our Par- 
ish House by the Kirkman Soap Co. There 
were present men, women and children of 
the Hebrew, Italian and Negro races. This 
mixed attendance shows that by this means 
we would have an opportunity to teach 
both religious and Americanization ideals. 
The educational and moral results cannot 
be estimated. We are quite anxious to get 
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this work started, 

The Summer Home was a source of 
health and enjoyment to 150 persons during 
last summer. Much pleasure was afforded 
us by a Ford car given by Dr. H. M. Fisher, 
one of our vestrymen. The ice water foun- 
tain gave a cooling drink to many in the 
neighborhood of our parish house. This 
charity was made possible by a donation 
of $50.00 from Mrs. Eckley B. Coxe, and 
of smaller amounts from other contribu- 
tors. 

There were 144 public services held, 14 
persons baptized and 18 confirmed.

— 
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REPORT AND APPEAL 
OF THE RECTOR 


It is not eustomary to begin a Report with 
an expression of thanks, but as my appeal is 
annually made to our former benefactors, such 
a procedure seems not to be amiss. My heart 
is indeed filled with gratitude, therefore I 
purposely begin this report by telling you, 
first of all, how very thankful I am for the 
generous support which has been given for 
the work of the Church of the Crucifixion. 
Furthermore, my feeling of thankfulness is 
likewise the feeling of the people for whom 
you have made it possible for me to serve. 
I am confident that each and all of them would 
tell you the same thing if it were possible. 

In this connection I cannot refrain from 
registering my deep, heart-felt thanks for the 
munificent support given this work during 
many years by the greatly beloved and lamented 
Mrs. Eckley B. Coxe. Her support of the work 
at the Church and at the Summer Home was 
most generous. She was pleased to know that 
a "cup of cold water" could be partaken in 
His name from the Ice-water Fountain in 
front of the Parish House on South 8th Street. 
Her interest in the Church's Summer Home 
in Chester County was manifested to the very 
last days of her life, for she knew how beneficial 
it was to have a place where poor colored 
women and children could have an outing in 
the country. Perhaps she might not approve 
of my thus telling of her benefactions to this 
work, but my heart is so full of gratitude for 
her many, many kindnesses, that I cannot 
refrain from making this public acknowledg- 
ment of my deep and lasting appreciation. 
Truly the memory of her great love for suffer- 
ing humanity will live on indefinitely! 
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In reporting the work of the Church proper, 
I can state that the services have been regularly 
conducted, with a fairly good number of persons 
in attendance at all services; and the other 
parish duties were performed. We have many 
difficulties, as do other churches similarly 
situated. Our chief difficulty is one of finance. 
The recent confirmation class was composed 
largely of children whom I baptized as infants. 
As has been said time and again, we see in the 
children our only future development. The 
adult Negro does not readily turn to our church. 
Why this is I cannot say definitely. I cannot 
see any reason for resorting to spectacular 
methods. Our aim is to sow the seed of the 
plain Gospel of Christ and leave the result 
with God. There is on the whole a healthy 
tone in the work. The congregation is doing 
its utmost towards meeting our financial obli- 
gations, but the entire budget is too much for 
us, hence I have to appeal to you annually to 
help us. What the congregation gives for the 
maintenance of the work is largely curtailed 
by the excessive rentals colored people have 
to pay, and by the cost of transportation to 
and from the church. This condition is leading 
numbers of our people to be transferred to 
churches nearer their homes. I can only speak 
in the highest terms of the splendid spirit of 
self-sacrifice manifested by the communicants 
who remain. They respond most willingly 
and cheerfully tc every appeal. We were able 
to close the year 1925 without any deficit in 
our Current Expense Account because of the 
splendid response to the November appeal by 
our friends and the determined efforts ot the 
people to do their best. 

There came to me after the November 
appeal a substantial check for the Christmas 
Poor Fund. The disposal of the money from 
this check, with a sum from another friend for 
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the same purpose, gave me a joy that is inde- 
seribable. The prayers by the recipients for 
blessings upon the donors and upon myself 
were very touching. As I went from home to 
home of these poor people, their prayers and 
words of thanks ringing in my ears seemed to 
give elasticity to my steps; and the deep 
reality of their gratitude made me happy 
indeed. Nor can I forget a like gratitude 
expressed by the persons who received coal 
placed at my disposal by another friend of our 
work. 

We were delayed from opening the Summer 
Home the first of July as is the custom, because 
the insignia of a certain organization was 
posted at the entrances of the Home. This 
organization is known to have a feeling of 
antipathy for my people. I was puzzled as 
to just what might be done, nor could I antici- 
pate the effect upon the women and children. 
After taking certain precautionary legal steps, 
the Home was opened the middle of July. 
I was very pleased that nothing of an alarming 
nature happened, yet there was a certain feel- 
ing of fear present during the whole season, 
particularly at night when the organization 
referred to usually functioned. The Home, 
I am pleased to say, has a reputation in the 
neighborhood that is above reproach. There 
has never been a distrubance of any kind. 
The local West Chester paper in 1922 gave a 
half column, front page, write-up ot the Home 
and its management. It was a complete sur- 
prise to me, but what was written was the 
opinion of our neighbors. The Home afforded 
outings to one hundred and ten persons. We 
are anxious to continue this work as in former 


years. 


It is a home and the needs are the needs of 
a home. We need money for the purchasing 
of food, and to pay for the necessary help. 
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Money is also needed for necessary repairs 
to houses, fences, etc. The pump used tor 
pumping water to the main house will have 
to be repaired. The stone dam that stores 
water for power, and gives the children a place 
to play will have to be partially rebuilt. These 
are our chief needs, but (as in every home) 
there are of course minor needs which have 
to be met as occasion demands. Approximately 
we need $1,000.00. For this sum, I appeal 
most urgently. This may not be a very con- 
vincing way to make the plea, but it is the 
best way I know, and I hope you will regard 
the giving of a little sunshine and happiness 
as a deed worthy of your assistance. 

Please let me say it again. We need help 
to keep the church functioning at Bainbridge 
and Eighth Streets, and to keep the Eighth 
Street Ice-water Fountain running as of yore. 
In the days gone by we maintained the Fountain 
to try to keep some from the saloons. A far 
worse place than the licensed saloon is now in 
our midst. And we need money for the Sum- 
mer Home. 

Acknowledgment is hereby made to the 
Lit Brothers, Gimbel Brothers, Strawbridge & 
Clothier, and John Wanamaker stores for 
donations of merchandise for the annual fair. 

Acknowledgment is also made to Mr. W. W. 
Frazier, Jr., for a donation of sugar for the 
Summer Home. 

For the Christmas Fund for the poor, Miss 
Багар Newlin gave $50. and Mr. Craig Atmore 
Official Acts: Services, 166; Baptisms, 15; 
Confirmations, 14; Marriages, 2; Burials, 13.

CHURCH OF THE CRUCIFIXION 
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THE RECTOR'S APPEAL 


An appeal for help coming from the same 
source and for the same purpose, year after 
year, may seem dull and uninteresting to some 
of those to whom it is made. If we should 
relate some instances of the reaction for good 
as a result of the services rendered, our appeal 
would be as interesting and as thrilling as an 
appeal from any foreign missionary district. 
But this work being right at our door, in our 
city's slum district, the fascination of the privi- 
lege given to help earry on a work so close 
at hand is lacking. The need of help for such 
a work, however, is most urgent. The fact is, 
such a work is much more'diffieslt than most 
foreign missionary enterprises, because of the 
counteracting influences of the neighborhood, 
and the dire pecuniary need of some of the 
people whom we serve. In the complex life 
of a great city like Philadelphia, the degrada- 
tion which affects one part of its inhabitants 
in some subtle manner influences all. There 
may not be a consciousness of the process of 
this influence, but the result is eventually 
evidenced, and we wonder as to the how and 
the wherefore. Just as “Jazz music’’—I do 
not mention its origin or its popularity—has 
lessened the taste for the age-long higher 
classical music, so a depraved moral influence 
in one part of the community will subtly 
affect the other part. 


There іѕ’ по doubt that the Church of the 
Crucifixion is situated in a locality which 
rightly might be designated one of the general 
Church’s outposts. The moral and physical 
surroundings are both bad. Houses over- 
crowded; vice and profanity flagrantly vaunted; 
the sanctity of the Lord’s Day almost entirely 
ignored. More is included in these brief state- 
ments than is expressed, but enough is said 
to show that the Church has a definite task 
to perform in combatting these sinister influ- 
ences through and by the Gospel of her Divine 
Master. For it matters not what the condi- 
tions of life may be, the Gospel of Jesus the 
Christ is and ever will be the power of God 
unto salvation: So we make our plea to all 
who love our Lord and Saviour to help us in 
our task. 

A very essential adjunct to the work of this 
neighborhood is our Church’s Summer Home 
in Chester County. Some of the mothers and 
children already are expressing thoughts of 
happy anticipation about their outing in the 
country. Very earnestly and repeatedly the 
question has been азкед—“Ате we going to 
have an outing in the country this coming 
summer?" I have answered “Yes,” believing 
that by the help of those to whom we appeal 
we shall be able as of yore to give some poor 
colored women and children an outing in God’s 
great outdoors far away from their hot and 
cramped homes. That some are already 
asking to go shows unmistakably that they 
appreciate and are grateful for the benefit. 
They know well that the Church itself cannot 
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give them the outing, but that we must rely 
upon the help of our friends. Shall we have 
to disappoint them? You to whom this comes 
will answer the question by the manner in 
which you respond to the appeal. Please do 
not throw this appeal in the waste basket— 
at least until you have answered it. The good 
done by the Summer Home is beyond words to 
describe, for it is impossible to describe in words 
the blessing that is bestowed by the Home in 
Health and Happiness. Many of our regular 
and substantial contributors have gone on to 
their eternal reward. Some of them left 
bequests for our Summer Home Endowment 
Fund, which is still small. But we must carry 
on, so let not our plea be in vain. 

I began this appeal by saying that an appeal 
from the same source and for the same purpose, 
year after year, may seem dull and uninter- 
esting. I only stated what might possibly be 
the case. It is not the case with those to 
whom my appeal is sent. For they know that 
there is a continual change of residence among 
the poorer people. They come and go from 
our neighborhood as their financial condition 
changes. The Master’s words truly apply to 
the work of the Crucifixion, “Үе have the 
poor always with you." The population of 
our neighborhood changes but the poor remain. 
Because this is true, and it is our aim to carry 
out His wish and will “To do them good," 
we have to continue to send out our Annual 
Appeals for help—help ‘‘that the poor may 
have the Gospel preached unto them’’—help 
that they may enjoy the hills and fields, the 
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flowers and trees, and the birds singing in the 
glorious sunshine, as He enjoyed them in His 
beloved Galilee.

THE RECTORS APPEAL | 


To Our FRIENDS AND BENEFACTORS: 
The general work of the Church, its 
services and personal ministrations, has 
been duly carried on as in former years. 
The lack of employment and the distance 
some have to come to reach the Church 
have been factors affecting attendance, and 
consequently decreasing the income, leav- 
ing at the end of 1931 quite a deficit, as 
the Accounting Warden’s report shows. 
The new year has brought no change in 
conditions. In the years of prosperity, 
because of the location of our Church, we 
have not been able to meet expenses. We 
have been able to continue the work 
because of the generous support of our 
friends. In times such as the present it is 
obvious that our appeal is most urgent. 
Our work is among that group of peo- 
ple who always feel most keenly any 
stringency in the financial world because 
of their poverty. It is a well-known fact 
that the Negro is an unfortunate victim 
of inexorable circumstances in our eco- 
nomic system. The tide has not turned in 
the direction of the spiritual evaluation of 
life as its highest good, from which the 
world drifted by its prodigality in the 
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prosperity thrust upon it by the World 
War; it is going to turn, it must turn. We 
must, therefore, continue to provide our 
share of the necessary spiritual and moral 
help for which the Negro stands sorely in 
need in our particular neighborhood. The 
conditions surrounding the Church of the 
Crucifixion are amazing in their depravity. 
If a description were given of any day’s 
observations it would be regarded as an 
exaggeration. The memory of some of 
the oldest inhabitants does not recall a 
similar condition. 

The “Crucifix,” as the Church is famil- 
iarly called, has the respect of the com- 
munity. For eighty-five years it has served 
the neighborhood. It is not merely a land- 
mark, but a beacon light in a neighbor- 
hood of vice and shame. We are making 
our plea for sufficient help to save the chil- 
dren. Bad as conditions are, we know 
that the “Gospel of Christ is the power of 
God unto salvation." When one is con- 
tinually worried about finances, his best 
efforts cannot be used where they are most 
needed. No foreign missionary field offers 
a better opportunity for uplift work than 
the field of opportunity in the slum dis- 
tricts of our larger cities. Our appeal is for 
this Lazarus of poor Negroes, who lie at 
our gate. 


THE SUMMER HOME 


The summer home in Chester County 
has given some of the neglected children 
a little respite from the miserable homes in 
which they live. Last summer, our usual 
quota of two hundred persons were bene- 
fitted by the home. They are given good, 
wholesome food and the opportunity to 
play in the great outdoors. It is the only 
opportunity some have to get away from 
the congested streets during the whole 
year. I can assure you that all are most 
grateful for this blessing. The home has 
been opened from eight to ten weeks each 
summer since 1905. Like the Church at 
Eighth and Bainbridge Streets, the Sum- 
mer Home is most needful for the welfare 
of our community. I beg for the neces- 
sary funds to continue them. 


My sincere thanks are tendered to all 
who have aided us in the past. In addi- 
tion to the names of our benefactors, 
which appear іп the Accounting Warden's 
report, thanks are also extended to Mr. 
W. W. Frazier, Jr., for 50 pounds of sugar 
for the Summer Home; and to the Church 
School of the Saviour for toys for the 
Christmas treat.

live amidst miserable home conditions. 
In addition, I wish to thank also the 
friends who assisted us in providing va- 
cations for 175 men, women and children 
at the summer home in Chester County. 
Included among this number is Mr. W. 
W. Frazier, who donated 5o lbs. of 
sugar, and the American Stores Co. for 
a case of breakfast cereal. Profound 
thanks is tendered the Spring Garden 
Soup Society which, through Mr. Albert 
Comly, provided coal for a number of 
needy families, Mrs. L. F. Rondinella 
also shared very materially in this work 
of providing for our poor. Acknowl- 
edgment is also here made for the beau- 
tiful toys sent by the Church of the 
Saviour. My word of thanks is inade- 
quate to express my appreciation for 
what these kind friends did in helping 
me to give some relief to the poor people 
of my parish. 

This report cannot be concluded with- 
out stating that the first month of 1933 
brought to us a great loss. On January 
28 Mr. Craig Atmore, our efficient Ac- 
counting Warden, passed to his eternal 
home. For twenty years he served in 
several positions on our Vestry. His 
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advice, support and sympathy are inesti- 
mable. Each of his co-workers feel 
most keenly his demise. The church 
and the poor of this community have 
lost a true Christian brother and friend. 
His splendid example of modest Christ- 
like service will be a continual inspira- 
tion for us who are left behind. He im- 
pressed us as one who "endured as see- 
ing him who is invisible," knowing that, 
at the end of earth's sojourn, he would 
hear Him say— Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the world."
